CHAP.  70. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans  in  Canada. 

[Assented  to  20th  September,  1917] 

Whereas  the  persons  hereinafter  named  have  by  their  petition 
prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is  expedient 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition :  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of 
Canada,  enacts  as  follows : — 

1.  Major-General  John  Hughes,  Major-General  Henry  N.  Ruttan, 
Captain    Sir    Hugh   John   Macdonald,    Lieutenant-Colonel    Sir    Daniel 
Hunter    McMillan,    Judge    David    Marr    Walker,    Lieutenant-Colonel 
George  Frederick  Carruthers,  J.  Hilliard  Leech,  K.C.,  Major  George  F. 
R.  Harris,  Judge  George  Patterson,  Lieutenant  William  Allen  Shepard, 
William  Johnston  Tupper,  K.C.,  Major  Philip  Edwards  Prideaux,  Cap- 
tain Reginald  Alton  Tijon  Alton,  Edward  W.  Low,  David  J.  Dyson, 
Bartholomew  Murphy,  Samuel  Pearson,  Samuel  Simpson,  and  Joseph 
Henry  Hammond,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  become  members 
of  the  Association  hereby  incorporated  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  under  the  name  of  ' '  The  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada, ' ' 
herinafter  called  "the  Association." 

2.  The  purposes  and  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be : — 

(a)  To  unite  fraternally  all  persons  who  have  served  as  soldiers  or 
sailors  under  the  British  flag,  and  are  entitled  to  become  mem- 
bers under  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Association,  into 
a  body  of  retired  soldier  and  sailor  veterans  of  a  non-partisan 
and  non-sectarian  character,  for  purposes  of  good-fellowship, 
mutual  improvement  and  assistance,  and  patriotic  endeavour 
and  service  to  the  Empire  : 
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(6)  To  increase  the  public  influence  of  veterans  by  organization,  by 
parades  and  by  giving  as  an  entity  expressions  of  opinion  upon 
public  questions  atVecting  the  rights  of  veterans  or  concerning 
the  welfare  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  Empire; 

(c)  To  stimulate  the  spirit  of  patriotism  in  Canada  and  1o  pro- 
mote, on  sound  and  enduring  principles  of  equality  of  riirhts,  a 
Greater  Britain,  l>y  a  closer  unity  and  co-ordination  of  the 
1  '  neafl  Dominions  with  the  mother-country. 

(ff)  To  assist  the  Kmpire  when  occasion  requires  in  enlisting  recruits 
for  His  Majesty's  forces; 

(e)  To  acquire,  maintain  and  operate  clubs,  homes,  and  meeting 
places  for  the  benefit  of  veterans,  and  to  furnish,  stock  and 
equip  the  same  with  such  furniture,  furnishings,  plant,  animals, 
implements,  equipment,  appliances,  libraries,  and  means  of 
entertainment  and  amusement,  as  may  by  the  Association  be 
considered  desirable ; 

(/)  To  acquire  and  maintain  museums  in  connection  with  any  pre- 
mises of  the  Association  for  the  interest,  education  or  benefit 
of  its  members; 

(g)  To  levy  upon  its  members,  or  upon  bodies  to  whom  it  has 
granted  charters  as  authorized  herein,  fees  or  assessments  from 
time  to  time  as  may  be  required  for  the  support  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  the  carrying  out  of  its  objects;  and  to  raise  funds  for 
the  purpose  of  the  Association  by  such  means,  with  others,  as 
providing  entertainments,  operating  canteens  and  places  of 
refreshment  and  amusement; 

(h)  To  assist  the  Canadian  forces,  or  any  forces  of  the  Empire  on 
active  service  either  within  or  beyond  the  Empire,  by  estab- 
lishing, operating  and  maintaining  canteens  and  establishments 
for  the  rest  and  comfort  of  and  as  meeting  places  for  those 
composing  such  forces. 

3.  The  heml  office  of  the  Association  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Winni- 
peg, in  the  province  of  Manitoba,  or  in  such  other  place  in  Canada  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  determined  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Association  shall  be  governed  and  its  affairs  shall  be  man- 
aged by  a  board  of  directors  to  be  chosen  in  such  manner  and  number, 
from    time    to    time,    as    may    be    determined    by    the    by-laws    of    the 
Association. 

f>  (1)  The  directors  of  the  Association  may,  from  time  to  time,  make, 
lepeal,  amend  or  re-enact  by-laws  and  rules,  not  contrary  to  law  nor 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  for: — 

(a)  defining  the  terms  and  conditions  of  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion,  and  the  rights,  duties  and   privileges  of  all  classes  of 
members ; 
(&)   the  administration,  management  and  control  of  the  property, 

business,  and  other  affairs  of  the  Association; 
(f)  the  appointment,  powers,  duties,  quorum,  term  of  office,  and 

method  of  election  of  the  directors; 

(d)  the  appointment,  designation,  functions,  duties  and  remunera- 
tion of  all  officers,  agents  and  servants  of  the  Association ; 
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(e)   the  appointment  of  committees  and  the  designation  of  their 

duties ; 
(/)  the  calling  of  meetings,  annual  or  special,  of  the  Association, 

and  of  meetings,  periodical  or  special,  of  the  directors  and  of 

committees ; 
(g)   the  fixing  of  the  quorum  necessary  at,  the  procedure  in  all 

respects  at  or  concerning,  and  all  other  requirements  of,  any 

meeting  of  the  Association,  or  of  its  directors  or  committees; 
(h)  generally,  for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  the  Association. 

(2)  Every  such  by-law,  excepting  by-laws  made  respecting  officers, 
agents  and  servants  of  the  Association,  and  every  repeal,  amendment  or 
re-enactment  thereof,  unless  in  the  meantime  confirmed  at  a  general 
meeting  of  the  Association  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  shall  only  have 
force  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  in  default  of 
confirmation  thereat,  shall,  at  and  from  that  time,  cease  to  have  force. 

6.  (1)  Subject  to  the  constitution,  by-laws  and  rules  of  the  Associa- 
tion, branches  of  the  Association  may  be  established  at  any  place  in 
Canada,  under  such  title  and  designation  and  subject  to  such  conditions 
and  provisions,  and  with  such  power  not  exceeding  those  conferred  upon 
the  Association  by  this  Act,  as  the  Association  may  determine  by  by-law. 

(2)  Except  in  so  far  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  Association,  the  Association  shall  not  have  any  rights  in  the 
assets  of  any  such  Branch,  or  be  liable  for  any  of  the  debts  or  obligations 
of  any  such  Branch ;  and  no  Branch  shall  have  any  rights  in  the  assets 
of,  or  be  liable  for  any  of  the  debts  or  obligations  of  the  Association,  or 
of  any  other  Branch  thereof. 

7.  The  Association  may  take,  hold,  possess  and  acquire  by  purchase, 
lease,  exchange,  donation,  devise,  bequest,  endowment  or  otherwise,  real 
or  immovable  property  required  for  the  actual  use  and  occupation  of  the 
Association,  or  necessary  or  requisite  for  the  carry  ing  k  out  of  its  pur- 
poses  and   objects ;   and   may   sell,   mortgage,   pledge,    hypothecate   or 
alienate  such  property  in  any  manner  whatever;  but  the  annual  value 
of  such  property  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars:  and 
any  such  property  not  required  for  the  purposes  and  objects  of  the 
Association  shall  be  sold  within  ten  years  after  its  acquisition.   - 

8.  (1)  If  authorized  by  by-law,  sanctioned  by  the  vote  of  not  less 
than  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  general  meeting  of  the 
Association  duly  called  for  considering  the  by-law,  the  directors  may, 
from  time  to  time,  as  and  when  required  for  the  objects  of  the  Asso- 
ciation,— 

(«)  borrow  money  upon  the  credit  of  the  Association; 
(&)  limit  or  increase  the  amount  to  be  borrowed; 

(c)  make,  accept,  draw,  endorse  and  execute  bills  of  exchange,  pro- 
missory notes  and  other  negotiable  instruments; 

(d)  issue  bonds,  debentures,  or  other  securities  of  the  Association 
for  sums  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  pledge  or 
sell  the  same  for  such  sums  and  at  such  prices  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient ; 
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(e)  hypothecate,  mortgage  or  pledge  any  real  or  personal  property 
of  the  Association.  i<»  seen  re  any  money  so  borrowed  for  the 
objects  of  the  Association,  or  any  bonds,  debentures  or  other 
MM-urities  so  issued,  pledged  or  sold; 

(/)  invest  the  funds  of  the  Association  in  such  manner  and  upon 
sueh  securities  us  are  determined  by  the  by-law. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  l>e  construed  to  authorize  the  Asso- 
ciation to  issue  any  note  or  bill  payable  to  bearer  thereof,  or  any  pro- 
missory note  intended  to  be  circulated  -as  money  or  as  the  note  or  bill  of  a 
bank,  or  to  engage  in  the  business  of  banking  or  insurance. 

9.  The  fifteen  persons  first  named  in  section  1  of  this  Act.  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  authority  to  call  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Association  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  agree  upon  and  on  such 
notice  as  they  may  consider  sufficient  for  the  purpose. 
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Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada 

CONSTITUTION 

1.  The  Dominion   Headquarters   of  this  Association  shall  be   as 
designated  by  this  Convention. 

2.  The  Association  shall  be  conducted  as  an  Association  of  Vet- 
erans of  the  Army  and  Navy  and  Auxiliary  Forces,  as  a  purely  demo- 
cratic body,  no  members  thereof  being  entitled  to  rank  or  priority  over 
any  other  members  of  the  Association  by  reason  of  their  having  held  at 
any  time  military  or  naval  commands,  appointments  or  commissions. 

MEMBERSHIP 

3.  The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  three  kinds: 

(a)  Active  Membership. 

(b)  Associate  Membership. 

(c)  Honoary  Membership. 

ACTIVE   MEMBERSHIP 

4.  The  active  membership  shall  be  the  qualified,  effective  and  gov- 
erning membership  of  the  Association  and  any  active  member  in  good 
standing  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  on  any  question  being  considered  by 
the  Association. 

5.  To  qualify  for  active  membership  of  the  Association  the  candi- 
date must  be  one  who  has  either  received  a  medal  for  service  in  His 
Majesty's  forces,  or  shall  have  served  at  least  six  years'  aggregate  service 
in  the  regular  forces,  or  9  years'  aggregate  service  in  the  Active  Militia 
or  other  Auxiliary  Forces  of  the  Empire,  and  shall  be  of  good  character. 

PROVIDED  that  all  members  of  the  Overseas  forces  from  Canada 
and  all  men  enlisted  for  service  to  the  Empire,  in  the  present  great 
European  war,  who  shall  while  on  duty  in  such  service  have  been  within 
some  theatre  of  the  war  or  being  enlisted  outside  the  British  Isles  shall 
have  gone  to  England  while  011  duty  in  such  service  shall  provisionally 
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THE  LATE  LIEUT-COL.  G.  F.  CARRUTHERS 

First  Honorary  President  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Cenada 
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be  deemed  to  have  received  medals  as  aforesaid  until  such  times  as  such 
medals  are  formally  awarded.  This  proviso,  however,  shall  not  apply 
(a)  to  men  who  only  went  to  England  (b)  men  who  did  not  go  to  the 
front  in  France  or  in  some  other  theatre  of  war  on  duty  in  such  service, 
unless  they  produce  satisfactory  evidence  that  without  fault  of  their  own 
they  were  prevented  from  so  going  to  such  theatre  of  war  (c)  nor  to 
men  who  have  been  dismissed  from  any  such  forces  for  misconduct. 

Special  Service  qualifications  for  "Active  Membership"  by  members 
of  the  Royal  North  West  Mounted  Police  and  similar  bodies. 

Members  of  the  Royal  North  West  Mounted  Police  and  all  similar 
bodies,  after  completion  of  three  years'  service,  shall  be  deemed  qualified 
so  far  as  length  of  service  is  concerned,  to  be  admitted  as  "Active" 
members  of  this  Association. 

ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP 

6.  An  Associate  Member  shall  be  any  man  who  has  seen  service  in 
His  Majesty's  Forces,  and  who  is  not  eligible  to  active  membership  in 
this  Association. 

7.  An  Associate  member  shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  any  of  its  units,  or  to  be  elected  to  any 
Executive  office,  but  may  be  selected  to  act  on  any  special  committee  of  a 
Unit.     Provided  that  the  Majority  of  such  Committee  shall  consist  of 
active  members  of  the  Association. 

HONORARY  MEMBERSHIP 

8.  The  honorary  membership  shall  consist  of  such  persons  as  the 
Association  or  any  Unit  thereof,  may  elect  to  become  honorary  members 
of  their  respective  bodies. 

PROVIDED,  however,  that  only  the  Association  shall  have  power 
to  elect  such  honorary  members  to  the  Association  at  large. 

9.  The  Honorary  membership  shall  be  restricted  in   its  numbers 
to  a  very  limited  few  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  more  highly  appreciated 
as  a  mark  of  distinguished  honour  by  the  parties  upon  whom  it  is  con- 
ferred. 

THE  ASSOCIATION  IN  CONVENTION 

10.  The  directing  body  of  the  Association  as  provided  in  Section 
4  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  shall  be  known  as  the  Convention  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada,  and  shall  meet  annually  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  Convention  may  from  time  to  time  decide. 

CONVENTION 

11.  There  shall  be  a  Directing  body  of  the  Association  to  be  known 
as  "The  Convention  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada"  which 
shall  meet  in  annual  Convention. 

12.  The  said  Convention  shall  consist  of  Delegates  elected  from 
the  Units  of  the  Association. 
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13.  Each  Unit  shall  lie  entitled  tn  !>»•  represented  by  a  Delegate  for 
every  one  hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  in  pood  standing,  until 
such  Unit  shall  have  reached  a  membership  of  two  thousand,  after  which 
it  shall  be  entitled  to  only  one  Delegate  for  every  five  hundred  of  a  mem- 
bership in  good  standing  over  two  thousand.    Membership  to  be  computed 
on  the  first  of  the  month  in  which  the  Convention  shall  be  held. 

14.  Such  members  assembled  in  Convention  shall  be  the  supreme 
governing  body  of  the  Association  and  shall  have  power  to  enact,  amend, 
and   repeal   laws  for  the  management,  order  and  government   of  the 
Association  and  all  its  subordinate  units. 

15.  The  Convention  shall  have  power  by  resolution  to  pass  rules 
and   orders  regulating   its  own   proceedings  and  to  amend,   repeal   or 
suspend  the  same  from  time  to  time  and  where  no  such  rules  or  orders 
j»re  passed  governing  any  procedure,  the  rules,  orders  and  usages  of  the 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada  shall  in  so  far  as  applicable  be  made  to 
govern.    Provided  that  no  such  rule  or  order  shall  be  amended,  repealed 
or  suspended  except   by  vote  of  at   least  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

16.  The  Convention  during  its  session  shall  be  presided  over  by  the 
President  of  the  Association,  the  Vice-President,  or  in  the  absence  or 
incapacity  of  both  these,  by  an  elected  Chairman. 

17.  All  measures  of  a  continuous  or  permanent  character  passed  by 
the  Convention  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  become  binding  on  the 
Association  only  after  passing  a  first  reading  of  the  Convention,  having 
been  referred  to  and  reported  on  by  a  committee  appointed  to  deal  with 
such  measure  and  having  afterwards  passed  a  second  reading  and  re- 
ceived the  assent  of  the  Convention. 

18.  No  motions  amending  the  constitution  of  the  Association  shall 
be  presented  to  Mie  Convention  unless  notice  of  motion  to  present  such 
amendment  stating  the  nature  of  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have 
been  given  in  the  notice  calling  the  Convention  or  unless  the  Convention 
by  two-thirds  vote  dispenses  with  the  necessity  of  such  notice. 

19.  No  amendment  to  the  constitution  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
carried  unless  at  the  final  reading  it  is  sustained  by  the  votes  of  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  members  assembled  in  Convention. 

CALLING  CONVENTION 

20.  Notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  all  sittings  of  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  given  by  the  General-Secretary  by  a  notice  in  writing  to  the 
various  units  of  the  Association  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  sixty 
days  before  the  assembling  of  the  Convention,  by  mailing  such  notices 
addressed  to  the  Secretaries  of  such  Units. 

21.  In  all  proceedings  in  the  Convention  each  member  shall  have 
one  vote  in  his  own  right  and  one  for  each  proxy  held  by  him  and  where 
not  otherwise  provided  by  constitution  or  by-law;  any  motion  or  resolu- 
tion supported  by  the  vote  of  a  clear  majority  of  those  present  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  carried.     In  case  of  an  equality  vote  the  occupant  of  the 
chair  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 
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WAYS  AND  MEANS 

22.  The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  make  a  per  capita  levy 
upon  all  units  for  funds  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  Head- 
quarters. 

23.  At  each  Convention,  the  Treasurer  shall  furnish  a  complete 
financial  statement  showing  a  general  summary  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures covering  the  period  since  the  preceding  statement  and  showing 
assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Headquarters  of  the  Association  up  to  the  end 
of  the  last  financial  year  supplemented  as  far  as  convenient  by  a  supple- 
mentary statement  up  to  the  date  of  opening  of  the  Convention. 

24.  The  Treasurer  shall  also  furnish  estimated  expenditures  for  the 
ensuing  year,  showing  ways  and  means  by  which  such  expenditures  are 
to  be  met.     After  the  Convention  has  passed  such  estimate,  each  Unit 
shall  be  notified  of  the  amount  it  shall  contribute  during  the  ensuing 
year  and  shall  pay  its  assessment  within  90  days  of  notification  by  the 
Secretary. 

PROVIDED,  in  case  a  longer  period  than  one  year  should  elapse, 
between  Conventions  the  Dominion  Executive  shall  prepare  supple- 
mentary estimates  from  time  to  time  as  it  shall  deem  advisable  of  the 
anticipated  expenditures  until  Convention  shall  assemble  and  shall 
apportion  such  expenditure  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Convention  could 
do. 

25.  Any  Unit  in  arrears  in  payment  of  levies  made  upon  it  shall 
be  deprived  of  all  representations  in  the  Convention  until  the  same  is 
paid,  unless  the  Convention,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  members  present, 
shall  waive  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

26.  All  such  levies  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Dominion  Treasurer  of 
the  Association  who  shall  have  authority  to  receive  the  same  and  give 
receipt  therefore. 

CONVENTION  DELEGATES 

27.  Each  Unit  shall  at  a  general  meeting,  elect  such  Delegate  or 
Delegates  as  it  shall  be  entitled  to  under  the  provisions  hereof.     Only 
Active  Members  in  good  standing    shall    be   eligible    for    election    and 
such  election  shall  be  by  ballot. 

DOMINION  EXECUTIVE 

28.  The  Executive,  Management  and  Control  of  the  Association, 
subject  to  the  general  control  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  carried  on  by 
an  Executive  Board  of  the  Convention. 

29.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  an  Honorary 
President,  President,  1st  Vice-President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Yice-Presi- 
dent  for  each  Province,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Chaplain. 

30.  The  officers  of  the  Association  and  one  representative  from 
each   Province  to  be  known   as  "The  Dominion   Executive"  shall   be 
elected  by  the  Convention.     The  members  of  such  Dominion  Executive 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Convention. 
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31.  The  Honorary  I'n^idt-iit,  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Sec- 
retary, Treasurer  and  Chaplain  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention. 

32.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Dominion  Executive  from  any  cause 
between  sittings  of  the  Convention  shall  be  tilled  by  the  Executive  from 
members  of  the  Association. 

33.  Subject    to    the    General    Control    of    The    Convention,    the 
Dominion  Executive  shall  have  control  of  its  own  proceedings  and  may 
pass  by-laws  governing  the  same. 

34.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  in  case  of  necessity 
or  emergency  to  call  a  special  Convention  of  the  Dominion  Association. 

CHARTERS 

35.  The  Dominion  Executive  shall  have  power  to  grant  charters 
from  time  to  time  to  Units,  which  Charters  shall  be  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  of  the  Association  and  be  sealed  with  the  Great  Seal 
of  the  Association  upon  payment  of  a  .fee  of  $10.00. 

Upon  petition  of  twenty-five  veterans  qualified  to  become  active 
members  of  the  Association  praying  that  they  and  such  others  as  shall 
become  members  within  a  certain  area  in  said  petition  described  shall  be 
formed  into  a  Unit  and  certifying  that  they  wish  to  become  members  of 
such  proposed  Unit,  and  that  in  their  opinion  a  qualified  membership 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  could  be  procured  and  maintained  within 
such  territory  and  upon  said  petition  being  accompanied  by  a  declara- 
tion signed  by  at  least  twenty-five  other  veterans  qualified  to  become 
members  of  the  Association  certifying  that  it  is  their  wish  and  intention 
to  become  members  of  such  proposed  Unit  in  case  same  is  established, 
the  Dominion  Executive  may  in  their  discretion  if  they  think  it  would 
be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Association  to  establish  such  Unit,  grant  a 
charter  after  the  form  in  that  behalf  adopted  by  the  Dominion  Executive 
to  such  petitioners,  constituting  them  and  such  others  as  shall  become 
members,  a  Unit  with  jurisdiction  over  the  territory  petitioned  for  or 
such  lesser,  greater  or  other  territory  as  the  Dominion  Executive  shall 
think  proper. 

Said  petition  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  General  Secretary  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $10.00,  which  fee  shall  go  to  the 
general  revenue  of  the  Association  and  in  the  event  of  such  charter  not 
being  granted  one-half  said  fee  shall  be  returned  to  the  petitioners  and 
the  balance  shall  be  deemed  to  belong  to  the  Association. 

Upon  rceipt  of  such  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dominion 
Executive  to  give  due  consideration  to  the  same  and  if  thought  advisable 
to  issue  a  charter  to  the  said  proposed  Unit  to  supply  such  Unit  with  a 
charter,  ten  copies  of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  to  give  such 
general  instructions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  organization  of  such 
Unit. 

HONORARY  ASSOCIATE  MEMBERS 

36.  An  Honorary  Associate  Member  shall  be  the  nearest  male  next- 
of-kin  of  those  who  have  fallen  in  the  Wars  of  the  Empire  and  he  shall 
be  eligible  for  such  membership  in  the  various  Units  of  the  Association. 
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LADIES'  AUXILIARY 

37.  There  shall  be  a  Ladies'  Auxiliary  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans'  Association,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  the  wives,  mothers,  sisters  and  daughters  of  Active  Members 
of  the  Association,  and  of  men  in  Active  Service  who  shall  be  active 
members.    It  shall  have  power  to  elect  Honorary  members  and  Associate 
members  in  keeping  with  the  privilege  set  forth  in  clauses  by  the  Associ- 
ation proper. 

The  Auxiliary  shall  elect  its  own  officers  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Unit  to  which  it  is  attached  and  all  disbursements  made  by  the 
same  shall  require  the  authorization  of  the  Unit  to  which  they  belong. 

FEES 

38.  The  regular  annual  membership  fee  of  the  members  of  the 
Association  shall  be  not  less  than  $2.00  a  year. 

39.  In  addition  to  the  above  dues,  each  Unit  shall  have  Authority 
to  tax  its  members  each  year  with  a  per  capita  tax  sufficient  to  meet  all 
levies  made  upon  it  for  the  support  of  the  Association  at  large,  or  Unit 
Headquarters. 

SUSPENSION  AND  EXPULSION  OF  MEMBERS 

40.  Any  Unit  Executive  may,  by  vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds 
of  its  members  present,  at  any  meeting  thereof,  suspend  any  member  of 
the  Association  for  any  reasonable  cause,  including  any  of  the  following 
clauses : 

(a)  For  non-payment  of  dues,  when  the  same  are  one  year  or 
more  in  arrears. 

(b)  For  misconduct  in  or  about  the  Association's  premises,  or 
respect  to  its  property. 

(c)  For  slandering  the  good  name  of  the  Association,  or  of  its 
Executive  or  any  of  its  officers. 

(d)  For  gross  or  habitual  misconduct  in  any  place,  calculated 
to  make  his  membership  injurious  to  the  Association. 

(e)  For  committing  any  act  of  Treason  or  felony. 

(f )  In  case  such  member  should  become  an  alien  enemy. 

AUDIT 

41.  The  Books  and  Accounts  of  the  Association  shall  be  audited 
by  an  auditor  duly  appointed  by  the  Dominion  Executive  and  a  state- 
ment of  such  audit  for  the  preceding  year,  duly  certified,  shall  be  placed 
before  the  Convention. 

GREAT  SEAL 

42.  There  shall  be  a  corporate  seal  of  the  Association  after  the 
design  as  herein  shown. 

43.  The  seal  of  each  Unit  shall  bear  the  designation  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada  incorporated,  with  the  name  of  the  Unit 
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J.  G.    EVANS 

Kingston.  Cntario 
Vice-President 
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inserted  in  the  centre,  in  place  of  the  shield  now  occupying  the  centre 
of  the  Great  Seal,  and  power  shall  be  given  to  such  Units  to  use  such 
seal  for  local  purposes  only. 

DECORATION 

44.  The  Decorations  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows  :— 

(a)  The  Button  as  now  being  used  by  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans'  Association  in  Canada  for  Active  Membership. 

(b)  The  badge  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  one  now  in  use  by 
the  Winnipeg  Unit. 

(c)  That  the  ribbon  of  the  same  shall  be  the  ribbon  of  the 
Association. 

(d)  The  badge  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  shall  be  the  badge  now 
in  use  in  Canada  by  the  Winnipeg  Unit  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  Veterans  in  Canada. 

(e)  The  Button  of  the  Associate  Member  shall  be  one  as  now 
used  in  British  Columbia. 

UNIFORM 

45.  The  adoption  of  a  distinctive  dress  or  uniform  shall  be  left  to 
the  discretion  of  each  Unit  of  the  Association. 

STATUS  OF  MEMBERS 

46.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  or  effect  the  status  of 
the  present  members  of  any  Unit  or  organization  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans'  Association  in  Canada,  who  were  members  prior  to  the  14th 
day  of  May,  1918. 

TENURE  OF  OFFICE 

47.  The  President  of  the  Association  shall  not  hold  office  more  than 
2  terms  in  succession.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 

Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada 
FIRST  CONVENTION  ] 

May  11th  to  15th,    1918 


The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at~10.40  a.m.,  May  llth,  by 
Comrade  W.  J.  Tupper,  K.C.,  President  of  the  Winnipeg  Association, 
after  the  singing  of  the  National  Anthem. 

The  Chairman  read  a  letter  from  Lt.-Col.  G.  P.  Carruthers,  Pro- 
visional Chairman  of  the  Charter  Members  of  the  Dominion  Incorpora- 
tion, regretting  that  on  account  of  illness,  he  would  be  prevented  from 
attending  the  Convention. 

CHAIRMAN'S  WELCOME  TO  DELEGATES. 

The  Chairman  expressed  the  sorrow  of  the  meeting  at  the  illness  of 
Comrade  Carruthers,  and  told  of  the  great  interest  he  had  always  taken 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Association  and  his  efforts  towards  the  formation 
of  a  Dominion  Association.  Comrade  Tupper,  then,  on  behalf  of  the 
Winnipeg  Association,  delivered  an  address  of  welcome  to  the  visiting 
delegates;  he  outlined  the  work  of  the  Association  in  the  past,  and  the 
hopes  that  a  strong  Dominion  Association  would  be  the  result  of  the  Con- 
vention. He  pointed  out  that  members  of  the  Army  and  Navy  had  always 
been  in  the  forefront  of  patriotic  efforts;  when  the  present  war  broke 
out  the  local  Association  did  not  wait  for  the  authorities  to  act,  but 
immediately  instituted  an  active  recruiting  campaign,  and  through  their 
efforts  some  fifteen  hundred  recruits  were  enlisted. 

The  remarks  of  the  Chairman  were  listened  to  with  great  interest  by 
the  assembled  delegates  and  received  with  hearty  applause.  He  pointed 
out  that  there  was  nothing  cut  and  dried  for  the  delegates,  and  the  whole 
matter  of  organization  was  in  their  hands. 

Short  addresses  of  thanks  were  made  by  Comrades  Major  Roth- 
well,  of  Ottawa;  Capt.  Gordon,  of  Montreal;  Commander  Evans,  of 
Kingston:  ('apt.  Stagg,  of  Calgary,  Alta. ;  H.  E.  Beck,  of  Regina,  Sask. ; 
Comrade  McLeay,  of  Yorkton.  S:isk.,  and  J.  B.  Jenkins,  of  Weyburn, 
Saskatchewan. 
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The  Secretary  read  letters  and  telegrams  from  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Toronto,  Out.,  Vernon,  B.C.,  and  Hamilton,  Ont.,  Associations, 
regretting  that  they  were  unable  to  send  delegations. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Roth  well,  Ottawa,  seconded  by  Comrade  Stagg, 
Calgary :  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  all  visiting  delegates  to  the  Winnipeg 
Convention  be  tendered  to  their  Winnipeg  comrades  for  the  grand  wel- 
come to  Winnipeg,  which  has  been  extended  to  the  visiting  delegates  by 
Comrade  (President)  Tupper.

You  will  be  kind  enough  to  express  to  the  Delegates  at  the  Convention  the 
reason  of  my  absence,  and  give  them  my  sincere  wishes  for  a  successful  meeting,  and 
that  the  Foundation  Stone  of  the  Dominion  Association  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans  in  Canada  may  be  well  and  truly  laid.  It  is  a  sincere  gratification  to  me 
to  know  that  the  conduct  of  the  meeting  will  be  under  your  sane  and  salutary  charge.

Moved  by  Comrade  Bourke,  Brandon,  seconded  by  Comrade  Samp- 
son, Winnipeg :  That  this  Convention  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
to  consider  the  Cnostitution,  clause  by  clause.  Carried. 

The  Convention  then  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  on  the 
Constitution,  Comrade  W.  J.  Tupper,  K.C.,  in  the  Chair. 

COMRADE  E.  R.  R.  MILLS,  Ottawa,,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Constitution,  speaking  to  the  Committee 's  report,  said :  ' '  You  will  notice 
that  we  have  representatives  from  every  Province  in  the  Dominion,  and 
speaking  for  them  I  think  I  can  say  that  in  preparing  this  draft  of  the 
Constitution,  those  members  tried  to  speak  as  much  as  possible  for  their 
Provinces.  It  was  soon  quite  evident,  however,  that  we  had  to  give  way  to 
our  personal  views.  This  is  just  a  'draft'  so  far  as  we  have  gone.  Com- 
rade Leech's  Constitution  amounted  to  70  pages.  We  have  gone  very 
carefully  over  it  and  there  is  a  lot  we  could  not  possibly  adopt.  It  would 
be  admirable  perhaps  in  ten  years  from  now,  but  we  feel  that  we  should 
only  legislate  for  our  present  difficulties.  That  is  one  reason  why  we 
cut  it  down  considerably.  We  have  gone  over  50  pages  and  this  draft 
might  yet  have  to  be  cut  down  considerably." 

It  was  then  decided  to  read  over  the  Constitution. 

To  bring  the  matter  under  discussion,  Comrade  Hubbell,  Winnipeg, 
moved,  and  Comrade  Smithson,  Ottawa,  seconded,  the  adoption  of  the 
Committee's  report. 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  Before  the  resolution  is  put  might  I 
say  in  justice  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  that  we  tried  to  carve  out  a 
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Constitution  fit  and  proper  for  this  organization  for  the  whole  Dominion 
of  Canada.  When  we  get  through  I  think  you  will  feel  satisfied  that  we 
have  tried  to  do  our  very  best  without  accepting  anything  of  a  cut  and 
dried  nature.  We  felt  that  it  is  for  this  Association  to  create  its  whole 
Constitution  and  to  make  that  as  simple  in  form  as  possible.  We  have 
already  had  seven  hours  at  it  and  if  we  keep  on  at  the  same  rate  we 
shall  expect  to  leave  your  fair  city  some  time  before  the  12th  of  July. 
In  justice  to  the  Committee  I  want  to  ask  you  to  bear  with  us.  This 
resolution  does  not  mean  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  so  far  as  we 
have  gone.  I  can  see  some  changes  even  in  the  work  we  have  done, 
changes  which  will  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Association  at  large." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "I  understand  the  Committee  has 
decided  finally  on  the  clauses  so  far  as  they  have  gone — ?" 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston :    l '  No. ' ' 

COMRADE  Low :  ' '  For  the  information  of  the  Committee,  I  see  that 
they  have  made  110  reference  to  the  Navy  or  Air  services." 

COMRADE  EVANS:    "That  is  covered  by  'His  Majesty's  Forces.' 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "Unless  I  am  mistaken,  this  is  simply  a  report 
of  what  you  have  done  before  you  have  completed  your  work.  These 
suggestions  can  be  made  or  alterations  adopted  and  then  the  whole 
report  adopted?" 

COMRADE  HUBBELL,  Winnipeg:  "I  move  the  adoption  of  the  report 
so  that  we  can  discuss  it." 

COMRADE  BOURKE,  Brandon :  "I  move  that  the  Convention  go  into 
a  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  discuss  the  report,  clause  by  clause,  so  that 
the  Convention  will  have  a  chance  to  know  what  it  is  voting  upon.  It- 
is  simply  a  question  of  proceeding  with  the  report  and  adopting  it." 

The  Chairman  said  if  they  wanted  to  do  things  in  an  improper 
manner  they  must  appoint  a  chairman  other  than  himself. 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  "I  think  we  will  be  satisfied  with  our 
present  Chairman." 

THE  CHAIRMAN :  "I  think  we  had  better  stick  to  the  parliamentary 
rules. ' ' 

Several  members  in  chorus:    "Carry  on." 

DISCUSSION  ON  CONSTITUTION. 

The  Constitution  was  then  taken  up,  clause  by  clause.  A  full  and 
complete  copy  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  journal. 

The  first  clause  reading,  "The  Dominion  Headquarters  of  this 
Association  shall  be  designated  by  this  Convention,"  went  without  dis- 
cussion. 

Discussing  Clause  2,  Comrade  Young  urged  that  the  word  ' '  citizens ' ' 
should  be  struck  out  before  the  word  "organization." 
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Comrade  Gordon,  Montreal,  replying  to  Comrade  Young,  said,  "His 
Majesty's  Forces"  covered  all  brandies  of  service. 

Clauses  1  and  2  are  as  follows: 

1. — The  Dominion  Headquarters  of  this  Association  shall 
be  as  designated  by  this  Convention. 

2. — The  Association  shall  be  conducted  as  an  Association 
of  Veterans  of  the  Army  and  Navy  and  Auxiliary  Forces  and 
as  a  purely  democratic  body,  no  member  thereof  being  entitled 
to  rank  or  priority  over  any  other  members  of  the  Association 
by  reason  of  their  having  held,  or  now  holding,  military  or 
naval  commands,  appointments  or  commissions. 

DISCUSSION  AS  TO  THE  NAME  OF  THE  DOMINION 
ASSOCIATION. 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "The  name  'Army  and  Navy  Veterans 
in  Canada'  has  been  selected  after  great  deliberation.  Any  veteran  of 
the  British  Empire  living  in  Canada  is  eligible  for  membership.  I  object 
very  strongly  to  making  any  change  in  the  name." 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg:  "The  charter  calls  for  it." 
CONTROLLER  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg:    "The  charter  calls  for  it." 

COMRADE  BOURKE,  Brandon:  "It  is  not  a  question  of  name  so  much 
as  who  constitute  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans'  Association." 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  "It  is  a  question  of  the  composition 
of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans.  It  would  be  more  satisfactory  if  we 
set  forth  that  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  as  an  Association  of 
Army  and  Navy  Veterans,  and  I  see  no  objection  to  the  inclusion  of 
auxiliary  forces." 

COMRADE  BOURKE,  Brandon:    "That  will  change  the  name." 

COMRADE  HAY,  D.C.M.,  Winnipeg:  "Should  it  not  be  British  and 
Allied  Forces?" 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "That  is  a  good  point.  This  is  a  new 
country  and  we  will  get  a  lot  of  emigrants  after  the  war  from  among  the 
Allied  forces,  who  may  be  veterans." 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria:    "This  point  is  out  of  order." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "We  are  not  deciding  the  name  or  who  it  is  com- 
posed of.  Our  Association  is  named  in  the  charter.  We  are  already 
working  under  it." 

The  clause  was  then  carried  as  found  in  the  revised  charter. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  clauses  on  membership  read : 

3. — The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  three 
kinds : — 
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(a)  Active  Membership. 
(6)  Associate  Membership. 
(c)   Honorary  Membership. 

ACTIVE  MEMBERSHIP. 

4. — The  active  membership  shall  be  the  qualified,  effective 
and  governing  membership  of  the  Association  and  any  active 
member  in  good  standing  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  on  any 
question  being  considered  by  the  Association. 

5. — To  qualify  for  active  membership  of  the  Association 
the  candidate  must  be  one  who  has  either  received  a  medal  for 
service  in  His  Majesty's  Forces,  or  shall  have  served  at  least 
six  years  aggregate  service  in  the  regular  forces,  or  nine  years 
aggregate  service  in  the  Active  Militia  or  Auxiliary  Forces  of 
the  Empire,  and  shall  be  of  good  character. 

PROVIDED  that  all  members  of  the  Overseas  Forces  from 
Canada,  and  all  men  enlisted  for  service  to  the  Empire,  in  the 
present  great  European  War  who  shall  while  on  duty  in  such 
service  have  been  within  some  theatre  of  the  war  or  being 
enlisted  outside  the  British  Isles  shall  have  gone  to  England 
while  on  duty  in  such  service  shall  provisionally  be  deemed  to 
have  received  medals  as  aforesaid  until  such  times  as  such 
medals  are  formally  awarded.  This  proviso,  however,  shall  not 
aPply  («•)  to  men  who  went  only  to  England;  (6)  men  who  did 
not  ero  to  the  front  in  France  or  in  some  other  theatre  of  war 
on  duty  in  such  service,  unless  they  produce  satisfactory  evi- 
dence that  without  fault  of  their  own  they  were  prevented  from 
so  going  to  France,  or  other  theatre  of  war;  (c)  nor  to  men  who 
have  been  dismissed  from  any  such  forces  for  misconduct. 

HONORARY  MEMBERSHIP. 

6. — The  honorary  membership  shall  consist  of  such  persons 
as  the  Association  or  any  units  thereof  may  elect  to  become 
honorary  members  of  their  respective  bodies  thereof. 

PROVIDED,  however,  that  the  Association  shall  have 
power  only  to  elect  such  honorary  members  to  the  Association 
at  large. 

7. — The  honorary  membership  shall  be  restricted  in  its  num- 
bers to  a  very  limited  few  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  more  highly 
appreciated  as  a  mark  of  distinguished  honor  by  the  parties 
upon  whom  it  is  conferred. 

ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP. 

8. — An  "Associate"  member  shall  be  any  man  who  his  seen 
service  in  His  Majesty's  Forces  and  who  is  not  eligible  to 
"active"  membership  in  this  Association. 

9. — An  associate  member  shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  any  of  its  units,  or  to  be 
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elected  to  any  Executive  office,  but  may  In-  selected  to  act  on 
any  special  committees  of  a  unit.  Provided  that  the  majority 
of  such  committees  shall  consist  of  active  members  of  the 
Association. 

A  long  discussion  arose  on  membership,  nearly  every  delegate 
expressing  himself.  The  clause,  as  finally  adopted,  provides  for  three 
kinds  of  membership,  active,  associate,  and  honorary. 

COMRADE  CURTIS,  Winnipeg:  "I  should  very  much  like  to  know  if 
there  are  not  some  active  members  of  the  Association  who  have  not  been 
to  the  front,  and  some  who  have  not  been  out  of  Canada.  They  are 
carrying  on  the  work  in  some  of  the  Associations.  What  are  we  going 
to  do  with  them?" 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston :    "That  is  covered  later  on." 

ACTIVE  MEMBERSHIP. 

Comrade  Beck,  Regina,  introduced  the  discussion  on  active  mem- 
bership. 

COMRADE  CURTIS,  Winnipeg:  "What  are  we  going  to  do  with  the 
members  of  the  Associations  who  at  the  present  time  are  doing  service 
in  the  Association  as  'active'  members,  but  who  will  now  be  disquali- 
fied as  such?  Are  we  going  to  tell  them  they  are  only  just  'associate' 
member*;  I  mean  the  members  who  have  not  been  overseas?" 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa:  "I  think  we  should  consider  this  not 
retroactive,  and  say  that  this  only  applies  to  such  a  date  as  we  may  set. 
Anyone  in  now,  can  then  stay  in  on  their  previous  qualifications." 

COMRADE  CURTIS:    "It  will  not  affect  any  large  numbers." 
COMRADE  HUBBELL:    "There  are  very  few  in  our  branch." 

Clause  5,  dealing  with  associate  membership,  was  next  considered 
for  a  time,  the  members  afterward  going  back  to  a  general  discussion  of 
all  classes  of  membership. 

COMRADE  SAMPSON:  "I  think  it  should  be  made  to  cover  simply 
'His  Majesty's  Forces.'  Are  the  Royal  Northwest  Mounted  Police 
included?" 

COMRADE  POWELL,  Port  Arthur:  "The  words  'and  other  auxiliary 
forces  in  other  parts  of  the  Empire'  should  be  added." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "The  R.X.W.M.P.  is  an  auxiliary 
force  to  the  permanent  forces  in  Canada.  They  have  their  authority 
under  the  Militia  Act.  They  got  that  authority  when  they  got  the 
'Royal.'  ' 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  "Why  not  add  'in  the  same'  to  'His 
Majesty's  Forces'?" 

COMRADE  M(-NAMARA,  Winnipeg:  "The  Royal  Northwest  men  only 
serve  three  years.  The  six  year  term  should  be  changed  to  three  if  you 
want  to  include  them."  (The  Constitution  as  proposed  gave  the  R.N. 
W.M.P.  6  years'  service  before  eligibility  for  membership). 
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COMRADE  CROSS,  Montreal :  "It  should  be  six  years  in  the  Imperials 
and  nine  years  in  the  volunteers." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston :  ' '  No  man  can  be  a  veteran  in  three 
years  unless  he  has  seen  a  war.  I  went  to  England  in  this  war,  but  if  I 
had  not  been  in  the  army  many  years  before  that  and  had  called  myself 
a  'veteran.'  my  father  would  have  kicked  the  head  off  me.  We  are 
not  like  some  who  want  to  call  themselves  veterans.  We  want  to  be 
what  we  say  we  are." 

COMRADE  GORDON,  Montreal :  ' '  This  thing  has  got  to  be  considered — 
we  will  have  to  take  care  of  the  future;  I  mean  the  men  who  are  in 
the  army  now." 

COMRADE  SMITHSON,  Ottawa:  ''The  Judge-Advocate-General  in 
Ottawa  has  ruled  that  the  permanent  forces  in  Ottawa  have  been  in- 
creased away  over  strength  by  the  enlistment  of  C.E.F.  clerks.  A  good 
many  went  in  to  escape  conscription  and  are  holding  'cushy'  jobs  in 
Canada.  They  have  the  privilege  of  buying  themselves  out  at  the  end 
of  a  year.  They  cannot  call  themselves  a  'veteran,'  but  they  have  been 
doing  it  a  month  after  they  have  come  out.  The  Judge  rules  these  men 
'permanent  forces.'  These  men,  some  of  them,  clerks,  have  never  gone 
on  a  parade,  never  done  a  drill;  they  got  into  the  uniform,  but  does 
that  make  them  a  'veteran'?  (Cries  of  'No').  We  have  had  men  at 
Ottawa  with  two  years'  service  apply  for  membership,  but  we  have 
turned  them  down." 

COMRADE  CURTIS,  Winnipeg:  -"I  think  we  ought  to  define  what  a 
'veteran'  is.  I  would  like  to  see  this  Association  go  the  same  way  as  in 
the  Old  Country,  where  they  have  to  be  real  veterans.  We  know  these 
men  who  went  to  England,  their  heart  is  in  the  right  place.  Those  who 
could  not  go  over  to  France  would  like  to  have  gone  over,  still  they 
cannot  come  to  this  Association  and  call  themselves  'veterans.'  If  we 
must  keep  the  name  Army  and  Navy  Veterans,  let  us  have  real  veterans. ' ' 

COMRADE  ROTHWELL,  Ottawa :  "I  have  seen  forty  men  in  naval  uni- 
form at  Ottawa,  in  the  naval  department,  some  the  sons  of  wealthy  and 
prominent  men.  In  my  humble  opinion  they  were  put  there  to  escape 
conscription.  They  hold  mates'  certificates,  etc.,  and  yet  they  could  not 
navigate  a  bum-boat,  if  you  know  what  that  is." 

COMRADE  CROSS,  Montreal :  "In  the  desire  to  define  a  veteran  we 
must  remember  that  we  have  members  who  have  done  21  years'  service. 
I  have  seen  more  service  than  most  of  those  present  except  some  of  the 
older  members.  Take  members  who  enlisted  in  1914  and  have  done  two 
years  in  this  war,  I  certainly  believe  that  they  should  become  members 
of  this  Association."  (Hear,  hear). 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston  :  "They  are  covered.  A  veteran  means 
anything.  A  man  who  has  done  two  years  in  this  campaign  certainly 
deserves  to  be  a  member  of  this  Association.  A  man  who  has  been  five 
minutes  in  the  trenches,  are  you  going  to  stop  him?  He  is  a  veteran, 
but  a  man  should  do  six  years  in  the  permanent  forces  here  before  he 
can  be  called  a  veteran." 
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COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg:  "I  have  had  88^2  years'  service 
and  out  of  that  17  years  on  active  service.  I  have  lost  two  boys  and  I 
have  another  over  there,  and  if  I  had  50  sons  and  they  would  not  go,  1 
would  drown  them.  I  agree  with  our  friend,  Akerley,  that  a  man  who  has 
been  three  minutes  in  the  trenches  in  this  war  is  a  'welting'  good  veteran. 
The  men  who  have  been  in  the  Dardanelles  or  at  Suvia  Bay,  or  in  any  of 
those  battles  five  minutes  are  veterans  of  the  best  possible  kind. 

COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary:  "All  this  is  covered  by  the  fact  that  the 
man  receives  a  medal. ' ' 

COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina:  ''What  about  the  R.N.W.M.P.?  Some 
of  them  enlisted  for  three  years  over  twenty  years  ago." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY :  "Most  of  them  are  old 'sweats' — like  me.  Any- 
way, their  service  is  covered  by  the  aggregate." 

COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg:  "What  is  going  to  become  of  the 
man  who  enlisted  in  this  war,  went  over  to  England,  and  through  no 
fault  of  his  own,  could  go  no  further?" 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "Somebody  is  going  to  get  hit  by 
all  laws." 

COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina:  "The  Great  War  Veterans  are  admitting 
men  who  only  went  to  England.  They  are  soon  going  to  admit  veterans 
of  all  wars." 

COMRADE  POWELL,  Port  Arthur :    ' '  That  is  a  fact. ' ' 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston :  ' '  They  are  going  to  take  in  a  man 
if  he  has  been  in  the  army  five  minutes  and  had  the  clothes  on.  Let 
them  do  it,  but  do  not  let  us  take  in  anybody  that  has  only  looked  into 
a  barrack  gate  to  see  the  soldiers  drilling.  I  am  a  member  of  their 
organization.  They  have  no  charter;  let  them  'go  to  it.'  ' 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston.:  "I  ask  for  a.  poll  vote  and  a  represen- 
tative vote." 

Finally  a  standing  vote  was  decided  upon.  Fifty-five  delegates  stood 
up  for  the  six  year  term  and  six  against. 

The  next  clause  considered  was  the  nine  year  clause  in  the  active 
militia. 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria:  "I  move  that  that  be  changed  to  21 
years.  That  would  be  fair  in  proportion. ' ' 

COMRADE  JENKINS,  Weyburn :  "Might  I  ask  if  it  is  the  intention  to 
reduce  to  associate  rank  those  members  who  cannot  qualify  for  the  six 
years?"  (No.)  "I  cannot  see  that  this  action  will  be  consistent.  If 
you  are  going  to  retain  'active'  members  with  qualifications  less  than 
you  are  now  asking,  you  are  going  to  raise  argument  and  dissatisfaction 
all  round." 

COMRADE  GORDON,  Montreal :  "A  man  doing  9  years  aggregate  does 
not  do  more  than  234  days,  a  man  who  does  21  years  does  546  days.  He 
does  not  do  two  years'  full  service.  A  regular  man  doing  six  years  does 
2,190  days." 
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COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg :    "That  is  hardly  a  fair  comparison." 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "I  have  been  many  years  in  the  service,  including 
some  time  in  the  (Jovernor-General'i  Foot  Guards,  and  some  days  I  did 

not  do  two  minutes'  work." 

COMKAIM:  Win. I:U-:R,  Winnipeg:  "I  am  in  favor  of  the  nine  years' 
clause." 

The  nine  years'  clause  was  then  agreed  upon,  three  voting  against. 
Clause  5  in  the  Constitution  was  then  discussed  again. 

COMRADE  SAMPSON,  Winnipeg:  "What  about  service  in  the  Allied 
forces  ? ' ' 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "As  to  character,  let  that  be  from  a  military 
standpoint." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston :  ' '  When  a  candidate  comes  before  his 
unit,  they  know  his  character  before  he  is  taken  in." 

The  session  adjourned  at  12.15. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION,  MAY  13th. 
The  Convention  reassembled  at  2.15. 

The  Chairman  then  asked  Comrade  Evans,  Kingston,  to  take  the 
chair,  the  invitation  being  accepted.  Comrade  Major  Rothwell,  before 
leaving  the  chair,  stated  that  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  Winnipeg 
Association  had  provided  tea  for  delegates  at  the  headquarters  near  the 
Convention  Hall. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Burke,  Brandon,  seconded  by  Comrade  Mea- 
cham,  Winnipeg:  That  the  Committee  rise  and  report  progress  and  ask 
leave  to  sit  again  to  deal  with  the  Constitution,  clause  by  clause.  Carried. 

COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina :  "I  do  not  know  whether  I  will  be  in  order, 
but  the  delegates  from  Saskatchewan  wish  to  have  Clause  5  taken  up 
again.  We  wish  to  have  the  R.N.W.M.P.  made  3  years  for  active  mem- 
bership." 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "I  would  suggest  that  that  could  be  taken  up  when 
we  consider  the  Constitution  as  a  whole." 

COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina:  "It  is  no  fault  of  their  own  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  R.N.W.M.P.  are  not  in  France.  They  volunteered  at  the 
opening  of  the  war." 

COMRADE  JENKINS,  Weyburn :  "I  should  like  to  know  just  what  is 
meant  by  'satisfactory  evidence'  that  these  men  did  not  go  to  France 
who  went  to  England.  A  number  of  these  men  would  not  have  very 
much  evidence  to  show  that  it  was  no  fault  of  their  own  that  they  did 
not  get  to  France.  I  think  it  has  been  very  well  known  that  a  number 
of  old  men  were  recruited  in  Canada  when  it  was  shown  that  they  would 
not  be  fit  for  active  service.  So  many  hundreds  of  them  have  been 
returned  to  Canada  as  unfit.  What  is  to  be  called  satisfactory  evidence?" 
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COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "That  is  a  matter  which  has  caused  a 
great  deal  of  discussion  in  Winnipeg.  We  had  a  great  deal  of  reluctance 
in  taking  these  men  into  our  Association  as  active  members.  We 
waited  for  a  decision  from  the  British  War  Office  declaring  that  Great 
Britain  was  considered  as  being  in  the  war  zone,  and,  on  that  declaration 
being  made,  we  accepted  these  men  as  active  members,  as  they  were 
ready  to  go  to  the  front.  We  have  had  cases  of  men  who  have  been  to 
England  and  were  severely  wounded  in  Zeppelin  raids.  I  think  the  man 
who  has  been  to  England  under  such  circumstances  should  be  regarded 
the  same  as  a  man  who  has  been  to  France." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "He  is  as  good  as  the  man  who  has 
been  to  Paris.  I  know  lots  of  men  who  have  been  to  Paris  and  got  a 
good  job,  with  no  more  danger  than  in  England,  and  yet  they  can  say 
they  have  been  to  France." 

COMRADE  CURTIS,  Winnipeg:  "I  want  to  support  Regina  for  the 
R.N.W.M.P.  They  are  a  good  body  of  men  and  running  all  the  dangers 
there  is  as  police." 

COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver:  "In  Vancouver  the  Association  is 
recognizing  the  R.N.W.M.P.,  those  who  are  carrying  decorations  and 
those  who  are  enlisted  for  the  full  term,  as  they  all  are.  They  are 
under  orders  at  the  present  time  and  have  volunteered  for  active  service 
overseas.  If  it  comes  to  a  pinch  they  will  be  ready  to  take  their  part 
with  the  rest  of  us.  We  have  admitted,  up  to  now,  those  who  are 
carrying  decorations,  but  we  are  waiting  to  see  what  this  Convention 
does  before  admitting  the  R.N.W.M.P.  to  active  membership  in  the 
future. ' ' 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg :    ' '  With  what  length  of  service  ? ' ' 

COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver:  "Whatever  their  length  of  service 
is,  we  have  figured  they  are  entiled  to  it." 

COMRADE  TENNANT,  Winnipeg:  "This  six  or  three  years  has  not 
yet  been  thoroughly  thrashed  out,  as  I  understand  it." 

COMRADE  HAY,  D.C.M.,  Winnipeg:  "With  regard  to  the  Mounted 
Police,  I  should  like  to  see,  if  you  admit  them,  the  Natal  Police,  the 
Bechuana  Police,  Cape  Police,  and  other  similar  corps,  who  have  to  do 
three  years,  included.  They  are  part  of  the  regular  army  and  the  three 
years'  limit  is  for  the  regular  army,  as  I  understand  it." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "I  think  the  Committee  on  Constitution  should 
take  the  hint  and  attempt  to  meet  the  situation."  (Hear,  hear). 

COMRADE  MAJOR  MORRISON,  Winnipeg:  "Speaking  as  to  the  "sat- 
isfactory evidence,"  I  think  that  is  very  necessary.  No  officer  went  to 
England  who  could  not  go  to  France  if  he  wanted  to.  All  he  had  to 
do  was  to  revert.  I  went  with  the  first,  and  I  have  seen  lots  of  officers 
in  London  with  'cushy'  jobs  there.  I  do  not  think  they  are  entitled  to 
join  as  active  members.  The  men  are  in  a  different  position,  having  no 
choice.  I  say,  as  an  officer  who  has  been  out  there  three  years,  that  there 
is  not  one  single  one  who  wants  to  go  to  France  who  cannot  do  so." 
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COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "An  officer  who  could  not  pro  to 
France  through  no  fault  of  his  own  might  t>e  the  man  who  has  been  an 
officer  in  England  15  or  20  years  and  lias  had  as  many  years'  service. 
Still  he  has  not  gone  to  France.  They  could  join  us  because  they  have 
had  six  years'  service.  I  know  others  who  have  gone  to  England  from 
my  own  corps  and  no  further.  But  if  you  hit  one  you  hit  the  other.'' 

COMRADE  BOURKE,  Brandon:  "A  clause  that  does  not  come  into 
this,  is  th?t  in  respect  to  the  men  who  have  been  retained  as  instructors 
m  Canada.  They  have  been  taken  out  of  the  different  units,  these  boys, 
just  before  their  units  left  for  overseas  and  were  not  allowed  to  go 
overseas.  They  have  drilled  thousands  of  young  men  and  are  still  held 
as  instructors.  Some  of  these  instructors  went  through  the  Halifax 
disaster  and  were  hurt  more  or  less.  They  are  doing  a  larger  work  than 
lots  of  men  in  England  and  are  entitled  to  some  consideration  from  this 
Convention. ' ' 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria:  "These  men  will  be  looked  after  in 
( 'lause  4.  They  will  get  a  medal  as  instructors,  even  if  they  are  instruct- 
ing militia  forces." 

COMRADE  BOURKE,  Brandon:  "I  take  it  these  men  will  receive  a 
decoration?" 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria:    "Yes." 

COMRADE  BOURKE,  Brandon:    "I  did  not  understand  it  that  way." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    "The  provision  stands." 

HONORARY  MEMBERSHIP. 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria,  after  the  clause  covering  this  point 
(Clause  6  of  the  Constitution)  had  been  read,  said:  "I  move  that  this 
be  taken  en  bloc." 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "It  might  be  in  order,  perhaps,  that  the  Dominion 
Association  shall  only  be  able  to  elect  these  members  itself.  Honorary 
members  for  the  local  unit  may  be  elected  by  the  local  unit." 

COMRADE  HUBBELL,  Winnipeg:  "Will  they  have  a  chance  to  hold 
the  floor  or  address  a  meeting?" 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  Only  on  invitation,  and  as  the  privilege  may  be 
extended  to  them." 

COMRADE  SAMPSON,  Winnipeg:  "Would  they  be  able  to  become 
active  members?" 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "Oh,  yes!  if  they  can  qualify.  It  would  be  well 
to  remember  the  proviso,  that  the  number  be  made  as  restricted  as 
possible  to  the  end  that  it  ma3r  be  more  highly  appreciated  as  a  mark  of 
distinguished  honour  by  the  parties  upon  whom  it  is  conferred." 

( Manses  8  and  9  were  carried,  without  discussion,  except  an  answer 
by  the  Chairman  to  Comrade  Riley,  Regina,  that  the  associate  members 
would  not  have  the  right  to  vote  except  as  members  of  a  special  com- 
mittee to  which  they  might  be  appointed  by  their  local  unit. 
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Clauses  10,  11,  and  12  were  also  carried  without  discussion.  They 
read  as  follows: 

THE  ASSOCIATION  IN  CONVENTION. 

10. — The  directing  body  of  the  Association  as  provided  in 
Section  4  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  shall  be  known  as  the 
Convention  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada  and 
shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Convention 
may  from  time  to  time  decide. 

CONVENTION. 

11. — There  shall  be  a  directing  body  of  the  Association  to 
be  known  as  "The  Convention  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans 
in  Canada,"  which  shall  meet  in  annual  Convention. 

12. — The  said  Convention  shall  consist  of  Delegates  elected 
from  the  Units  of  the  Association. 
Clause  13  read  as  follows: 

13. — Each  Unit  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  a 
Delegate  for  every  one  hundred  members  in  good  standing  it 
shall  have,  until  such  Unit  shall  have  reached  a  membership  of 
two  thousand,  after  which  it  shall  be  entitled  to  only  one  Dele- 
gate for  every  five  hundred  of  a  membership  in  good  standing 
over  two  thousand. 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  ''There  is  no  stipulation  as  to  when  that 
computation  shall  be  made." 

COMRADE  STEWART,  Yorkton :  "I  would  suggest  that  with  regard 
to  this  clause  that  the  number  100  be  reduced  to  75  or  for  every  fraction 
thereof,  and  that  when  a  membership  has  reached  over  2,000  that  500 
shall  be  the  number  for  each  extra  delegate." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg :  ' '  Why  discriminate  against  the  larger 
Associations?  This  is  supposed  to  be  a  democratic  body  and  size  and 
membership  should  rule.  Why  discriminate  against  the  large  Associa- 
tions and  fine  them  for  increasing  their  membership  as  a  whole  by 
reducing  their  voting  strength?  There  should  be  some  date  fixed  as  to 
when  the  figures  should  be  computed,  as  we  fixed  May  1  for  the  present 
Convention.  The  date  should  be  fixed  at  the  first  of  the  month  in  which 
the  Convention  is  to  be  held. 

COMRADE  STEWART,  Yorkton:  "There  is  no  provision  for  the  units 
with  less  than  75  members.  That  is  taxation  without  representation." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "There  is  only  taxation  per  capita,  so  that  there 
could  not  be  taxation  without  representation." 

COMRADE  SMITHSON,  Ottawa:  "As  I  understand  this  article,  this 
means  that  for  units  with  one  up  to  one  hundred.  A  unit  with  only  20 
members  has  a  right  to  a  delegate." 

COMRADE  STEWART,  Yorkton:    "It  does  not  say  that." 

COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary:  "I  move  that  the  words  'or  necessary 
fraction  thereof  be  added." 
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COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa :  ' '  That  was  intended  to  be  put  in  by  the 
Committee.  It  was  omitted  purely  through  error." 

The  clause  was  then  carried  as  amended  above. 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "I  move  that  the  time  for  computing 
membership  for  voting  purposes,  be  the  first  of  the  month  during  which 
the  Convention  is  held."  Carried. 

Clauses  14  to  22,  inclusive,  were  then  carried  without  dissent.  They 
read: 

14. — Such  members  assembled  in  Convention  shall  be  the 
supreme  governing  body  of  the  Association  and  shall  have  power 
to  enact,  amend  and  repeal  laws  for  the  management,  order  and 
good  government  of  the  Association  and  all  its  subordinate 
units. 

15. — The  Convention  shall  have  power  by  resolution  to  pass 
rules  and  orders  regulating  its  own  proceedings  and  to  amend, 
repeal  or  suspend  the  same  from  time  to  time  and  where  no  such 
rules  or  orders  are  passed  governing  any  procedure,  the  rules, 
orders  and  usages  of  the  House  of  Commons  of  Canada  shall  in 
so  far  as  applicable,  be  made  to  govern.  Provided  that  no  such 
rule  or  order  shall  be  amended,  repealed  or  suspended  except 
by  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

16. — The  Convention  during  its  session  shall  be  presided 
over  by  the  President  of  the  Association,  the  Vice-President,  or 
in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  both  of  these,  by  an  elected 
Chairman. 

17. — All  measures  of  a  permanent  character  passed  by  the 
Convention  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  become  binding  on  the 
Association  only  after  passing  a  first  reading  of  the  Convention, 
having  been  referred  to  and  reported  on  by  a  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  deal  with  such  measure  and  having  afterwards  passed 
a  second  reading  and  received  the  assent  of  the  Convention. 

18. — No  motions  amending  the  Constitution  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  presented  to  the  Convention  unless  notice  of  motion 
to  present  such  amendment  stating  the  nature  of  the  proposed 
amendment  shall  have  been  given  in  the  notice  calling  the  Con- 
vention ,or  unless  the  Convention  by  two-thirds  vote  dispenses 
with  the  necessity  of  such  notice. 

19. — No  amendment  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  carried  unless  at  the  final  reading  it  is  sustained  by 
the  votes  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  assembled  in 
Convention. 

CALLING  CONVENTIONS 

20. — Notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  all  sittings  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  given  by  the  General  Secretary  by  a  notice 
in  writing  to  the  various  units  of  the  Association  not  less  than 
thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  days  before  the  assembling  of  the 
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Convention,   by  mailing  such  notices  addressed   to   the  Secre- 
taries of  such  Units. 

21. — In  all  proceedings  in  the  Convention  each  member 
shall  have  one  vote  in  his  o\vn  right  and  one  for  each  proxy  held 
by  him  and  where  not  otherwise  provided  by  Constitution  or 
by-law  any  motion  or  resolution  supported  by  the  vote  of  a  clear 
majority  of  those  present  shall  be  deemed  to  be  carried.  In  case 
of  an  equality  vote  the  occupant  of  the  chair  shall  have  the 
casting  vote. 

WAYS  AND  MEANS. 

22. — The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  make  a  per  capita 
levy  upon  all  units  for  funds  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  Headquarters. 

23. — At  each  Convention,  the  Treasurer  shall  furnish  a 
complete  financial  statement  showing  a  general  summary  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  covering  the  period  since  the  preced- 
ing statement  and  showing  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Head- 
quarters of  the  Association  up  to  the  end  of  the  last  financial 
year,  supplemented  as  far  as  convenient  by  a  provisional  state- 
ment up  to  the  date  of  opening  of  the  Convention. 
The  next  discussion  arose  on  clause  24,  which  reads  as  follows: 

24. — The  Treasurer  shall  also  furnish  estimated  expend- 
itures for  the  ensuing  year,  showing  ways  and  means  by  which 
such  expenditures  are  to  be  met.  After  the  Convention  has 
passed  such  estimate,  each  Unit  shall  be  notified  of  the  amount  it 
shall  contribute  during  the  next  ensuing  year  and  shall  pay  its 
assessment  within  90  days  of  notification  by  the  Secretary,  pro- 
vided, In  case  a  longer  period  than  one  year  should  elapse 
between  Conventions,  the  Dominion  Executive  shall  prepare 
supplementary  estimates  from  time  to  time  as  it  shall  deem 
advisable  of  the  anticipated  expenditures  until  Convention  shall 
assemble  and  shall  apportion  such  expenditure  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Convention  could  do. 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "For  some  years  it  will  be  very  difficult 
for  the  Treasurer  to  make  that  estimate,  and  if  the  executive  of  the 
convention  has  the  power  to  issue  an  estimate  on  a  statement  of  that  sort 
and  find  out  that  such  estimate  is  not  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, there  is  no  provision  to  provide  for  further  funds." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "The  intention  of  the  Committee  is  to  consider  the 
treasurer  as  the  servant  of  the  executive  committee.  They  will  tell  him 
what  to  do.  He  is  part  and  parcel  of  the  Dominion  organization  and  the 
executive  will  devise  ways  and  means  and  say  what  funds  are  necessary. 
The  estimates  he  will  furnish  will  be  based  on  the  recommendations  as 
made  by  the  executive  committee." 

The  clause  was  then  carried. 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa :  "This  clause  was  only  put  in  to  cover  any 
contingencies  that  may  arise.  We  hope  that  nothing  will." 
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COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "It  would  be  better  covered  by  a  pro- 
vision. ' ' 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "I  belong  to  another  organization  in 
Ontario,  the  constitution  of  which  calls  for  an  annual  meeting.  There 
will  be  no  meeting  of  its  Grand  Lodge  this  year,  to  save  funds  to  send 
comforts  to  the  boys  in  the  trenches.  This  provision  will  meet  such  things 
as  that." 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa:  "Might  I  suggest  that  the  two  clauses  be 
combined  ? ' ' 

It  was  then  decided  to  combine  the  two  clauses  which  read  as  given 
above. 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  ' '  That  is  our  Constitution  as  far  as  we  have  gone. ' ' 

COMRADE  BOURKE,  Brandon :  "  I  move  that  we  rise  and  report  pro- 
gress and  ask  leave  to  sit  again." 

COMRADE  MEACHAM,  Winnipeg:  I  second.  This  was  carried  and  the 
committee  rose  and  reported. 

COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS 

Moved  by  Comrade  Mills,  Ottawa;  seconded  by  Comrade  Post, 
Greenridge :  ' '  That  there  be  a  Committee  on  Resolutions  composed  of  two 
representatives  from  each  province,  and  that  the  representatives  be 
chosen  by  the  delegates  from  the  province."  Carried. 

The  delegates  from  the  various  provinces  met  and  appointed  the 
following  to  represent  them  on  the  Committee  on  Resolutions : 

Alberta :  Comrade  Stagg,  Calgary. 

British  Columbia:  Comrade  E.  A.  Pooley,  Vancouver. 

Saskatchewan :  Comrade  F.  Williams,  Regina  and  II.  W.  Purvis, 
Yorkton. 

Quebec:  Comrade  C.  H.  Cross,  Montreal. 

Manitoba:  Comrade  J.  F.  Tennant,  Winnipeg  and  Thos.  Lee  of 
Brandon. 

Ontario :  Comrade  Smithson  of  Ottawa  and  Comrade  Akerley  of 
Kingston. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "Any  member  of  the  Convention  having  a  resolu- 
tion to  be  considered  can  hand  it  in  to  the  committee." 

APPRECIATION 

Referring  to  the  Decoration  Day  parade  of  veterans  on  Sunday, 
May  12,  Comrade  Bourke,  Brandon,  eulogised  the  people  of  Winnipeg 
for  the  magnificent  way  in  which  they  had  turned  out  in  a  mass  of  over 
75  thousand  persons  to  witness  the  affair,  also  mentioning  the  various 
elements  which  had  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  undertaking.  He 
moved  the  following  resolution,  seconded  by  Comrade  Lee,  Brandon : 
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That  the  Delegates  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Convention 
assembled,  express  their  appreciation  of  the  patriotic  action  of  every 
organization  which  participated  in  the  fine  parade  of  yesterday.  The 
Civic  authorities,  police  force.  Press  and  District  Staff  and  Great  "War 
Veterans  deserve  special  mention  for  their  hearty  co-operation. 

Carried  with  applause. 

At  this  stage  the  Chairman  announced  that  on  Tuesday  afternoon 
an  address  would  be  given  to  the  comrades  by  the  Hon.  Robert  Rogers, 
former  M.  P.  for  Winnipeg  and  Ex-Minister  of  Public  Works  in  the 
Dominion  Cabinet. 

WAYS  AND  MEANS  COMMITTEE 

.Moved  by  Comrade  Mills,  Ottawa,  seconded  by  Comrade  McNamara. 
Winnipeg:  That  a  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  five  be  appointed 
by  the  Convention.  Carried. 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "We  have  a  great  many  'ways'  and  we  will  require 
a  great  many  'means.'  This  committee  will  have  to  map  out  the  activi- 
ties of  the  organization  between  now  and  the  next  convention.  Let  us  try 
to  make  the  machinery  as  simple  as  possible  by  appointing  not  too  large 
a  committee,  and  yet  a  committee  that  will  take  in  all  the  provinces 
represented.  The  men  on  this  committee  should  be  men  of  experience 
who  will  act  as  the  beacon  lights  of  the  organization  for  the  next  year 

COMRADE  MURDOCH,  Winnipeg :  We  are  now  a  Dominion  organiza- 
tion. I  hope  all  provincial  lines  will  be  cast  aside.  We  are  one  body  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  I  think  if  your  suggestion,  Mr.  Chairman, 
were  carried  out  and  have  a  committee,  say  of  three,  four  or  five,  it  would 
cut  out  provincial  lines  entirely. 

During  the  nominatioons,  Comrades  Holman,  Winnipeg,  Bourke 
Brandon,  offered  to  withdraw.  Each  were  eulogised.  Comrade  Hubbell 
insisting  that  Comrade  Holman  stay  in  the  list.  This  course  was  agreed 
upon. 

The  following  were  nominated :  Comrade  Evans,  Kingston :  Com- 
rade Crawford,  Neepawa ;  Comrade  Holman,  Winnipeg;  Comrade  Irving, 
Winnipeg;  Comrade  Beck,  Regina ;  Comrade  Bonrke,  Brandon;  Comrade 
Hubbell,  Winnipeg. 

The  Chair  appointed  Comrade  Pooley,  of  Vancouver,  and  Comr.ide 
Simpson,  of  Winnipeg,  as  tellers.

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There  being  a  tie  between  Comrades  Irving  and  Hubbell,  the  Chair- 
man cast  his  vote  for  Comrade  Irving,  the  following  being  declared 
elected : 

Comrades  Evans,  Crawford,  Holman,  Beck,  and  Irving. 

ARMY  AND  NAVY  OVERSEAS  UNIT 

Comrade  Beck,  Regina,  gave  a  very  interesting  account  of  how  the 
Labor  and  Construction  unit  which  is  shortly  to  go  overseas  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans,  came  into  existence.  The  idea, 
he  said,  originated  in  Regina,  from  which  city  a  letter  was  sent  to  the 
Minister  of  Militia  at  Ottawa,  also  a  letter  to  the  Governor-General 
and  a  third  one  to  Sir  Robert  Borden,  stating  that  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans  of  Saskatchewan  were  prepared  to  raise  a  labor  company  all  to 
be  members  of  the  A.  &  N.  V.  and  all  to  be  men  of  previous  military 
experience  and  able  to  ride,  shoot  and  be  ready  to  take  the  field  at  a 
moment's  notice.  The  Duke  of  Devonshire  sent  a  reply  thanking  them 
for  their  noble  offer,  adding  that  he  would  recommend  the  offer  to  the 
Minister  of  Militia.  Sir  Robert  Borden  replied  on  the  same  terms, 
saying  he  would  press  upon  the  Minister  of  Militia.  The  Minister  of 
Militia  then  wrote  a  letter  saying  he  thought  it  was  a  capital  idea  and  he 
would  be  very  pleased  to  accept  the  offer,  but  being  so  far  away  from 
Ottawa  matters  would  take  quite  a  lot  of  arrangements  owing  to  details. 
He  also  asked  them  to  take  up  the  matter  in  detail  with  headquarters  of 
Military  District  12  in  Regina.  They  interviewed  the  G.  O.  C.  and  it  was 
decided  that  they  immediately  send  out  notices  to  the  various  branches 
throughout  the  province  asking  them  to  send  in  the  names  of  men  who 
would  volunteer  for  this  company.  A  little  later  on  it  was  arranged 
that  the  scope  of  the  company  should  be  enlarged  to  embrace  the  four 
western  provinces,  Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  British  Columbia  and  Mani- 
toba. The  Minister  allowed  the  age  limit  to  be  raised  from  42  to  50  years, 
allowing  a  good  many  of  the  older  veterans  in.  It  was  understood  that 
some  officers  would  be  recommended  from  each  of  the  various  branches, 
who  would  come  to  Regina,  but  all  officers  must  be  qualified  engineers. 
The  company  would  be  ready  to  do  railway  construction  work  or  similar 
duties.  They  received  permission  to  increase  the  company  to  a  battalion, 
if  possible.  At  first  there  was  some  talk  of  the  possibility  of  the  idea  fall- 
ing down,  but  everything  which  had  been  previously  undertaken  by  the 
Army  and  Navy  Veterans  had  always  been  a  success.  They  did  not  wrant 
to  fall  down  now  so  he  thought  it  would  be  better  if  they  said  they  were 
going  to  raise  a  company  and  try  another  company,  finishing  up  by  a  full 
battalion  to  present  to  Ottawa.  For  a  time  they  got  into  the  position 
that  they  could  do  nothing  further  at  Ottawa.  Meanwhile  they  were 
getting  letters  every  day  from  all  parts  of  Saskatchewan  and  British  Col- 
umbia from  men  willing  and  ready  to  join.  They  had  recommended  Com- 
rade Capt.  T.  A.  Underwood,  of  Weyburn,  A.  &  N.  V.,  as  organizer  and 
his  name  had  been  submitted  to  Ottawa.  A  wire  had  been  received  con- 
firming the  appointment  and  he,  the  speaker,  hoped  the  recruiting  office 
would  be  opened  on  the  morrow  in  Regina.  He  asked  the  representatives 
from  other  provinces  to  see  that  an  officer  was  recommended  so  that  re- 
cruiting could  go  ahead  in  each  of  the  other  three  provinces.  He  felt 
certain  that  the  success  of  the  plan  was  already  assured. 
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Comrade  Wheeler,  Winnipeg,  expressed  his  pleasure  at  Comrade 
Beck's  announcement.  He  was  very  glad  to  know  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans  had  started  the  ball  rolling  in  this,  as  in  other  praiseworthy 
objects.  He  \vas  sure  that  a  man  at  50  was  just  as  good  as  the  youngster 
of  25.  "I  weigh  just  about  265  pounds,  but  I  will  go  as  the  first  volunteer 
from  Winnipeg  as  Sergt. -Major  or  any  other  position  they  like  to  give 
me, ' '  he  said,  amid  applause. 

Comrade  Stagg,  Calgary,  said  he  was  "tickled  to  death"  that  the 
company  had  nowr  been  officially  formed.  He  had  heard  many  men  ask 
"When  the  —  —  is  this  company  going  to  be  formed."  They  had  47  men 
waiting  in  Calgary  for  a  communication  from  some  one. 

Comrade  Riley,  Regina,  said  he  had  written  every  Secretary  in 
Saskatchewan  and  the  West,  and  it  must  be  the  fault  of  the  local  Sec- 
retary if  the  members  were  not  advised. 

After  a  satirical  reference  by  Comrade  Stagg  to  the  Secretary  at 
Calgary,  other  Comrades  spoke  on  the  Battalion. 

Comrade  Pooley,  Vancouver,  said  that  when  they  received  the  com- 
munication in  Vancouver  they  took  the  matter  up  actively.  They  had 
made  provision  to  care  for  recruits  in  the  regimental  headquarters  in 
the  city  until  such  time  as  the  men  could  be  sent  forward  to  Regina. 

The  Chairman,  in  the  name  of  Kingston,  offered  one  complete  com- 
pany composed  of  men  all  of  whom  were  wearing  ribbons.  He  was  sure 
that  while  the  West  could  do  its  part  so  nobly  they  in  the  east  would 
also  respond  in  a  worthy  manner. 

Comrade  Beck,  Regina,  said  they  had  the  assurance  that  the  battal- 
ion would  go  as  far  as  England  as  a  unit,  but  further  than  that  its 
disposition  could  not  be  guaranteed. 

Comrade  Riley,  Regina,  asked  the  delegates  to  keep  in  touch  with 
Regina,  which  had  been  officially  recognized  as  headquarters  for  this 
battalion.  They  wished  to  know  how  the  other  provinces  were  pro- 
gressing. 

The  Chairman  remarked  that  he  thought  the  question  of  headquar- 
ters should  be  left  to  the  Minister  of  Militia. 

It  was  stated  that  the  mobilization  would  likely  take  place  in  Win- 
nipeg. 

A  scene  of  great  excitement  greeted  the  .resolution  which  pledged 
the  convention  to  raise  a  battalion.  Every  delegate  present  stood  up  and 
loudly  replied  "Aye"  when  the  Chairman  asked,  "All  in  favor  of  this 
motion."  On  the  suggestion  of  the  Chairman  it  was  decided  that  the 
Secretary  wire  the  Minister  of  Militia  immediately  advising  him  of  the 
vote. 

The  motion,  moved  by  Comrade  Stagg,  Calgary,  and  seconded  by 
Comrade  Cross,  Montreal,  read  as  follows:  "That  this  annual  Conven- 
tion now  assembled,  pledge  their  society  to  raise  a  Labor  Battalion,  for 
duties  in  any  part  of  His  Majesty's  Dominion,  and  that  the  Secretary 
wire  the  Minister  of  Militia  to  that  effect."  Carried. 
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At  this  point  Comrade  H.  G.  Hubbell,  of  Winnipeg,  took  the  Chair 
to  permit  Comrade  Evans  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Constitution. 

Moved  hy  Comrade  Macnamara,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade 
MeGiffin,  Winnipeg:  That  this  Association  in  Convention  assembled, 
approach  the  Dominion  Parliament  with  a  view  to  passing  such  restrict- 
ing legislation  as  shall  protect  the  dependents  of  soldiers  Overseas  from 
hardship  occasioned  by  the  increase  of  rents,  during  the  war. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Wheeler,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade  Was- 
dell,  Winnipeg:  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  given  to  our 
Local  Army  and  Navy  Band,  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be 
specially  tendered  to  Comrade  Hamilton,  the  gifted  and  skilled  Band- 
master, and  also  the  Convention  will  put  it  on  record  that  all  our  Bands- 
men are  old  service  men,  many  of  them  having  fought  on  different  Fronts 
in  this  war. 

These  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

TRIBUTE  TO  BRAVE  WOMEN 

COMRADE  JENKINS,  Weyburn  :  "  1  am  going  to  take  the  opportunity 
of  introducing  another  matter  here.  While  at  work  for  ourselves  and 
our  men  and  in  doing  honor  to  the  living  as  well  as  the  dead,  we  have 
completely  overlooked  the  women,  children,  and  the  widows.  We  are 
completely  out  of  touch  with  them  at  the  present  moment.  I  would  like 
to  introduce  that  matter  just  at  this  time  with  a  view  of  bringing  it  up 
later,  hoping  that  somebody  who  is  a  great  deal  more  able  than  myself 
will  do  justice  to  this  subject  and  enlarge  upon  it." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "I  think  that  is  thoroughly  in  line  at  this  Con- 
vention. I  think  the  Convention  should  handle  it.  I  feel  like  you  do 
upon  it.  If  we  have  a  "silver-tongued"  orator,  and  I  believe  we  have,  he 
will  probably  speak  to  us  on  it." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,.  Kingston :  "I  know  a  'silver-tongued'  orator 
and  he  comes  from  Kingston.  Dr.  Evans  is  not  here  just  now,  but  he 
will  be  glad  to  speak  upon  it. 

MORE  DISCUSSION  ON  MEMBERSHIP 
The  Comrades  then  went  back  to  a  discussion  on  membership. 

COMRADE  CTRTIS,  Winnipeg:  "One  thing  this  Convention  will  have 
to  fight  out  is  that  Clause  5.  I  cannot  see  quite  clear  on  it  and  I  want 
the  delegates  to  understand  just  what  it  means.  I  think  that  the  men 
who  are  holding  positions  in  the  Association  and  doing  active  work  that 
they  shauld  become  'associate'  and  not  remain  'active'  members.  Now, 
we  have  been  organized  as  a  Dominion  Association.  I  know  it  will  hurt 
somebody.  They  are  doing  good  work,  but  what  will  others  say  when 
they  come  to  join  and  find  these  men  active  members?" 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "Something  will  have  to  be  done  to 
cover  this.  It  will  not  be  fair,  take  in  the  ease  of  Kingston,  to  take  away 
the  vote  from  these  men  who  have  worked  hard  for  their  Association. 
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They  have  been  ready,  however,  to  let  it  go  until  this  Convention  met. 
They  are  not  expecting  that  they  will  take  an  active  part  such  as  they 
have  been  taking.  They  are  good  fellows.  The  matter  will  be  thrashed 
out  before  the  Constitution  is  finally  adopted  and  whatever  the  Consti- 
tution says  we  will  have  to  abide  by  it." 

THL  CHAIRMAN:  "I  don't  see  how  we  are  going  to  make  this  Con- 
stitution perfect  all  at  once.  These  things  will  work  themselves  out." 

COMRADE  JENKINS,  Weyburn :  ' '  It  will  be  in  the  small  branches  that 
the  shoe  will  pinch.  Prominent  citizens  have  come  into  these  small 
branches  and  helped  to  keep  them  going.  Other  prominent  citizens  have 
come  along  and  said,  "That  man  is  not  a  veteran."  If  we  are  going  to 
retain  these  men  then  wre  are  going  to  be  subject  to  a  great  deal  of  criti- 
cism from  the  outside  public  and  the  question  will  be  asked,  is  this  a 
veterans'  association  or  a  citizens'  reception  committee?" 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "How  did  they  become  'active'  members 
in  the  first  place?" 

COMRADE  JENKINS,  Weyburn :  "In  our  struggle  to  organize.  T  plead 
guilty  to  carelessness  in  admitting  applicants.  We  have  men  with  less 
than  a  year's  service.  The  conditions  should  be  remedied  and  here  is 
the  place  to  do  it." 

COMRADE  CURTIS,  Winnipeg:  "This  is  the  time  it  has  got  to  be  done 
for  oil  branches.  Let  the  'active'  members  take  their  places." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "I  admit  that  under  the  new  qualifica- 
tions some  would  be  retired  to  the  status  of  'associate'  members.  I  expect 
we  have  all  been  a  little  too  lax  in  the  past  in  that  respect." 

COMRADE  LYTLE,  Portage  la  Prairie:  "I  presume  all  branches  had 
copies  of  the  original  by-laws  and  constitution.  If  they  did  not  live  up 
to  them,  how  will  they  be  asked  to  live  up  to  our  new  ones.  In  Portage 
we  have  turned  down  men  right  and  left.  We  know  cases  where  these 
men  have  come  to  Winnipeg  and  got  their  buttons  as  '  active '  members. ' ' 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "There  must  have  been  some  mis- 
representation on  their  part." 

COMRADE  LYTLE,  Portage  la  Prairie:  "It  is  up  to  the  Executive  to 
live  up  to  the  Constitution.  Unless  we  do  this  we  will  never  be  anything 
more  than  we  are  to-day.  A  few  years  ago  we  formed  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans  in  Winnipeg.  Night  after  night  we  worked  at  it.  We  took 
three  nights  to  decide  what  a  'veteran'  was,  and  even  then  we  came  to 
no  conclusion.  It  is  just  the  same  way  here,  and  if  you  do  not  draw  the 
line  somewhere  we  will  never  get  to  an  end." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "Our  membership  is  scattered.  Now  we 
have  a  Dominion  organization,  the  area  can  be  limited.  We  must  also 
adopt  a  system  of  transfer  of  membership  from  one  unit  to  another." 

COMRADE  HARDISTY,  Winnipeg :  "How  did  they  get  in  ?  They  should 
take  an  oath." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "We  usually  go  by  their  discharge 
papers.  Personally,  I  never  take  an  'associate'  member  until  I  am  satis- 
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fied  by  seeing  his  discharge  papers;  that  is,  if  he  claims  to  have  been 
honorably  dischar^eil. 

COMRADE  LYTLE,  Portage:  "The  Constitution  calls  for  a  committee 
to  pass  on  membership.  If  every  branch  would  make  the  committee  do 
its  duty  by  electing  men  who  will  attend  then  then-  would  be  no  trouble." 

COMRADE  CROSS.  Montreal:  "We  have  been  organized  15  years  at 
Montreal.  We  always  insist  on  seeing  discharge  papers.  That  is  the  only 
safe  way.  When  we  have  written  the  Old  Country  for  a  man's  papers  or 
about  him  we  have  always  received  a  prompt  reply.  Before  the  war  I 
often  got  a  reply  inside  three  weeks/' 

COMRADE  TEXXAXT,  Winnipeg:  "If  any  members  have  come  to  us 
from  Portage  after  being  turned  down  there,  it  is  unknown  to  us.  Van- 
couver had  an  applicant  whom  they  refused  and  he  wrote  to  us.  We  left 
it  to  them  and  would  not  interfere.  Speaking  in  defence  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Membership,  it  was  their  duty  at  Portage  to  notify  us  of  such 
a  case  and  our  Executive  would  sustain  them." 

COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg:  "As  one  of  the  Membership  Com- 
mittee I  might  say  we  have  turned  down  many  men  in  Winnipeg,  but  if 
a  man  comes  from  Portage  with  a  fairy  tale,  we  cannot  get  at  the  back  of 
any  man's  mind,  especially  if  he  presents  papers  which  purport  to  be 
bona-fide.  I  don't  know  of  any  such  case  from  Portage,  but  if  there  was 
any  it  was  up  to  Portage  to  let  us  know.  It  would  then  be  taken  up  and 
reported  back.  WTith  regard  to  entrance,  I  admit  we  have  been  a  little 
too  lax.  I  would  like  to  see  a  proper  initiation  at  monthly  meetings  and 
the  oath  of  obligation,  first  and  foremost  to  the  King  and  Flag  of  the 
country  in  which  he  lives.  There  are  other  organizations  to  which  I 
belong  which  are  of  a  world-wide  scope  and  all  have  their  oath  of  obli- 
gation and  up-to-date  initiation,  and  that  is  what  we  must  have. 

It  now  being  5.15,  the  session  adjourned. 

THIRD  DAY'S  PROCEEDINGS 

MORNING  SESSION— TUESDAY,  MAY  14th 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  10.10,  the  National  Anthem 
being  sung. 

Comrade  Major  Roth  well,  Ottawa,  took  the  Chair. 

Roll  Call  showed  that  about  70  Comrades  were  in  attendance. 

The  minutes  of  Monday's  proceedings  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Evans,  Kingston,  seconded  by  Comrade 
Wheeler,  Winnipeg:  "That  we  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  con- 
sider the  Constitution  clause  by  clause."  Carried. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  telegram : 

"E.  W.  Low,  Secretary,  A.  &  N.  V..  312  Main  St.,  Winnipeg: 

"Montreal  sends  greetings  for  an  enjoyable  and  successful  meeting." 

J.  A.  EDWARDS,  President. 
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The  reading  of  this  cordial  message  was  received  with  cheers  and  was 
ordered  spread  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Convention. 

COMRADE  TUPPEK,  Winnipeg:  "Before  going  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  I  want  to  again  suggest  that  any  resolution  which  any  Comrade 
wishes  to  have  dealt  with  by  this  Convention  should  be  handed  into  the 
Resolution  Committee  and  it  will  be  dealt  with  more  promptly  by  the 
Committee,  also  more  properly.  '  ' 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    "Certainly,  Comrade  Tupper," 

COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary:  "On  behalf  of  the  Committee,  might  I 
ask  the  Comrades  to  remember  that  if  they  have  some  other  resolution 
which  they  think  might  have  some  good  in  it,  such  resolutions  will  be 
considered  after  the  regular  resolutions. 

COMRADE  TUPPER,  Winnipeg:  "That  is  quite  satisfactory.  We  are 
getting  wiser  all  the  time.  The  reason  I  suggested  that,  was  to  give  a 
little  leeway  to  the  Committee.  I  would  move  :  '  That  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment be  asked  to  set  apart  a  day  in  the  year  to  be  observed  as  a  Na- 
tional Memorial  Day,  on  which  Canadians  might  honor  the  memory  of 
those  who  have  fought  and  bled  and  died  for  Canada  and  the  Empire.' 
Any  remarks  I  might  wish  to  make  on  this  subject  are  covered  in  the 
Winnipeg  Telegram.'  ' 

Comrade  Tupper  then  handed  in  the  following  clipping,  taken  from 
the  Winnipeg  Telegram  : 

A  NATIONAL  MEMORIAL  DAY 

"Decoration  Day  has  for  over  thirty  years  been  an  institution  in 
Winnipeg.  It  commemorates  the  first  campaign  in  which  Winnipeg 
troops  took  part,  and  its  date  is  the  anniversary  of  the  decisive  battle 
fought  in  that  campaign  —  the  Battle  of  Batoche. 

Since  that  time  Winnipeg  troops  have  distinguished  themselves  on 
the  field  of  battle  in  South  Africa;  and  in  the  present  war  more  local 
troops  are  at  the  front  than  were  engaged  in  the  whole  operations  in 
the  '85  rebellion. 

Decoration  Day  is  too  local  an  occasion.  Its  significance  is  almost 
lost  in  the  great  events  which  throng  upon  us  in  these  days  of  a  world- 
war. 

It  is  about  time  that  a  nation-wide  movement  for  a  Dominion  Deco- 
ration Day  were  inaugurated.  The  Dominion  Government  might  very 
wrell  set  apart  a  day  which  might  for  all  time  be  observed  as  Memorial 
Day,  on  which  Canadians  might  honor  the  memory  of  those  men  who 
have  fought,  bled  and  died  for  Canada  and  the  Empire. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

COMRADE  ROTHWELL,  Ottawa:  "I  hope  that  Decoration  Day  will 
include  the  decoration  of  graves  of  the  Fenian  Raid  veterans." 

COMRADE  TUPPER,  Winnipeg:    "It  will  cover  all  veterans." 
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Moved  by  Comrade  Tupper,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade 
Young,  Victoria :  ' '  That  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada  will 
cordially  support  the  Dominion  Government  in  the  vigorous  prosecution 
of  the  war,  until  an  enduring  peace  can  be  obtained  on  honorable  terms ; 
and  will  cheerfully  submit  to  every  privation  that  may  be  required  of 
them,  by  our  Government,  for  the  accomplishments  of  this  object,  and 
that  this  resolution  be  telegraphed  at  once  by  the  Secretary  to  Premier 
Borden." 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston :  "That  should  be  sent,  Mr.  Chairman,  in 
the  form  of  a  wire  to  Ottawa." 

Comrade  Tupper,  Winnipeg,  next  read  a  resolution  asking  that  all 
men  in  Canada  between  the  ages  of  18  and  40  years,  be  required  to  drill 
two  evenings  per  week  and  that  the  Dominion  Government  be  asked  to 
provide  for  registration  for  such  a  purpose.  This,  he  said,  would  be  fol- 
lowing out  the  idea  being  adopted  in  the  United  States. 

A  dozen  delegates  shouted,  "Second." 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg:  "Make  the  age  limit  70.  We  are 
not  old  men  yet." 

COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg:  "Make  the  age  limit  60.  T  would 
make  it  as  least  55,  not  40.  Lots  of  farmers  at  that  age  are  vigorous  men 
and  go  out  to  work  all  day.  I  am  62  and  any  man  who  thinks  he  can 
beat  me  in  a  ten  round  bout  can  come  outside. ' ' 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg :   "  I  '11  take  you  on. ' ' 
COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary:    "Same  here." 

After  further  jovial  passages,  Comrade  Wheeler  suggested  that  the 
age  limit  be  55. 

COMRADE  TUPPER,  Winnipeg:  "The  extreme  limit  in  England  now 
is  50.  I  think  we  had  better  not  go  beyond  the  age  set  by  the  authorities 
there." 

COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg:  "Those  people  who  are  60  can  say 
they  are  50."  (Laughter). 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria :  ' '  The  Victoria  branch  took  this  matter 
up  with  the  Minister  of  Militia  two  months  ago.  Our  telegram  asked  that 
men  who  have  been  given  exemption  should  be  compelled  to  join  the 
active  Militia  and  drill  two  nights  a  week.  So  far  we  have  had  no 
reply. ' ' 

It  was  suggested  that  this  was  not  quite  the  proper  method  of  pro- 
cedure at  this  point,  and  the  resolution,  together  with  the  one  dealing 
with  support  to  the  Dominion  Government  in  its  war  help  was  laid  on 
the  table  for  further  attention  at  the  Convention. 

COMRADE  SMITHSON,  Ottawa:  "The  resolution  to  go  into  Commit- 
tee as  a  Whole  has  been  carried.  If  not,  I  move  it  now." 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa  :   "I  second. ' ' 
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At  the  request  of  the  Chairman,  Comrade  Evans,  Kingston,  again 
presided. 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa:  "We  have  now,  what  we  believe  is  the 
filial  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution.  We  have  taken  steps 
which  will  make  it  from  now  on  an  Empire-wide  organization."  (Ap- 
plause). 

COMRADE  LEECH,  Winnipeg:  "At  this  stage  it  becomes  necessary 
for  me  to  say  ;i  few  things  to  this  Convention.  1  regret  that  the  men 
who  provided  the  original  Constitution,  and  who  also  got  up  the  charter 
and  by-laws  of  the  Association  in  Winnipeg  have  suffered  what  I  think 
is  an  injustice.  I  will  have  to  disassociate  myself  with  the  report  of  the 
Committee  just  brought  in  except  as  to  that  part  relating  to  affiliation 
with  the  sister  associations  of  Great  Britain,  and  with  that  I  am  thor- 
oughly in  accord.  The  Constitution,  as  reported,  is,  in  my  opinion, 
entirely  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  this  Association.  My  own  opinion  is 
that  it  cannot  be  made  to  work.  We  have  a  Constitution  covering  a 
great  part  of  our  work  which  is  absolutely  necessary,  but  we  have  nothing 
to  cover  what  is  very  necessary  in  the  initial  stages." 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "I  shall  have  to  call  you  to  order.  If  you  wish  to 
give  personal  explanations  that  might  be  all  right." 

COMRADE  LEECH  proceeded:  "Very  well;  let  me  say  this,  speaking 
as  a  legal  man  and  on  behalf  of  my  firm,  we  have  gone  to  a  very  great 
trouble  in  preparing  that  Constitution  in  order  and  in  the  hopes  that  it 
would  have  been  treated  courteously  and  not  strangled  by  this  small 
Committee.  We  have  not  been  given  that  courtesy.  I  feel  that  T  owe  it 
to  my  firm  and  the  men  who  have  helped  me  with  the  Constitution,  to 
say  that  that  Constitution  should  at  least  have  come  before  this  Con- 
vention before  being  so  strangled  by  this  small  Committee — 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "I  must  again  call  you  to  order,  as  that  is  a  reflec- 
tion on  the  Committee  which  I  cannot  stand  for." 

COMRADE  HARDISTY,  Winnipeg:  "I  think  the  Convention  should  lis- 
ten to  what  he  has  to  say." 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa :  "I  think  the  only  fair  way  is  to  hear  him. 
I  move  that  this  be  done." 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria  :  "I  second. ' ' 
The  vote  was  carried. 

Proceeding,  Comrade  Leech  said  his  whole  heart  and  soul  was  in 
the  work  and  he  had  tried  to  get  something  simple  and  complete  for 
them  to  work  on  and  to  guard  against  future  contingencies.  He  pointed 
out  that  at  any  time  they  might  suddenly  have  300,000  men  coming  back 
from  overseas  and  then  the  fundamentals  he  had  laid  down  would  be 
very  necessary. 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  "This  discussion  has  done  good.  We, 
as  a  Committee  felt  as  laymen  we  did  not  dare  to  trespass  where  law- 
yers would  fear  to  tread.  According  to  Comrade  Leech,  we  have  no 
Constitution  at  all.  We  must,  however,  go  on  and  do  something  more." 
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COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver:  "Speaking  for  the  delegates  from 
the  far  west,  I  want  to  absolve  them  from  blame.  We  were  held  up  by 
the  railway  system  30  hours  and  were  that  much  late.  I  have  not  been 
provided  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution,  but  we  were  under  the  impres- 
sion that  the  thing  had  been  read  and  thoroughly  understood  by  the 
delegates.  I  have  really  not  seen  it.  I  have  been  waiting  to  hear  it  read 
clause  by  clause. ' ' 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "Might  I  be  permitted  to  explain?  I  am  singled 
out  of  the  Committee  as  the  man  guilty  of  using  the  knife.  I  happen 
to  be  a  surgeon,  and  the  only  one  on  the  Committee.  It  was  a  painful 
thing  to  do.  It  was  an  unfortunate  thing  that  so  much  time  was  given 
to  this  Constitution  and  that  it  proved  such  a  stupendous  task.  I  want 
to  say  this  in  justice  to  Comrade  Leech,  that  he  took  it,  and  took  a  great 
deal  of  it,  like  a  man,  and  without  a  murmur,  and  if  I  had  been  in  his 
place,  I  should  have  exhibited  a  spirit  of  rebellion  if  not  of  retaliation. 
I  want  to  tell  him  this :  I  was  sent  here  by  my  Association  to  oppose 
tooth  and  nail  a  ready-made  Constitution.  Secondly,  we  are  not  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  system  outlined  in  the  synopsis.  We  felt  that  the  whole 
thing  wras  unworkable  and  too  good  for  our  present  position." 

COMRADE  TUPPER,  Winnipeg :  "I  felt  that  I  was  in  a  very  delicate 
position  in  regard  to  this  matter  as  I  was  the  culprit  so  far  as  the  pre- 
paration in  advance  of  the  draft  Constitution  was  concerned.  In  defer- 
ence to  the  Winnipeg  organization,  I  wish  to  say,  as  I  stated  at  the  outset 
of  this  Convention,  that  it  was  not  our  desire  or  intention  in  any  way 
to  anticipate  the  action  to  be  taken  with  reference  to  the  Constitution  by 
this  Convention.  Our  sole  object  was  to  facilitate  as  far  as 
lay  in  our  power  the  work  of  this  Convention.  We  knew 
we  would  have  much  important  business  to  transact  and  we 
wished  to  economize  our  time.  With  that  end  in  view  we 
asked  Comrade  Leech  to  undertake  to  draft  a  Constitution.  I  must 
say  I  had  no  idea  it  involved  such  an  enormous  amount  of  work  or  would 
require  so  much  time  as  the  Constitution  did.  I  have  not  had  much 
experience  of  Constitutions  and  have  learned  a  good  deal  in  the  last  few 
days.  I  want  this  Convention  to  acquit  the  Winnipeg  Association  of 
any  desire  to  encroach  upon  the  privileges  or  prerogatives  of  the  dele- 
gates. I  want  the  delegates  to  understand  that  it  was  merely  a  suggestion 
from  the  Winnipeg  Association  that  this  was  to  be  presented  to  the 
Convenion  to  work  upon  and  with  no  idea  that  any  reflection  would  be 
cast  upon  any  person  if  they  did  not  adopt  it  wholly  or  in  part.  The 
Convention  was  free  to  thank  Comrade  Leech  for  the  great  work  done 
and  to  say,  'We  wish  to  go  over  this  de  novo.  I  understand  that  the 
Committee  recognized  this  splendid  work,  but  thought  that  it  was  too 
complete,  to  voluminous,  and  thorough.  The  Committee,  in  view  of  this, 
felt  that  they  wanted  something  simpler,  something  not  so  lawyer-like 
and  which  would  deal  adequately  with  the  object  in  view.  I  think  the 
delegates  believed  that  in  its  present  state  the  Constitution  was  un- 
workable, too  intricate,  and  that  it  would  take  any  person  a  long  time 
to  understand  it.  It  was  apparently  too  complex  for  the  objects  we  had 
in  view.  Now,  Comrade  Leech,  nor  the  Winnipeg  Association  has  the 
right  to  complain  of  the  action  taken,  because  the  Convention  has  the 
right  to  refuse  the  gift  or  accept  it  as  they  please.  That  was  the  sole 
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object,  and,  if  our  intention  has  been  misunderstood,  we  wish  now  to 
make  that  explanation  so  that  the  delegates  would  not  think  there  was 
any  jockeying.  There  was  no  such  intention  whatever.  I  only  hope  that 
Comrade  Leech's  predictions  will  not  be  fulfilled  and  that  there  may  be 
enough  to  work  upon.  I  am  satisfied  he  will  know  that  if  we  have  made 
a  mistake  we  have  made  it  unwittingly  and  not  as  a  personal  matter  at 
all.  It  is  not  a  question  of  his  ability  at  all;  we  all  understand  that 
Comrade  Leech  is  one  of  the  foremost  men  in  his  profession." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "There  is  no  question  about  his  ability  as  coun- 
sel." 

On  motion  of  Comrade  Sampson,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade 
Stagg,  Calgary,  it  was  decided  to  go  on  with  the  consideration  of  the  Con- 
stitution, clause  by  clause. 

Clauses  25,  26,  27  and  28  were  adopted  as  follows : 

25. — Any  Unit  in  arrears  in  payment  of  levies  made  upon 
it  shall  be  deprived  of  all  representation  in  the  Convention  until 
the  same  is  paid,  unless  the  Convention,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
members  present,  shall  waive  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

26. — All  such  levies  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Dominion 
Treasurer  of  the  Association,  who  shall  have  authority  to  re- 
ceive the  same  and  give  receipt  therefore. 

CONVENTION    DELEGATES 

27. — Each  Unit  shall  at  a  general  meeting,  elect  such  Dele- 
gate or  Delegates  as  it  shall  be  entitled  to  under  the  provisions 
hereof.  Only  Active  Members  in  good  standing  shall  be  eligible 
for  election  and  such  election  shall  be  by  ballot. 

DOMINION   EXECUTIVE 

•  28. — The  Executive,  Management  and  Control  of  the  Asso- 

ciation, subject  to  the  general  control  of  the  Convention,  shall 
be  carried  on  by  an  Executive  Board  of  the  Convention. 
The  next  discussion  arose  on  Clause  29,  which  reads  as  follows: 

The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
Vice-President  for  each  Province,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and 
Chaplain. 

COMRADE  TTPPER,  Winnipeg:  "It  might  be  not  advisable  to  have 
more  than  one  Y ice-President,  and  then  one  each  for  the  different  Pro- 
vinces. (Hear,  hear).  If  that  is  too  many  we  could  have  one  from  the 
East  and  one  from  the  West  and  then  another  one  from  the  Centre." 

COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg:    "One  from  each  Province." 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "Don't  you  think  that  suggestion  would  be  a  little 
riinibersome?'' 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "I  think  a  Vice-President  for  each  Pro- 
vince should  be  appointed,  also  that  this  be  added  to  that  clause:  'That 
Provinces  not  represented  at  this  first  Convention  should  be  left  to  the 
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Executive  with  power  to  appoint  a  Vice-President.'  It  is  only  a  matter 
of  time  before  we  will  have  affiliated  associations  in  New  Brunswick  and 
Nova  Scotia.  We  have  one  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  This  should  be 
one  of  the  first  things  undertaken  in  the  work  of  the  Executive." 

Comrade  Tupper,  Winnipeg,  moved,  and  Comrade  Akerley,  Kings- 
ton, seconded  :  ' '  That  a  Vice-President  be  elected  for  each  Province. ' ' 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria:  "Do  I  understand  that  it  means  only  a 
Vice-President  for  each  Province  and  they  will  constitute  an  Executive? 
If  so,  I  wish  to  move  an  amendment  that  we  have  a  Vice-President  and  a 
member  of  the  Executive  from  each  Province.  These  Vice-Presidents  in 
many  cases  will  be  mere  figure-heads." 

COMRADE  CROSS,  Montreal :    "I  second  that. ' ' 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa :    ' '  That  is  covered  under  Clause  30. ' ' 

Clause  29  was  then  carried. 

Clause  30  was  next  carried.    It  read : 

30. — The  Officers  of  the  Association  and  one  representative 
from  each  Province  to  be  known  as  "The  Dominion  Executive" 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention.  The  members  of  such 
Dominion  Executive  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

Clause  31  was  next  taken.    It  read : 

31. — The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer 
and  Chaplain  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention. 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa:  "Do  I  understand  that  the  unorganized 
bodies  may  elect  a  Vice-President  on  formation,  and  that  they  may  elect 
a  representative  on  the  Executive  on  affiliation  with  the  Dominion  Asso- 
ciation ? "  • 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :   ' '  Yes. ' ' 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "I  think  we  could  leave  that  in  the 
hands  of  the  Executive  pro  tern." 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa :  "I  will  withdraw  my  amendment  for  the 
present,  anyway." 

Clause  31  then  carried. 

Clauses  32,  33  and  34  were  then  carried.    They  read : 

32. — Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Dominion  Executive  from 
any  cause  between  the  sittings  of  the  Convention  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Executive  from  members  of  the  Association. 

33. — Subject  to  the  General  Control  of  the  Convention,  the 
Dominion  Executive  shall  have  control  of  its  own  preceedin<rs 
and  may  pass  by-laws  governing  the  same. 

34. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  in  cases  of 
necessity  or  emergency,  to  call  a  special  Convention  of  the 
Dominion  Association. 
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CHARTERS 

Clause  35  read :  The  Dominion  Executive  shall  have  power 
to  grant  charters  from  time  to  time  to  Units,  which  charters 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Officers  of  the  Association  and  be  sealed 
with  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Association,  upon  the  payment  of  a 
fee  of  $10.00. 

Upon  petition  of  twenty-five  Veterans  qualified  to  become 
active  members  of  the  Association,  praying  that  they  and  such 
others  as  shall  become  members  within  a  certain  area  in  said 
petition  described  shall  be  formed  into  a  Unit  and  certifying 
that  they  wish  to  become  members  of  such  proposed  Unit  and 
that  in  their  opinion  a  qualified  membership  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  could  be  procured  and  maintained  within  such 
territory  and  upon  said  petition  being  accompanied  by  a  de- 
claration signed  by  at  least  twenty-five  other  Veterans  quali- 
fied to  become  members  of  the  Association  certifying  that  it  is 
their  wish  and  intention  to  become  members  of  such  proposed 
Unit  in  case  same  is  established,  the  Dominion  Executive  may  in 
their  discretion  if  they  think  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of 
the  Association  to  establish  such  Unit,  grant  a  charter  after  the 
form  in  that  behalf  adopted  by  the  Dominion  Executive  to  such 
petitioners,  constituting  them  and  such  others  as  shall  become 
members,  a  Unit  with  jurisdiction  over  the  territory  petitioned 
for  or  such  lesser,  greater,  or  other  territory  as  the  Dominion 
Executive  shall  think  proper. 

Said  petition  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  General  Secretary 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $10.00,  which  fee  shall  go 
to  the  general  revenue  of  the  Association  and  in  the  event  of 
such  charter  not  being  granted  one-half  of  said  fee  shall  be 
returned  to  the  petitioners  and  the  balance  shall  be  deemed  to 
belong  to  the  Association. 

Upon  receipt  of  such  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Dominion  Executive  to  give  due  consideration  to  the  same  and 
if  thought  advisable  to  issue  a  charter  to  the  said  proposed  Unit 
to  supply  such  Unit  with  a  charter,  ten  copies  of  Constitution 
and  By-laws,  and  to  give  such  general  instructions  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  organization  of  such  Unit. 

COMRADE  REV.  DR.  J.  B.  SILCOX,  Winnipeg:  "We  should  be  careful 
here  to  avoid  trouble.  My  experience  is  that  we  should  follow  older 
guidance. ' ' 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "There  should  be  some  machinery  for 
the  organization  of  Units.  It  should  take  the  form  of  a  petition  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  petition  for  a  charter  should  be  made  in  the 
same  way  as  fraternal  societies  organize.  I  cannot  see  any  way  to 
improve  upon  it.  We  must  have  some  form  of  application.  The  report 
should  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  to  make  proper  provision  for 
new  Units  to  be  cared  for. ' ' 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :    ' '  Let  it  be  done  now. ' ' 
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COMRADE  HAMILTON,  Winnipeg:  "Let  us  ask  Comrade  Leech.  He 
must  understand  the  legal  position.  As  we  stand  today  no  machinery 
has  been  provided  for  bringing  in  new  Units." 

COMUADK  Low,  Winnipeg:  "I  agree  with  Comrade  Leech  that  this 
is  n  most  fatal  omission." 

Moved  by  Comrade  Young,  Victoria,  seconded  by  Comrade  Mills, 
Ottawa:  "That  we  suspend  the  words  'Twenty-five.'  '  Carried. 

HONORARY  ASSOCIATE  MEMBERS 

Clause  36  read : 

The  Honorary  Associate  Member  shall  be  the  nearest  male 
next-of-kin  of  those  who  have  fallen  in  the  Wars  of  the  Empire 
and  he  shall  be  eligible  for  such  membership  in  the  various  Units 
of  the  Association. 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg:  "Why  say  'male' — why  not 
'female'?" 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "Provision  is  made  for  the  ladies  under  their 
auxiliary." 

COMRADE  JENKINS,  Weyburn  :  "I  saw  an  excellent  illustration  along 
this  line  recently.  1  stood  in  a  graveyard  when  a  woman  came  to  place 
some  flowers  on  a  grave.  I  asked  her  if  she  had  a  son  killed  in  this  war. 
She  replied  that  her  boy  was  among  the  fallen  in  the  South  African  War. 
I  take  exception  to  the  words  'Great  European  War.'  I  think  it  should 
be  for  any  men  in  this  war  or  in  past  wars  or  in  any  wars  of  the  future." 
(Hear,  hear). 

COMRADE  TENNANT,  Winnipeg:  "The  question  arises  here,  'Those 
who  have  fallen.'  What  about  those  who  were  sick.  Does  it  mean  a  inun 
has  to  die?" 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "It  means  those  who  have  lost  their  lives." 

LADIES'  AUXILIARY 

Clause  37  read:  There  shall  be  a  Ladies'  Auxiliary  under 
the  direction  and  control  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans' 
Association,  which  shall  be  composed  of  the  wives,  mothers, 
sisters,  and  daughters  of  Active  Members  of  the  Association, 
and  of  men  in  Active  Service  who  shall  be  active  members.  It 
shall  have  power  to  elect  Honorary  Members  and  Honorary 
Associate  .Members  in  keeping  with  the  privileges  set  forth  in 
these  clauses  by  the  Association  proper.  The  Auxiliary  shall 
elect  its  own  officers  subject  to  the  Approval  of  the  Unit  to 
which  it  is  attached  and  all  disbursements  made  by  the  same 
shall  require  the  authorization  of  the  Unit  to  which  they 
belong. 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "Should  there  not  be  some  machinery 
so  that  officers  of  the  Auxiliary  should  meet  in  convention  and  have 
some  part  in  the  Dominion  operations.  It  seems  to  me  a  very  important 
point  and  one  which  would  add  a  great  deal  of  interest  to  their  work. 
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The  delegates  would  look  forward  to  meeting  other  women  from  the 
different  Provinces."     (Hear,  hear). 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    "We  could  do  that  by  by-law." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston :  ' '  We  could  have  a  day  set  apart  for 
the  ladies  and  they  could  have  a  scrap  between  themselves." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "It  might  be  left  to  the  Executive  to 
work  out  a  scheme  by  which  they  could  be  represented  at  the  annual 
Convention,  also  to  set  apart  a  day  as  suggested  by  Comrade  Akerley." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "We  can  recommend  to  the  Executive  the  neces- 
sity of  forming  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  a  Dominion- wide  Ladies' 
Auxiliary. ' ' 

COMRADE  HUBBLE,  Winnipeg:  "Let  the  clause  stand  for  the 
present. ' ' 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "Perhaps  we  can  deal  with  it  by  reso- 
lution." 

COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary:  "The  Vice-Presidents  can  confer  with 
the  women  and  have  a  lady  come  with  us. ' ' 

COMRADE  MURDOCH,  Winnipeg:  "This  has  been  a  very  dear  ques- 
tion. I  have  always  made  it  a  point  to  do  honor  to  our  women,  and  at 
this  stage  of  the  war,  the  best  \ve  can  do  for  the  women  who  have  done 
so  much,  and  rendered  so  much  time  and  service,  will  be  readily  given. 
I  feel  very  strongly  on  this  because  I  know  what  splendid  work  the 
women  have  done  in  this  Western  country.  Let  us  take  the  women  into 
full  understanding  and  make  the  women  of  Canada  as  big  and  strong  a 
force  as  our  own  organization  will  be  later  on." 

REV.  COMRADE  SILCOX,  Winnipeg:  "If  the  w^omen  have  formed  an 
Auxiliary,  let  us  leave  them  to  themselves  to  form  their  own  Dominion 
Association.  They  do  not  need  any  suggestion  from  the  men." 

It  was  then  decided  to  let  Clause  37  stand. 

FEES 

Clause  38,  dealing  with  fees,  read :  The  regular  annual  membership 
fees  of  the  Units  of  the  Association  shall  be  not  less  than  $2.00  a  year. 

COMRADE  JENKINS,  Weyburn :  ' '  We  should  make  this  clause  a  little 
more  comprehensive.  Does  this  mean  that  $2.00  is  to  be  the  fee  purely 
and  simply?" 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    "It  means  membership  fees  and  nothing  else." 

COMRADE  JENKINS,  Weyburn:  "We  should  change  the  clause  to 
that  extent." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "This  is  the  one  thing  I  have  been 
waiting  for.  I  think  we  should  add,  'not  less  than  $2.00,'  and  let  the 
Units  themselves  control  it." 

COMRADE  LEECH,  Winnipeg:   "We  left  it  to  the  Units." 
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COMRADE  Low.  Winnipeg:    "() f  the  difficulties  in  the  matter  of 

fees,  is  to  have  the  members  understand  what  they  are  for.  We  always 
tell  them  exactly  what  the  aims  and  objects  of  the  Association  are,  and 
what  its  history  is.  In  this  connection  I  would  like  to  speak  on  the 
absence  of  any  access  we  have  to  know  what  is  going  on  in  the  Associa- 
tion. I  think  that  the  membership  fee  should  include  the  cost  of  sub- 
scription to  the  official  organ.  The  Khaki  Call.  It  would  be  money  well 
invested  by  the  members  and  redound  with  great  benefit  to  the  Associa- 
tion for  every  member  to  be  able  to  know  what  is  going  on." 

THE  CHAIRMAN":    "That  should  come  under  Ways  and  Means." 

REV.  COMRADE  Siu-ox.  Winnipeg:  "In  reply  to  Comrade  Leech,  who 
has  asked  me  the  Church 's  stand  on  these  matters,  I  would  say  that  the 
autonomy  of  each  individual  Unit  should  be  left  alone." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  might  make 
provision  for  dealing  with  the  paper." 

COMRADE  POST,  Greenridge:  "How  much  is  each  Unit  to  pay?  Is 
it  to  be  $2.00  each  member?" 

The  clause  then  carried. 

Clauses  39  to  43,  inclusive,  were  then  carried.     They  read: 

39. — In  addition  to  the  above  dues,  each  Unit  shall  have 
authority  to  tax  its  members  each  year  with  a  per  capita  tax 
sufficient  to  meet  all  levies  made  upon  it  for  the  support  of  the 
Association  at  large,  or  Unit  Headquarters. 

SUSPENSION  AND  EXPULSION  OF   MEMBERS 

40. — The  Unit  Executive  may,  by  vote  of  not  less  than 
two-thirds  of  its  members  present,  at  any  meeting  thereof,  sus- 
pend any  member  of  the  Association  for  any  reasonable  cause, 
including  any  of  the  following  clauses: 

(a)  For  non-payment  of  dues,  when  the  sime  are  one  year 
or  more  in  arrears. 

(b)  For  misconduct   in   or  about   the   Association's   pre- 
mises, or  with  respect  to  its  property. 

(c)  For  slandering  the  good  name  of  the  Association,  or 
of  its  Executive  or  any  of  its  Officers. 

(d)  For  gross  or  habitual  misconduct   in   any  place,  cal- 
culated to  make  his  membership  injurious  to  the  As- 
sociation. 

(e)  For  committing  any  act  of  treason  or  felony. 

(f)  In  case  such  member  should  become  an  alien  enemy. 

AUDIT 

41. — The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Association  shall  he 
audited  by  an  auditor  duly  appointed  by  the  Dominion  Execu- 
tive and  a  statement  of  such  audit  for  the  preceding  year,  duly 
certified,  shall  be  placed  before  the  Convention. 
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42. — There  shall  be  a  corporate  seal  of  the  Association  after 
the  design  impressed  in  the  margin. 

43. — The  seal  of  each  Unit  shall  bear  the  designation  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada,  Incorporated,  with  the 
name  of  the  Unit  inserted  in  the  centre,  in  place  of  the  shield 
now  occupying  the  centre  of  the  Great  Seal,  and  power  shall 
be  given  to  such  Units  to  use  such  seal  for  local  purposes  only. 

COMRADE  LEECH,  Winnipeg:  "About  the  use  of  the  seal,  what 
authority  have  you  now  for  using  it  ?  " 

REV.  COMRADE  DR.  SILCOX,  Winnipeg:  "We  must  give  to  the  local 
Units  the  right  to  use  it  under  their  own  autonomy." 

DECORATION 

44. — The  Decorations  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows : 

(a)  The  Button  as  now  being  used  by  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans'  Association  in  Canada  for  Active  Member- 
ship. 

(b)  The  Badge  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  one  now  in 
use  by  the  Winnipeg  Unit. 

(c)  That  the  Ribbon  of  the  same  shall  be  the  ribbon  of  the 
Association. 

(d)  The  Badge  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  shall  be  the  badge 
now  in  use  in  Canada  by  the  Winnipeg  Unit  of  the 
Navy  Veterans  in  Canada. 

(e)  The  Button  of  the  Associate  Member  shall  be  the  one 
as  now  used  in  Winnipeg. 

A  standing  vote  was  taken  and  resulted  in  favor  of  the  old  medal 
as  the  official  badge. 

COMRADE  HARDISTY,  Winnipeg:  "It  would  be  sailing  under  false 
colors  to  call  this  a  war  medal.  It  only  belongs  to  Winnipeg." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "Winnipeg  is  the  city  of  the  Association's  na- 
tivity." 

COMRADE  MCNAMARA,  Winnipeg:  "In  1891  the  present  King,  then 
Duke  of  York,  presented  these  medals." 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg:  "I  am  against  the  old  medal,  and 
I  think  many  other  Comrades  are  too." 

COMRADE  LEECH,  Winnipeg:  "Let  us  not  go  with  too  much  haste, 
We  were  compelled  to  abandon  that  medal.  We  felt  that  it  would  be 
sailing  under  false  colors.  We  feel  that  as  they  could  be  obtained  rather 
easily  it  would  be  an  injustice  to  the  real  veterans.  Those  of  us  who 
paid  $2.00  apiece  for  them  feel  this  way  and  we  want  to  find  out  who 
authorized  the  medal." 
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Moved  by  Comrade  Low,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade  Meacham, 
Winnipeg:  "That  the  Committee  rise  and  report,  and  ask  leave  to  sit 
again. ' '  Carried. 

Following  the  noon  adjournment  at  12.40,  the  Comrades  were  photo- 
graphed in  a  group,  standing  in  front  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal. 

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION— MAY  14th 

Section  B.  of  clause  44  was  taken  up  immediately  on  the  resumption 
of  business  at  2.25  p.m. 

It  was  intimated  that  the  delegates  had  been  invited  to  take  lunc1! 
with  Hon.  Robert  Rogers,  of  which  privilege  about  a  score  of  the  com- 
rades availed  themselves. 

COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg :  ' '  On  what  authority  was  this  badge 
issued?  Can  anyone  in  the  association  give  me  this  authority?" 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria  :  "I  thought  Comrade  McNamara  was  go- 
ing to  make  a  statement,  but  he  is  not  here  yet. ' ' 

COMRADE  HOLMAN,  Winnipeg :  "I  move  that  the  matter  of  the  badge 
question  be  left  to  a  committee  to  report  to  our  next  convention." 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg:  "I  will  second  that.  The  matter 
should  be  gone  into  thoroughly." 

COMRADE  HAY,  D.C.M.,  Winnipeg:  ''What  badge  are  we  to  use 
between  now  and  then?" 

COMRADE  HOLMAN,  Winnipeg:  "A  committee  had  better  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Convention.  No  doubt  they  will  require — 

COMRADE  POST,  Greenridge:  "One  member  should  be  on  it  from 
each  province." 

COMRADE  CROSS,  Montreal :    ' '  Leave  it  to  the  executive. ' ' 

COMRADE  HOLMAN,  Winnipeg:  "I  will  withdraw  my  amendment, 
with  the  consent  of  my  seconder." 

COMRADE  GORDON,  Montreal :  "I  would  suggest  that  we  use  the  pre- 
sent badge  adopted  by  Winnipeg  until  the  next  Convention." 

It  was  decided  to  add  this  to  the  original  motion.  The  ribbon  of  the 
Association  was  also  decided  on  as  given  in  the  clause.  The  button  for 
associate  members  was  retained,  it  being  the  same  one  as  in  use  in  British 
Columbia,  Winnipeg,  and  all  other  recently  formed  units. 

COMRADE  CURTIS,  Winnipeg:  "The  committee  should  also  see  about 
the  privilege  of  wearing  it  on  uniform  and  civilian  clothes." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "I  think  that  will  be  accomplished  without  very 
much  difficulty. 

UNIFORM 

Clause  45  read :  The  adoption  of  a  distinctive  dress  or  uni- 
form shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  each  unit  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 
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THE  CHAIRMAN:  "I  think  it  would  be  well  to  leave  the  question  of 
dress  to  the  individual  units/' 

Clause  46  was  then  read  as  follows: 

STATUS  OF  MEMBERS 

46. — Nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  or  affect  the  status 
of  the  present  members  of  any  unit  or  organization  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  Veterans'  Association  in  Canada,  who  were  members 
prior  to  the  14th  day  of  May,  1918. 

A  further  discussion  then  arose  of  the  status  of  membership. 

Replying  to  Comrade  Curtis,  Winnipeg,  the  Chairman  said  it  was 
not  intended  to  make  clause  46  retroactive.  It  would  not  disturb  the 
members  now  holding  office  in  any  of  the  units.  "You  have  the  remedy 
at  the  end  of  the  year,"  he  said,  adding,  "Then  you  may  only  elect  active 
members  to  office. 

COMRADE  MEACHAM,  Winnipeg:  "Does  that  mean  all  active  members 
now  will  remain  'active'  members  and  that  their  standing  will  not  be 
affected?  They  are  on  the  roll  as  active  members  and  will  stay  so,  but 
they  will  not  have  'active'  members'  qualifications." 

COMRADE  HIBBS,  Winnipeg:  "I  take  it  any  organization  can  act  for 
itself  and  induce  them  to  act." 

Comrade  Young,  Victoria,  called  for  a  standing  vote  on  Clause  46, 
which  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  36  to  14. 

Clause  47,  the  last  clause  in  the  Constitution,  read : 

TENURE  OF  OFFICE 

47. — That  the  President  of  the  Association  shall  not  hold 
office  for  a  period  of  more  than  two  terms  in  succession. 

COMRADE  POST,  Greenridge:  "1  cannot  see  anything  in  the  Constitu- 
tion to  say  how  long  the  President  shall  hold  office.  I  think  there  should 
be  some  clause  in  it  or  some  clause  to  limit  the  term.  I  think  two 
years  would  be  quite  enough." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "That  can  be  easily  arranged  by  the  local  units 
each  year.  We  do  not  want  to  interfere  with  their  autonomy." 

COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary:  "I  would  like  to  see  the  oath  of  obligation 
at  the  foot  of  the  Constitution.  It  would  be  more  impressive  and  more 
binding  upon  a  man  when  he  entered." 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria:  "Apropos  of  that,  all  veterans  undergo 
that  to  become  veterans." 

COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary:  "That  is  not  so  in  Calgary,  simply  be- 
cause we  started  out  wronjr.  We  want  something  to  bring  the  associa- 
tions closer  together." 

COMRADE  POST,  Greenridge:  "I  would  suggest  that  we  add  'the  Pre- 
sident shall  not  hold  office  for  more  than  two  years  in  succession.'  ' 
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COMRADE  ROTHWELL,  Ottawa :   "I  will  second  that. ' ' 

COMRADE  HUBBELL,  Winnipeg:  "Add  'until  his  successor  is 
elected.'  ' 

This  was  agreed  to  as  amended. 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston : ' '  Say  two  terms  elected.  That  would 
overcome  the  technicality." 

COMRADE  HUBBELL,  Winnipeg:  "You  can  dig  up  technicalities  any- 
where ;  in  'K.R.  &  O.'  if  you  want  to  look  for  them." 

COMRADE  POWELL,  Port  Arthur:  "Make  it  read,  'Two  terms  in  suc- 
cession.'. ' 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "There  is  no  machinery  to  transfer  mem- 
bers from  one  unit  to  another." 

COMRADE  TUPPER,  Winnipeg:  "I  move  that  the  Secretary  put  that 
in  writing." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "All  right;  let  it  read,  'that  a  clause  be 
added  to  the  Constitution  to  provide  for  the  transfer  of  members  from 
one  unit  to  another,  and  that  proper  forms  be  prepared  by  the  General 
Secretary.'  ' 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria :  "  I  will  second  that. ' ' 

COMRADE  MEACHAM,  Winnipeg:  "Provided  a  man  is  here  a  month 
and  then  transfers  to  Regina,  is  not  that  association  entitled  to  some  of 
the  fee?" 

COMRADE  HOLM  AN,  Winnipeg :  ' '  Any  member  in  good  standing  may 
transfer  to  any  unit  if  such  unit  consents  to  the  change.  It  is  a  case 
of  transfer  by  mutual  agreement." 

COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina:  "Comrade  Leech  has  a  clause  in  his  Con- 
stitution draft  on  this." 

COMRADE  TUPPER,  Winnipeg :  "  I  think  we  are  going  too  far.  That 
is  a  legal  matter  and  should  be  handled  by  the  unit  itself.  Why  should 
we  here,  laying  down  a  Constitution  for  a  Dominion-wide  association,  fix 
at  the  same  time  regulations  to  cover  or  to  govern  local  bodies.  Surely 
the  local  units  will  make  by-laws  of  their  own.  These  cast-iron  rules 
will  do  no  good;  they  will  make  business  awkward." 

COMRADE  ROTHWELL,  Ottawa:  "My  views  are  exactly  the  same  as 
those  of  Comrade  Tupper." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "I  am  not  providing  any  cast-iron  rules. 
But  it  would  be  much  better  to  have  a  universal  form.  I  would,  per- 
sonally, be  very  pleased  to  see  it  because  it  would  be  of  so  much  help  to 
secretaries. ' ' 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston :  "I  move  an  amendment  that  we  allow 
members  to  transfer  if  they  are  not  in  the  same  city,  the  forms  to  be  sup- 
plied by  the  General  Secretary." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "There  is  no  necessity  for  that." 
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Comrade  Low's  amendment  was  thru  earned,  only  Comrade  Ak<-r- 
ley,  Kingston,  voting  ;iLr:iinst. 

CU.MKADK  POOLEY,  Vancouver :  "This  obligation  idea  is  all  very  line 
and  large,  hut  what  about  the  men  in  tin-  trenches?  In  Vaneouver  we 
are  signing  on  KM)  members  a  month." 

COMRADE  BECK,  Regina:  "We  took  in  1'2()  from  the  first  to  ninth. 
What  about  those  who  send  in  applications  by  mail?" 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria:  "A  man  signs  it  when  he  signs  his  appli- 
cation form." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "He  does,  to  abide  by  the  obligations  of 
1  he  Association. ' ' 

COMRADE  CROSS,  Montreal:  "This  is  nothing  to  do  with  the  Secre- 
tary. The  President  reads  out  the  name." 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "  In  the  City  of  Kingston  we  have  a  system  of  appli- 
cation and  a  very  simple  ceremony  so  that  a  man  coming  in  will  remem- 
ber the  occasion  of  his  joining.  If  it  is  by  mail,  the  first  opportunity  is 
taken  on  his  coming  into  the  city  to  properly  introduce  him  to  the  As- 
sociation. 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "That  might  be  all  right  in  a  little  place 
like  Kingston,  where  everybody  knows  everybody  else,  but  how  are  you 
going  to  work  it  when  the  man  lives  100  miles  away?" 

COMRADE  SAMPSON,  Winnipeg:  "Work  it  the  same  as  a  Trades 
Union.  Send  him  a  card  and  he  signs  it  under  oath." 

COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver :  "  It  is  unnecessary  to  have  a  ceremony 
if  you  put  it  on  the  card." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "We  get  lots  of  applications  from  the 
front." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "Leave  it  to  the  local  units  to  put  on 
a  ceremony  so  long  as  they  don't  infringe  on  the  rights  of  the  Associa- 
tion." 

COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary:  "I  don't  want  to  tread  on  anyone's  corns, 
but  the  man  at  the  front  can  be  initiated  when  he  comes  home." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "He  may  never  come  home." 

COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina :  "There  is  enough  work  in  the  Secretary's 
office  without  having  to  go  through  any  of  these  forms  of  ceremony." 

Cries  of  "Question."  The  vote  on  being  put  resulted  in  the  amend- 
ment being  lost. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "One  thing  we  must  not  forget  is  when  shall  the 
Association 's  year  end  ? ' ' 

COMRADE  HUBBELL,  Winnipeg:  "That  could  be  covered  by  the  month 
most  convenient  to  send  delegates." 

COMRADE  ROTHWELL,  Ottawa:  "In  the  event  of  it  going  to  Ottawa 
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THE  CHAIRMAN:  "We  are  not  talking  about  the  date  of  the  Conven- 
tion." 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria:  "We  are  talking  about  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year. ' ' 

COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver:  "I  move  it  be  the  31st  of  December." 
COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg :  "  I  second. ' ' 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa :  ' '  October  1  and  April  1  are  the  two  finish- 
ing dates  of  the  federal  fiscal  half-year." 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg :  ' '  The  Convention  should  be  timed 
for  some  time  during  the  summer  holidays.  We  should  meet  soon  after 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  If  I  want  to  go  east  I  want  to  see  the  fruit 
trees,  and  if  the  eastern  delegates  have  to  come  west  they  should  see  the 
greatest  wheat  fields  in  the  world. ' ' 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "We  should  give  the  officers  a  chance  to  prepare 
their  statements." 

COMRADE  HAY,  D.C.M.,  Winnipeg :  "The  War  Charities  Act  calls  for 
two  statements  on  April  1  and  October  1,  but  these  are  nothing  to  do  with 
our  Association." 

COMRADE  THOMPSON,  Portage  la  Prairie :  "  I  would  suggest  June 
30." 

Comrade  Pooley's  motion  then  carried. 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "  It  has  been  suggested  that  we  should  make  pro- 
vision to  cover  any  contingencies  that  might  arise.  It  might  be  wise  to 
appoint  a  committee  which  could  deal  with  questions  as  they  arise  if  they 
are  not  of  a  controversial  character,  their  decision  to  be  ratified  at  the 
next  Convention." 

COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina:  "I  would  move  that  each  unit  be  sent  a 
copy  of  the  draft  constitution  as  prepared  by  Comrade  Leech. ' ' 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "Who  will  provide  the  money?" 
COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina :  ' '  The  Association. ' ' 
THE  CHAIRMAN  :  "How  will  they  get  it?" 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa:  "I  would  suggest  that  this  draft  be  pre- 
pared and  sent  out." 

COMRADE  ROTHWELL,  Ottawa:  "Each  unit  should  have  a  chance  to 
study  Comrade  Leech's  draft  and  if  the  Winnipeg  Association  would 
supply  them  it  would  be  a  nice  compliment  to  Comrade  Leech.  That 
should  have  been  done  in  the  first  place." 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg:  "Could  not  the  Khaki  Call  print 
it  and  let  every  member  subscribe  for  the  paper?" 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  ' '  The  question  is  out  of  order ;  it  may  be  discussed 
in  Convention,  but  not  in  committee." 
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COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston :  "I  want  a  ruling,  would  it  be  possible 
for  two  units  to  be  run  in  one  city?" 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "I  think  that  is  a  matter  that  could  be  left  to  the 
governing  body." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "I  move  the  Committee  rise  and  report." 
COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston :  "  I  second. ' ' 

Comrade  Major  Rothwell  now  being  in  the  chair,  Comrade  Evans, 
Kingston,  who  had  occupied  the  chair  while  the  bulk  of  the  Constitution 
was  under  consideration,  moved  that  the  Constitution  be  accepted  as 
reported  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Comrade  Young,  Victoria,  seconded  and  the  vote  was  unanimous  in 
favor. 

A  motion  by  Comrade  Low,  Winnipeg,  and  seconded  by  Comrade 
Holman,  Winnipeg,  read:  "That  the  Executive,  when  elected,  shall  have 
power  to  add  any  clause  to  the  Constitution  not  likely  to  be  of  a  con- 
tentious nature,  which  may  be  found  necessary  to  its  proper  working, 
and  to  correct  any  typographical  or  other  errors."  Carried. 

ADDRESS  BY  HON.  ROBERT  ROGERS 

At  this  stage,  Hon.  Robert  Rogers,  ex-Member  of  Parliament  for  the 
City  of  Winnipeg,  and  late  Dominion  Minister  of  Public  Works,  on  the 
invitation  of  the  Chairman,  gave  a  very  interesting  address. 

Hon.  Robert  Rogers  said :  ' '  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen :  I  am  in- 
deed sensible  of  the  compliment  implied  in  the  very  kind  invitation  and 
privilege  given  me  of  meeting  in  open  convention  the  representative 
members  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans'  organization.  And,  let  me 
say  at  the  outset  that  I  am  indeed  delighted  to  come  here  and  meet  my 
old  friend  Major  Rothwell  and  to  find  him  where  I  always  have  found 
him — in  the  right  place.  I  have  known  Major  Rothwell  many  long  years 
and  have  always  found  him  a  worthy  citizen,  anxious  and  willing  to  do 
his  full  duty  by  his  country,  and  by  his  friends  at  all  times.  Now  let 
me  say  with  reference  to  your  organization  that,  as  probably  some  of 
your  members  present  here  may  know,  I  have  had  some  little  acquaint- 
ance with  your  purposes,  your  aims  and  your  objects,  and  I  can  only  ex- 
tend to  you  my  congratulations  upon  your  apparent  anxious  desire  to 
see  to  it  that  these  worthy  purposes  and  worthy  aims  are  carried  out  to 
the  advantage  and  to  the  good  of  our  common  country  generally.  You 
have,  I  am  glad  to  see,  an  active  and  energetic  organization.  You  have 
a  great  work  in  hand,  especially  in  view  of  the  conditions  with  which  we 
are  faced  to-day.  If  you  can  do  nothing  more  than  by  your  power  and 
your  influence  see  to  it  that  our  returned  soldiers  are  properly  treated 
and  properly  cared  for  from  time  to  time  then  you  will  have  accomplished 
a  great  work.  (Applause.)  Above  all  things  I  think  we  should  all  be 
prepared  to  do  is  to  see  to  it  that  there  must  be  no  ingratitude  shown 
toward  our  gallant  men  who  in  the  recent  conflicts  have  covered  them- 
selves with  glory  and  have  immortalized  the  name  of  our  Dominion  of 
Canada.  (Applause.)  It  is  true,  Mr.  Pesident  and  gentlemen,  that 
perhaps  a  majority  of  you  are  veterans  of  the  old  school ;  nevertheless 
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in  the  early  days  when  there  was  necessity  for  the  defence  of  our  country 
you  numbered  among:  the  men  who  were  willing  to  give  up  your  jobs,  to 
give  up  your  homes  and  to  give  up  your  positions  and  go  out  and  to 
battle  for  the  protection  of  your  common  country.  And,  Mr.  Chairman 
and  gentlemen,  while  it  is  true  that  some  of  you  have  not  been  able  to 
take  part  in  the  recent  struggle  and  to  join  the  army  by  reason  of  your 
age  or  by  reason  of  other  difficulties  that  may  have  occurred,  yet  yon 
know  what  it  is  to  have  taken  a  share  and  a  part,  and  a  worthy  share  and 
worthy  part,  in  fulfilling  a  duty  to  yourselves  and  to  your  country  upon 
former  occasions.  I  am  glad  to  see  you  have  numbered  among  you 
many  of  our  young  men  who  in  the  recent  great  struggle  have  come 
forward  to  press  their  services  upon  their  King  and  upon  their  country 
and  to  have  left  their  homes  and  positions  to  go  out  and  to  do  battle  at 
this  solemn  moment  of  our  great  crisis  when  the  very  existence  of  our 
British  Empire  and  the  very  existence  of  our  own  Dominion  of  Canada 
have  been  threatened  in  a  way  that  they  have  never  been  threatened  be- 
fore, because,  sir,  while  we  have  taken  part  in  war  in  the  past  never  be- 
fore but  once,  as  Canadians,  had  we  taken  part  in  a  war  of  empire,  and 
never  before  in  a  war  that  challenged  our  right  to  live  as  free  men  and 
free  women  in  our  own  Dominion  of  Canada  in  the  British  Empire.  Now 
then,  if  there  is  one  thing  I  am  sure,  more  of  a  blessing  than  another  it  is 
the  fact  that  so  many  young  men  in  1914  and  1915,  '16  and  '17  came 
voluntarily  forward  to  do  their  duty  by  themselves  and  their  duty  by 
their  country,  and  as  a  result  of  that  splendid  spirit,  that  spirit  that  was 
abroad  in  all  parts  of  the  British  Empire,  abroad  in  the  allied  world,  you 
have  been  able  to  stop  the  mad  rush  of  the  German  forces  to  the  extent 
that  in  Canada  we  have  felt  very  little  of  the  effects  of  the  war  beyond  a 
part  in  the  demand  upon  the  bravest  and  the  best  of  our  sons.  Now  then, 
this  being  the  case,  when  you  have  through  your  assistance,  fighting  side 
by  side  with  soldiers  of  our  King  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Empire, 
fighting  side  by  side  with  the  gallant  heroes  who  have  sacrificed  their 
lives  supported  and  assisted  by  our  invincible  British  Navy,  you  have 
been  able  to  protect  and  to  preserve  to  us  our  greatest  possession  in  this 
country — that  of  our  British  citizenship  and  our  membership  in  the  great 
British  Empire.  (Applause.)  Therefore,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  gentle- 
men, well  may  I  say  that  it  becomes  the  duty  of  men  having  taken  part 
in  this  great  struggle  to  see  to  it,  as  I  said  a  moment  ago,  that  there  must 
be  no  ingratitude  for  our  returned  men.  We  must  see  to  it  that  none  of 
our  returned  men  and  our  discharged  fighters  are  sitting  around  the 
street  corners  looking  for  assistance.  (Applause.)  Canada  is  prosper- 
ous enough  to  see  to  it  that  our  returned  men  must  be  adequately  and 
independently  provided  for  in  order  that  they  may  be  able  to  rehabilitate 
themselves  into  the  private  life  of  our  country  and  to  engage  at  the  work 
they  deem  themselves  best  suited  for. 

Let  me  congratulate  you  on  the  splendid  help  you  will  be  able  to 
render  in  this  respect.  Let  me  say  one  or  two  words  in  respect  to  present 
conditions,  because  no  matter  what  we  may  have  in  mind  yet  it  will  be 
difficult  for  us  to  divorce  our  minds  from  that  paramount  problem  of  how 
best  we  can  win  this  great  struggle  in  the  shortest  space  of  time  and  that 
with  the  surest  finality.  That,  to  my  mind,  is  the  special  duty  of  every 
man  and  every  woman  within  the  borders  of  our  country.  That  is  a 
duty,  the  neglect  of  which  will  rob  us  of  all  opportunity  of  ever  per- 
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forming  any  other  duty ;  and,  further,  it  commands  our  first  and  especial 
consideration  and  attention.  For  the  voluntary  enlistment  in  Canada  we 
have  every  reason  to  be  proud.  Over  350,000  of  our  best  men  came  for- 
ward and  pressed  their  services  upon  their  country  to  go  out  as  defenders 
of  our  liberty  and  our  freedom.  Now,  sir,  the  government  felt  nearly  a 
year  ago  it  was  necessary  to  do  something  in  order  that  those  who  did  not 
appear  quite  so  anxious,  quite  so  willing,  to  come  forward,  that  we  should 
have  a  form  of  compulsory  enlistment  to  assist  in  filling  our  ranks,  to 
assist  in  filling  our  battalions  that  had  already  suffered  in  the  firing  line ; 
and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  a  measure  our  Military  Service  Act  has 
not  been  the  great  success  that  it  was  hoped  for  when  it  was  first  intro- 
duced. 

Now  I  am  not  here  to  express  any  opinion  as  to  why  it  has  not  been 
a  success.  There  are  those  who  think  that  it  did  not  succeed  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  its  provisions  were  too  cumbersome,  that  we  had  too  many 
tribunals  for  men  who  were  not  specially  anxious  of  their  own  desire 
to  serve  their  country  in  this  conflict,  and  who  regarded  those  various 
tribunals  as  an  invitation  through  which  they  could  endeavor  to  estab- 
lish a  reason  why  they  should  not  be  called  upon  to  come  into  the  con- 
flict at  the  present  time,  but  whether  this  is  the  case  I  am  not  prepared  to 
say.  There  are  those  who  regard  the  administration  of  the  Military  Ser- 
vice Act  as  not  having  been  sufficiently  aggressive  and  active.  Unfortun- 
ately it  was  encumbered  to  some  extent  by  what  we  sometimes  call  'law- 
yer-like' delay.  We  have  too  much  delay  and  too  much  hesitation.  Fur- 
ther, we  must  hope  that  this,  now  being  corrected,  that  in  the  near  future 
Canada  will  be  fulfilling  her  full  share  and  her  full  part  and  doing  and 
rendering  full  service  in  the  present  great  conflict.  Because,  sir,  we  must 
remember  that  this  is  the  time  when  it  was  necessary  for  every  citizen  of 
our  country  to  recognize  his  responsibility  and  his  duty.  If  we  act 
unitedly  and  determinedly  we  can  accomplish  a  great  deal  more  than  by 
being  divided  and  not  supporting  loyally  and  faithfully  the  work  of 
carrying  011  in  the  great  struggle  in  which  we  are  engaged.  We  owe 
this  to  ourselves  and  to  our  country.  (Applause.) 

Now,  sir,  while  we  all  hope  that  peace  may  soon  come,  yet  I  am  sure 
you  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say  that  better  now  the  long  way  to 
victory  than  an  unvictorious  and  indeterminable  peace.  Great  Britain 
and  her  allies  owe  it  to  themselves  and  to  civilization  to  see  to  it  now  that 
Germany's  unwise  and  unholy  ambition  must  be  thoroughly  humbled 
and  that  her  power  to  do  harm  must  be  ended,  to  see  to  it  that  Germany's 
military  power  must  be  destroyed  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  one  will 
deny  that  such  power  is  a  menace  to  her  neighbors  and  a  menace  to 
civilization.  Germany's  power  and  her  ability  to  strew  the  paths  of  the 
ocean  with  their  engines  of  destruction  must  be  destroyed.  Germany's 
power  and  willingness  to  work  wholesale  murder  upon  defenceless  women 
and  children  must  be  destroyed.  If,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  we 
do  not  accomplish  this  high  purpose,  then  I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with 
me  when  I  say  that  if  we  do  not  succeed  in  this  then  the  plans  for  the 
future  development  of  our  own  Dominion  of  Canada  will  not  be  made 
within  our  own  borders,  but  within  the  borders  of  some  foreign  country. 

There  is  no  use  deluding  ourselves  upon  this  point,  because  a  great 
fat  and  tempting  prize  like  Canada  would  never  be  allowed  to  escape 
were  she  to  go  indefinitely  from  under  the  power  of  a  victorious  British 
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Empire.  Further,  that  brings  home  to  us  clearly  and  distinctly  the  rea- 
son why,  as  Canadians,  we  have  a  common  interest,  we  have  an  anxious 
interest  in  the  future  of  this  great  struggle  and  it  becomes  our  duty  to 
render  every  assistance  as  best  we  can  in  carrying  our  full  share  and  full 
part  until  such  time  as  victory  has  crowned  the  British  Empire  and  the 
allied  world  with  full  and  complete  success.  Sir,  the  great  war  now  rag- 
ing must  be  won.  If  we  cannot  win  it  outright  it  would  be  better  to 
throw  up  our  hands  now.  But,  sir,  Great  Britain  and  her  allies  know 
that  they  can  win  and  know  that  they  will  win.  (Applause).  And,  sir,  if 
we,  at  this  solemn  moment,  in  Canada  do  not  rise  to  a  full  sense  of  our 
responsibility  and  of  our  duty  to  render  fullest  assistance  then  we  will 
all  the  rest  of  our  lives  feel  that  we  lost  because  we  failed  at  the  critical 
moment.  But,  sir,  we  are  not  going  to  fail.  Rather  will  we  rise  in  our 
might  and  we  will  give  every  assistance  and  every  power  that  we  possess 
and  if  we  act  in  this  matter  as  I  am  satisfied  we  will,  then,  when  the  world 
is  applauding  the  allies  upon  their  victory,  and  the  cheers  of  the  British 
Empire  and  all  decent  people  are  ringing  throughout  the  world,  we  will 
be  able  to  stand  with  heads  erect  and  minds  content  that  in  the  hour  of 
test  and  in  the  hour  of  trial  we  did  our  duty,  and  further,  that  we  assisted 
mightily  to  save  the  day  that  won  our  destiny.  (Loud  Applause.)  I 
must  not  keep  you  longer.  I  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  the  compli- 
ment paid  me  by  allowing  me  to  be  present.  I  can  only  further  assure 
you  that  you  have  my  hearty  co-operation  and  support  at  all  times  and 
;iii\  tiling  I  am  ever  able  to  do  to  assist  the  work  of  your  organization 
will  be  done  willingly.  I  wish  you  Godspeed  and  success  in  the  work  you 
have  undertaken  for  the  future."  (Applause.) 

Comrade  Rothwell,  Ottawa,  said  those  of  the  comrades  who  lived  in 
the  city  of  Winnipeg,  had  the  privilege  of  not  only  knowing  Hon.  Mr. 
Rogers,  but  of  having  him  as  their  representative  in  Parliament,  not 
only  as  a  politician,  but  as  the  man  too.  The  speaker  eulogized  the  for- 
mer Minister  at  length,  after  which  the  delegates  all  rose  and  sang:  "For 
He's  a  Jolly  Good  Fellow." 

RESOLUTIONS   COMMITTEE 

The  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  was  next  considered. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Smithson,  Ottawa,  seconded  by  Comrade  Roth- 
well,  Ottawa : 

"That  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans'  Association  in  Can- 
ada, in  Dominion  Convention  assembled,  request  representation 
on  pension  board  by  a  Comrade  of  the  rank  and  file,  and  that  a 
wire  be  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Pensions  Com- 
mittee, Ottawa,  advising  the  nominations,  and  a  copy  of  this  re- 
solution be  wired  to  the  Premier,  and  we  nominate  Comrade  E. 
R.  R.  Mills,  of  Ottawa,  as  this  representative." 

Speaking  to  the  resolution,  Comrade  Smithson  said  there  had  been 
a  lot  of  work  done  in  Ottawa  by  the  branch  there,  working  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Ottawa  branch  of  the  Great  War  Veterans  with  regard  to 
pensions.  Comrade  Mills  had  been  representing  both  associations  before 
the  Parliamentary  Committee  and  had  all  the  many  questions  at  his 
finger  ends. 
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Comrade  Mills,  Ottawa,  gave  a  resume  of  the  hearings  before  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  on  pensions,  citing  several  cases  where  the 
association  had  been  prominent  in  securing  help  for  the  men  back  from 
the  front.  He  was  shocked,  he  said,  at  some  of  the  cases,  but  the  Com- 
mittee, wrhen  it  got  to  work,  did  its  duty  faithfully  and  to  the  best  of 
its  ability,  expressing  a  desire  to  hear  all  particulars  of  cases  and  t.iking 
the  keenest  interest  in  the  men's  welfare. 

The  resolution  was  carried  amid  applause. 

COMRADE  TUPPER,  Winnipeg :  ' '  I  take  it  that  means  in  case  we  have 
representation  on  that  body." 

Comrade  Mills  thanked  the  comrades  for  the  confidence  reposed  in 
him,  stating  that  he  would  do  all  in  his  power  in  the  interest  of  the  men 
back  from  the  front. 

PROMOTE  SPIRIT  OF   HARMONY 

Moved  by  Comrade  Pooley,  Vancouver,  seconded  by  Comrade  Cross, 
Montreal : 

' '  That  every  effort  should  be  exerted  by  each  member  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada,  as  individuals,  and  as  an 
organization  to  promote  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  co-operation  be- 
tween the  various  organizations  of  returned  soldiers,  having  in 
mind  the  supreme  importance  of  the  welfare  of  Veterans  (both 
of  the  army  and  the  navy)  of  all  wars,  and  placing  the  interests 
of  the  many  before  the  selfish  interests  of  any  individual  or  a 
few. 

"That  all  organizations  of  Veterans  be  approached  writh  a 
view  to  considering  a  proposal  to  establish  a  central  Dominion 
Committee  composed  of  representatives  of  all  Dominion  organi- 
zations of  Veterans,  with  a  view  of  providing  a  solid  unit 
through  which  the  views  of  the  many  organizations  could  be  cry- 
stallized and  presented  to  the  proper  authorities  in  a  manner 
that  would  impress  the  said  authorities  with  the  fact  that  all 
Veterans  were  united  on  matters."  Carried. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Pickering,  Yorkton,  seconded  by  Comrade  Riley, 
Regina  : 

' '  That  whereas  the  time  is  now  favorable  for  an  amalgama- 
tion between  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  and  the  Great  War 
Veterans,  that  steps  be  immediately  taken  towards  this  end, 
and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  this  Convention  to  meet 
a  similar  committee  from  the  Great  War  Veterans  as  soon  as 
possible  to  discuss  this  question." 

COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver:  "We  in  the  West  are  trying  to  pro- 
mote unity  between  returned  soldiers.  To  that  end  we  take  every 
opportunity  of  co-operating  with  them.  I  take  notice  of  what  is  going 
on  through  the  papers  and  anything  that  is  commendable  which  is  done 
by  them  we  send  them  a  letter  complimenting  them.  Recently  the  5c. 
fares  were  cancelled  at  the  coast  and  a  letter  was  sent  by  us  to  the  B.C. 
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Electric  Co.  I  thought  we  might  get  the  help  of  the  G.W.V.  We  got 
"Jimmy"  Robinson  to  meet  us.  He  certainly  slammed  some  of  the 
G.W.V.,  saying  the  older  members  were  anxious  to  come  in  with  us. 
I  am  dead  against  any  idea  whereby  the  identity  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans  is  to  be  eliminated  through  any  process  of  amalgamation." 

The  resolution  was  carried. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Roth  well,  Ottawa,  seconded  by  Comrade  Smith- 
son,  Ottawa : 

"Whereas  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Ottawa 
Branch  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada,  held  upon 
the  25th  ultimo,  it  was  adopted  upon  motion  of  Comrade  E.  G. 
Roth  well,  seconded  by  Comrade  Sir  Sam  Hughes,  'That  the 
Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  should  be  requested  to 
expropriate  the  land  upon  and  adjoining  that  on  which  the  Ot- 
tawa Isolation  Hospital  is  erected,  as  well  as  the  whole  area  be- 
tween that  land  and  the  railway  line  to  the  South  of  it,  for  the 
purpose  of  a  Military  parade  ground,  a  Veterans'  Home  and 
recreation  ground,  and  other  military  purposes  which  it  is  pro- 
posed shall  include  a  Record  Office,  and  whereas,  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  of  members  of  the  Ottawa  Branch  of  the  said  Associa- 
tion, it  was  decided  that  the  subject  in  question  was  one  in  the 
interest  of  the  whole  Dominion  of  Canada  and  one  which  there- 
fore be  considered  and  dealt  with  by  the  members  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada,  in  Dominion  Convention  as- 
sembled. 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  purpose  for  which 
the  said  land  of  which  a  more  definite  description  is  hereto  at- 
tached, meet  with  the  approval  of  the  members  of  this  Associa- 
tion in  Convention  now  assembled,  and  that  they  pledge  them- 
selves and  the  members  of  the  Association  generally,  to  support 
any  necessary  action  that  may  be  taken  to  secure  the  expropria- 
tion of  the  land  in  question  and  of  its  use  and  use  of  all  build- 
ings to  be  erected  thereon  for  the  purposes  before  mentioned 
and  such  other  purposes  of  course  as  the  Government  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  may  deem  to  be  advisable  and  necessary. 

"All  that  tract  of  vacant  land  not  used  for  railway  pur- 
poses, situated  (generally  speaking)  west  of  the  Rideau  River 
and  extending  northerly  from  the  railway  tracks  on  the  south,  to 
the  crest  of  the  plateau  south  of  Strathcona  Park  and  containing 
about  thirty-five  acres.'  '  Carried. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Cross,  Montreal,  seconded  by  Comrade  Pooley, 
Vancouver : 

' '  That  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  Governor-General,  through 
the  Militia  Council,  praying  that  His  Majesty  the  King,  grant 
permission  to  the  duly  accepted  active  members  of  this  Associa- 
tion, to  wear  the  Areterans'  Medal  and  Ribbon  on  His  Majesty's 
uniform. ' '  Carried. 

At  this  stage,  Comrade  Evans  moved  that  the  balance  of  the  resolu- 
tions be  adopted  as  a  whole.     Comrade  Riley,  Regina,  seconded. 
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Comrade  Smithson,  Ottawa,  suggested  that  the  resolutions  be  read 
through  once.  This  was  put  in  the  form  of  a  motion,  seconded  by  Com- 
rade Macnamara,  Winnipeg,  and  carried. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Meacham,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade 
Hubbell,  Winnipeg: 

"That  this  Convent  inn  respeet fully  request  that  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada  in  the  employ 
of  the  several  railway  companies,  be  permitted  to  wear  the  auth- 
orized Military  and  Association  ribbons,  when  in  the  actual  per- 
formance of  their  several  duties." 

Moved  by  Comrade  Hay,  D.C.M.,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade 
Davies,  Winnipeg: 

"That  this  Convention  pass  a  resolution  calling  on  the  pro- 
per municipal  or  provincial  authorities  to  take  measures  to  pre- 
vent owners  of  houses  raising  the  rent  of  same  when  the  tenants 
are  families  of  soldiers  who  are  absent  with  the  forces  of  the 
Dominion  or  Empire." 

Moved  by  Comrade  Pooley,  Vancouver,  seconded  by  Comrade  Mac- 
namara, Winnipeg: 

"That  whereas  the  cost  of  living  has  risen  so  high  in  British 
Columbia  and  the  standard  wage  accordingly  (the  very  least 
living  wage  being  $19.60),  be  it  resolved  therefore,  that  the  Mili- 
tary Department  be  requested  to  restore  the  Western  allowances 
(and  others)  to  the  permanent  forces  in  the  West,  whose  whole 
pay  is  at  present  $16.30  per  week. ? ' 

Moved  by  Comrade  Pooley,  Vancouver,  seconded  by  Comrade  Pur- 
vis, Yorkton : 

"That  all  ordinary  privileges  (industrial)  be  extend- 
ed to  those  men  of  other  nationalities,  who  have  taken  the  oath  of 
allegiance  and  enlisted  in  Canadian  Forces,  becoming  automatic- 
ally British  subjects,  referring  particularly  to  the  Japanese 
fishermen  in  the  West  who  are  having  difficulty  in  getting  Purse 
Seine  Licenses  for  free  fishing." 

At  this  stage  the  question  of  the  R.N.W.M.P.  was  again  raised. 

COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina:  "Might  I  ask  if  this  is  to  be  referred  to 
the  Dominion  Executive  for  consideration?" 

COM HADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg:  "The  other  forces  such  as  the  Natal 
Police  should  be  also  considered." 

COMRADE  Yorxo,  Victoria:  "The  Imperial  forces  should  also  have 
the  three-year  clause." 

COMRADE  TENNANT  Winnipeg:  "Comrade  Evans  suggests  that  these 
resolutions  be  taken  en  Hoc  and  now  wants  to  kick  this  one  out.  I  have 
waited  patiently  to  see  what  became  of  this  question.  There  have  been 
numerous  cases  of  heroism  among  the  men  of  the  R.N.W.M.P.  I  have 
seen  men  grey-haired  in  the  service  of  their  country  in  France  after  a 
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short  time,  having  gone  through  what  seems  a  lifetime  of  agony.  But 
the  R.N.W.M.P.  men  have  had  to  go  for  years  through  all  the  perils  that 
the  North  West  can  bring.  I  agree  that  a  man  who  has  been  in  the 
trenches  five  minutes  is  entitled  to  be  called  a  veteran,  but  what  about 
these  men  who  have  endured  the  perils  of  hell  out  here  in  the  West.  I 
move  that  the  six  years  be  cut  to  three." 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :  ' '  I  am  sorry,  but  you  are  out  of  order.  If  it  was 
left  to  my  own  opinion  I  would  put  them  right  straight  where  they  ought 
to  be."  . 

COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg :  ' '  I  quite  agree  with  the  last  speaker. 
I'm  agreeable  to  it  if  we  put  the  remainder  of  the  police  forces  in  too." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston :  ' '  We  can  leave  it  to  the  executive ; 
no  doubt  they  will  change  it  from  six  to  three." 

COMRADE  CURTIS,  Winnipeg:  "Leave  them  in  under  Clause  8." 
COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "Can  we  go  back  to  Clause  8." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "This  should  be  thrashed  out.     My  vote  will  go  in 

favor. ' ' 

/ 

COMRADE  CROSS,  Montreal :  "  I  take  it  that  will  include  all  the  Im- 
perial men.  I  have  been  in  Matabeleland  and  I  claim  the  men  out  there 
of  three  years'  service  should  count."  (Hear,  hear.) 

The  subject  then  ended  for  the  time  being. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Pooley,  seconded  by  Comrade  Purvis,  Yorkton : 

' '  That  owing  to  the  inconsistencies  of  the  separation  allow- 
ance, many  dependants  of  soldiers  and  especially  sailors  are  not 
receiving  sufficient  support  for  their  families.  Be  it  resolved 
therefore,  that  every  effort  be  put  forward  by  this  Association, 
in  Convention,  to  have  these  conditions  altered,  and  to  petition 
the  authorities  to  make  our  allowances  the  same  as  those  in 
similar  countries  as  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  particularly 
in  regard  to  allowances  for  children."  Carried. 

A  motion  dealing  with  the  equalization  of  pensions,  brought  in  by 
Comrade  Thompson,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade  Stagg,  Calgary, 
was  not  dealt  with,  having  been  already  dealt  with  by  the  Convention. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Cross,  Montreal,  seconded  by  Comrade  Stagg, 
Calgary : 

"That  an  obligation  should  be  arranged  for  initiating  new 
candidates  into  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada,  and 
that  the  following  be  adopted  by  all  branches  of  the  Association : 
"Candidate  repeats  the  following: 

"I, do  hereby  solemnly  and  sincerely  promise 

in  the  presence  of  my  Comrades,  to  give  my  loyal  support  to  this 
Association  and  its  members ;  to  further  its  interest  as  far  as  in 
my  power  lies;  to  encourage  the  officers  in  their  duties  by  my 
regular  attendance  at  the  Association  Meetings ;  to  be  present  on 
all  parades  when  called  upon,  whenever  possible  (if  not  inter- 
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fering  with  my  regular  business),  and  also  to  use  my  influence 
for  the  advancement  of  the  Association  to  bring  in  new  members. 
I  make  this  pledge  on  the  honor  of  a  man  who  respects  the 
value  of  truth  and  the  sacivdness  of  a  promise. 

"Are  you  now  willing  to  renew  your  allegiance  to  our  Sov- 
ereign King  George,  his  heirs,  and  successors,  if  again  called 
upon  to  take  up  arms  for  our  beloved  land?" 

Candidate  answers :  "  I  am. ' ' 
Members — "God  Save  the  King." 

In  amendment  it  was  moved  by  Comrade  Akerley,  King- 
ston,, and  seconded  by  Comrade  Purvis,  Yorkton,  that  the  re- 
solution be  laid  on  the  table.  The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Stagg,  Calgary,  seconded  by  Comrade  Simp- 
son, Winnipeg: 

"That  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  labor,  that  this  Con- 
vention go  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  conscription  of  Alien 
labor  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  per  day,  and  any  balance  over  that 
amount  be  paid  by  the  employers  to  some  of  the  Patriotic  funds 
needing  help. 

"This  matter  to  be  taken  up  with  the  Military  authorities 
at  Ottawa  immediately,  and  that  this  resolution  be  handed  over 
to  the  appointed  committee  to  act  upon,  and  the  ruling  rate  of 
pay  be  handed  to  the  Government  Commission. 

"It  was  moved  in  amendment  by  Comrade  Akerley,  King- 
ston, and  Comrade  Hibbs,  Winnipeg,  'that  this  resolution,  No. 
31,  be  laid  on  the  table.'  The  amendment  was  adopted. 

.Moved  by  Comrade  Hubbell,    Winnipeg,    seconded    by    Comrade 
Smithson,  Ottawa: 

"That  this  Convention  of  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  ses- 
sion, pledge  their  undivided  support  and  the  support  of  the 
units  which  they  represent  in  all  measures  taken  to  protect  and 
assist  the  widows,  orphans  and  disabled  soldiers."  Carried. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Major  G.  B.  Murphy,  Moosomin,  seconded  by 
Comrade  Hamilton,  Winnipeg: 

"Understanding  that  the  practice  in  the  Imperial  Army 
and  Special  Reserve  is  to  grant  Lieutenants  who  are  prisoners 
of  War,  their  promotion,  while  prisoners,  to  the  rank  of  Cap- 
tain, that  the  Ministers  of  Militia  be  memoralized  to  grant  the 
same  concession  to  the  Canadian  Prisoners  of  War."  Carried. 

COMRADE  Low.  Winnipeg:  "Winnipeg  took  that  matter  up  and  it 
was  refused.    However,  there  would  be  no  harm  in  taking  it  up  again." 

At  this  stage,  the  ladies  having  tea  ready  at  the  rear  of  the  Con- 
vention hall,  adjournment  was  made  for  five  minutes. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Stewart,  Yorkton,  seconded  by  Comrade  Me- 
Leay,  Yorkton : 
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"Whereas  in  the  vicinity  of  Yorkton,  S  sk.,  there  are  ap- 
proximately 180  quarter  sections  of  land  held  by  the  Community 
of  Universal  Brotherhood  of  Doukobours,  and  whereas  the  said 
community  occupy  or  control  the  said  land  under  a  doubtful 
tenure  and  is  endeavoring  to  purchase  a  large  portion  of  the 
said  land  at  a  nominal  figure ; 

' 'And  whereas  the  said  community  has  not  fulfilled  its  cove- 
nants entered  into  with  the  Dominion  Government  regarding 
the  said  land  and  all  members  of  such  community  are  exempt 
from  military  service ; 

"Now,  be  it  resolved  that  this  Convention  go  on  record  rs 
demanding  that  all  portions  of  the  said  land  which  the  said  com- 
munity is  found  not  entitled  to,  be  surrendered  to  returned  sol- 
diers and  sailors  who  have  seen  service  in  the  trenches  and  on 
the  sea  in  this  war — and  that  we  urge  the  appointment  of  two 
valuators,  preferably  from  the  Yorkton  district,  to  value  the  bal- 
ance of  the  said  land  and  that  the  said  community  be  sold  the 
said  balance  at  such  valuation  only."  Carried. 

Moved  bv  Comrade  Tupper,  Winnipeg;  seconded  by  Comrade  Mid- 
winter, Winnipeg. 

Resolved,  "That  all  men  in  C^nad~».  not  drafted,  between 
the  ages  of  eighteen  and  fifty,  be  required  to  drill  two  evenings 
in  each  week,  and  that  the  Dominion  Government  be  asked  to  at 
once  provide  for  military  registration  for  this  purpose,  and  that 
this  resolution  be  telegraphed  at  once  by  the  Secretary  to  Pre- 
mier Borden. " 

In  amendment,  Comrade  Simpson,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade 
Akerley,  Kingston:  "That  this  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table." 

Moved  by  Comrade  Powell,   Port  Arthur,   seconded  by   Comrade 
Low,  Winnipeg : 

"That  the  Militia  Authorities  in  Canada  be  asked  that  Vol- 
unteer Service  in  any  part  of  the  Empire  be  allowed  to  count 
towards  the  earning  of  a  Volunteer  long-service  Medal,  or  in  the 
case  of  officers,  the  Volunteer  Officers  Decoration."  Carried. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Riley,  Regina,  seconded  by  Comrade  McLeay, 
Yorkton : 

"Resolved,  that  all  resolutions  appertaining  to  Dominion 
affairs,  passed  by  any  local  unit,  be  submitted  to  the  Dominion 
Executive  for  their  approval  and  adoption."  Carried. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Wheeler,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade  Hay, 
D.C.M.,  Winnipeg: 

"That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  Com- 
rade Leech  for  his  great  work,  time  and  money,  to  this,  our  As- 
sociation, and  that  it  be  put  on  record  that  Comrade  Leech  has 
devoted  long  labor,  skill,  and  wonderful  forethought  in  the  pre- 
paration of  the  Constitution,  and  that  thanks  be  publicly  ten- 
dered him  by  this  Convention  now  sitting."  Carried. 
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Moved  by  Comrade  Stagg,  Calgary,  seconded  by  Comrade  Smithson, 
Ottawa : 

' '  That  the  sincere  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to 
our  Winnipeg  Comrades  for  their  welcome  to  us,  their  courtesy 
and  care  during  our  stay  amongst  them,  and  above  all  for  the 
broad  comradeship  displayed  by  their  Executive  in  the  planning 
of  this  Convention."  Carried. 

A  brief  discussion  arose  at  this  stage  on  the  question  of  securing  a 
plot  in  burial  grounds  for  departed  members  of  the  Association.  No 
resolution  was  brought  in  on  the  matter.  Comrade  Riley,  Regina,  stated 
that  the  municipal  authorities  there  gave  them  a  plot.  Comrade  Mid- 
winter, Winnipeg,  said  the  same  thing  obtained  in  Winnipeg.  It  was 
decided  to  leave  this  matter  to  the  local  associations. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Sharp,  Portage  la  Prairie,  seconded  by  Com- 
rade Thomson,  Portage  la  Prairie : 

' '  That  the  Conscription  Act  as  passed  be  enforced  in  a  fair 
and  honest  way,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  some  families  who 
have  not  sent  any  members  to  the  Front,  are  in  possession  of  Ex- 
emptions granted  by  the  Registrars  of  the  District,  while  other 
families  who  have  sent  two  or  three  by  voluntary  enlistment  are 
having  their  last  son  taken  now. ' '  Carried. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Curtis,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade  Hay, 
D.C.M.,  Winnipeg: 

' '  That  all  members  who  are  at  present  active  members  with- 
out proper  qualifications,  be  placed  in  the  same  category  as  an 
associate  member." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  "I  am  afraid  I  must  rule  that  out  of  order  as  it 
means  a  change  in  the  Constitution." 

Moved  by  Comrade  Purvis,  Yorkton,  seconded  by  Comrade  Jenkins, 
Weyburn :  "That  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  for  their  generous  treatment 
of  the  Delegates  during  their  stay  in  the  city."  Carried. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Wheeler,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade  Mor- 
rison, Winnipeg:  "That  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  Secre- 
tary Low  for  his  patience  and  skill  as  Secretary,  while  acting  as  Secre- 
tary of  this  Convention."  Carried. 

Comrade  Low  thanked  the  Convention  for  the  resolution. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Tupper,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade  Post, 
Greenridge:  "That  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  Comrade 
Roth  well  for  the  admirable  manner  in  which  he  presided  over  this  Con- 
vention, and  for  the  unfailing  tact  and  patience  exhibited  by  him 
throughout. ' '  Carried. 

Comrade  Rothwell  briefly  thanked  the  Convention. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION 

l-'inal  report  of  Committe  appointed  to  consider  a  report  of  the 
draft  of  Constitution : 

On  May  13th,  the  Committee  met  at  1  o'clock,  and  considered  until 
2  p.m.,  the  draft.  A  final  meeting  was  held  at  4  p.m.,  and  the  com- 
pleted draft  of  the  Constitution,  as  attached  herewith,  was  decided  upon. 

Sec.  25-46  is  submitted  for  your  approval. 

While  the  submitted  draft  is  not  the  adoption  of  the  draft  submit- 
ted by  Comrade  Leech,  of  Winnipeg:,  the  Committee  fully  appreciate  the 
great  thought  and  full  amount  of  work  and  the  fine  patriotic  spirit  of 
Comrade  Leech  in  producing  a  draft,  but  regret  that  in  view  of  the 
shortness  of  the  time  of  the  Convention,  it  was  impossible  to  consider 
the  adoption  of  so  large  and  complex  a  Constitution.  The  Committee 
recommends,  however,  that  the  draft  submitted  by  Comrade  Leech  be 
handed  to  the  Dominion  Executive  for  consideration  and  for  presenta- 
tion at  the  next  Convention  of  the  Association. 

The  Committee  recommends  also,  that  this  Association  affiliate  with 
the  Imperial  Army  and  Navy  Veterans'  Association  of  Great  Britain, 
in  order  to  make  the  same  a  great  Empire-wide  organization. 

The  Committee  recommends  also  that  the  adopted  Constitution,  to- 
gether with  the  Bill  of  Incorporation,  be  printed  for  distribution  among 
the  Units  of  the  Association,  after  the  adopted  Constitution  has  been 
edited  by  the  Dominion  Executive. 

The  Committee  appreciate  the  services  of  Miss  Eunice  Egan,  Steno- 
grapher of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans,  Winnipeg,  for  her  services  in 
the  typing  and  completing  each  day,  the  work  on  the  Constitution,  which 
entailed  her  working  until  midnight  on  Sunday  and  Monday.

Report  adopted. 

WAYS  AND  MEANS 

The  report  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  was  next  presented 
by  Comrade  Beck,  Regina,  and,  on  motion  of  Comrade  Mills,  Winnipeg, 
seconded  by  Comrade  Hubbell,  Winnipeg,  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  correction  and  action.  The  report  read : 

We,  your  Committee  on  "Ways  and  Means"  beg  to  report  having 
considered  the  best  methods  to  adopt  with  a  view  to  developing  our 
Association  and  raising  the  funds  necessary  for  its  maintenance,  and  beg 
to  advise  as  follows: 

1.  That  two  organizers  be  appointed,  one  for  Eastern  Canada  and 
one  for  the  West  and  that  the  line  dividing  such  territory  be  decided  by 
this  Convention. 

2.  That  provision  be  made  at  once  for  the  printing  and  mailing  of 
Charters  to  the  present  Units  of  this  Association. 
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3.  That  an  appeal  be  made  to  each  Unit  for  immediate  financial 
assistance  to  enable  the  Association  to  meet  its  initial  expenses. 

4.  That  the  incoming  Executive  establish  a  "Press  Bureau"  from 
which  items  of  interest  pertaining  to  our  Association  and  its  members, 
shall  be  continually  supplied  to  the  various  Press  Associations  in  Can- 
ada, thus  keeping  in  the  public  eye  the  benevolent  work  and  true  aims 
of  the  Association  and  impressing  upon  the  citizens  of  Canada  its  influ- 
ence in  promoting  wide  and  progressive  legislation  for  consideration  by 
the  various  Provincial  Legislative  bodies  and  the  Parliament  of  Canada, 
with  a  view  to  the  betterment  of  the  conditions  of  those  who  have  served 
their  King  and  Country. 

5.  That  this  Association  appreciate  the  financial  contribution  of 
$500  to  the  Association  by  Comrade  Welch,  Editor  of  the  ''Khaki  Call," 
and  desires  to  further  thank  him  for  his  promise  of  an  annual  donation 
of  $100,  until  his  contribution  shall  have  reached  the  sum  of  $1,000,  and 
we  would  urge  that  this  Association  make  every  reasonable  effort  within 
its  power  to  encourage  its  members  to  subscribe  for  its  official  organ, 
"The  Khaki  Call,"  and  recommend  that  the  Secretaries  of  the  various 
Units  compile  a  list  of  their  membership  for  use  of  the  official  organ  and 
that  all  news  items  of  interest  to  the  Association  be  supplied  to  the 
official  publication  with  a  view  to  increasing  its  circulation  and  develop- 
ing its  usefulness. 

That  the  per  capita  tax  be  collected  as  soon  as  possible.

In 
putting  his  name  forward  I  do  not  look  at  it  from  the  standpoint  of 
Winnipeg  at  all,  but  we  feel  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  position  for  the 
support  and  activity  he  has  shown  in  the  past.  Col.  Carruthers  went 
down  to  Ottawa  at  his  own  expense  and  worked  to  get  the  charter 
through  because  this  has  become  to  him  his  great  object  in  life.  We  will 
be  doing  our  duty  and  showing  our  gratitude  if  we  elect  him  as  our 
President.  He  is  a  man  of  sterling  character  and  would  be  a  most 
admirable  President. ' '

PROCEEDINGS   OP  THE    FIRST   ANNUAL    CONVENTION 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  "There  is  no  man  in  this  Convention 
that  has  greater  admiration  for  Lieut.-Col.  Carruthers  than  myself. 
Although  I  have  not  had  the  delightful  privilege  of  meeting  him  face  to 
faee,  that  is  a  privilege  I  hope  to  have  before  I  return.  I  look  upon  him 
.  ^  the  grand  old  man  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans  in  Canada,  and  1  would  be  delighted  to  make  him  the  first 
President  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans.  Incorporated.  But  we  are 
face  to  face  with  a  serious  situation  in  regard  to  the  present  and  future 
interests  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  of  this  country.  It  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  we  should  be  able  just  now  to  lay  our  hands  on  a  man 
with  the  health  and  vigor  essential  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  our 
cause  from  coast  to  coast.  I  have  been  given  to  understand  that  our 
dear  and  good  Comrade,  the  Colonel,  is  far  from  well — I  trust  he  will 
live  long  in  our  midst — feeling  this  way,  1  am  of  the  opinion  in  the 
interests  of  this  organization  to  put  in  a  nomination  of  a  man  who  could 
immediately  take  over  the  reins  and  direct  the  future  of  our  Association 
in  Canada.  I  came  into  your  city  a  stranger,  largely  among  strangers. 
It  was  my  first  visit  to  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  and  I  came  with  the 
feeling  that  so  far  as  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans'  Association  was 
concerned  this  was  the  city  of  its  nativity.  Looking  back  to  '66  and  '85, 
the  men  who  laid  the  foundations  of  this  age,  these  men  in  season  and 
out  of  season,  hav«  been  loyal  to  the  cause  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans'  Association,  and  I  say  the  whole  of  Canada,  east  and  west, 
owes  it  in  return  to  the  city  of  Winnipeg  for  its  loyalty  to  place  before 
tli is  Convention  a  man  from  this  great  Queen  City  of  the  Prairies  of 
the  West.  Although  I  come  from  the  East — and  they  do  say  that  all 
\\ise  men  come  from  the  East — I  came  here  to  stand  for  a  man  from 
this  city  for  the  first  President  of  this  Association.  I  did  not  know  who 
it  would  be.  My  first  thought  was  Lieut.-Col.  Carruthers.  I  thought  to 
myself,  "I  am  going  to  Winnipeg  to  stand  for  Lieut.-Col.  Carruthers. . .  " 
In  the  few  days  I  have  been  here  I  have  been  brought  face  to  face  with 
another  man  who  could  fill  the  position  clean  through  to  the  hilt.  He 
is  a  man  who  has  all  the  advantages  of  intellect  and  all  the  advantages 
of  academic  training;  a  gentleman  quiet  and  retiring,  always  ready  to 
take  a  back  seat.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  get  in  close  touch 
with  the  man  and  as  I  have  come  more  in  touch  with  him  I 
feel  he  is  the  man  that  should  be  placed  at  the  head  of  our 
Association.  He  has,  besides  the  advantages  of  education,  ability  and 
genius,  the  advantage  of  a  great  name,  a  great  family  name.  It  would 
not  be  necessary  to  introduce  him  in  any  part  of  Canada  or  even  in  any 
part  of  the  British  Empire,  for  the  name  of  Tupper  is  known  the  world 
over.  (Applause).  He  will  do  honor  and  he  will  do  credit  to  himself 
and  to  this  Association,  and  if  he  is  elected  I  shall  go  home  to  the  East 
feeling  like  the  one  of  old  who  said,  "Now  lettest  Thou  Thy  servant 
depart  in  peace,  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  the  glory  of  the  Lord." 

COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston :  "Let  us  make  the  nomination  unani- 
mous. ' ' 

COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina:    "I  move  nominations  close." 
COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa:    "I  second." 

COMRADE  TI*PPER,  Winnipeg:  "There  is  a  point  of  order  involved. 
Am  I  eligible.  I  am  President  of  the  local  Association.  I  do  not  think  it 
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is  a  good  plan  to  elect  the  same  man  to  the  two  offices.  I  could  resign 
from  one,  but  I  would  really  feel  like  a  traitor  to  Col.  Carruthers  if  I 
took  it." 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston :  "  It  is  a  matter  that  can  be  easily  ar- 
ranged. The  matter  of  your  relation  with  the  local  Association  is  none 
of  the  business  of  this  Convention.  I  think  we  could  make  Lieut.-Col. 
Carruthers  the  first  Honorary  President  of  this  Association.  I  am  sure 
he  will  relieve  Comrade  Tupper  of  any  thought  of  treachery  on  the  floor 
of  this  Convention." 

Cries  of  "Question." 

COMRADE  TUPPER,  Winnipeg:    "Cannot  I  withdraw?" 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  "Only  with  my  permission,  and  I  am 
not  inclined  to  grant  it.  Besides  it  is  not  customary  to  nominate  a  man 
in  his  absence." 

COMRADE  TUPPER,  Winnipeg:  "I  still  say  I  would  like  to  see  Col. 
Carruthers  elected.  It  would  be  a  compliment  to  him  and  one  which  he 
has  well  earned." 

"Question." 

On  the  vote  being  called  every  delegate  present  stood  up. 

Amidst  a  remarkable  display  of  enthusiasm,  the  first  President  was 
escorted,  on  the  left  by  Comrade  Evans,  Kingston,  representing  the  East, 
and  on  the  right  by  Comrade  Pooley,  Vancouver,  representing  the  West. 

He  said,  "I  cannot  express  in  any  adequate  terms  my  appreciation 
for  the  high  honor  conferred  upon  me.  It  was  the  last  thing  I  antici- 
pated when  the  convention  opened  and  I  still  believe  it  would  not  have 
occurred  only  for  the  unfortunate  indisposition  of  Colonel  Carruthers. 

"I  would  like,  even  at  this  late  hour,  even  when  you  have  made  me 
feel  so  happy,  that  you  confer  upon  me  the  additional  privilege  of  resign- 
ing in  his  favor.  If  he  refuses  I  would  then  perform  the  duties  with 
much  more  satisfaction  to  myself.  I  thought  it  would  be  a  nice  tribute 
to  pay  to  him.  I  feel  that  he,  being  in  close  touch  with  the  work  of  the 
Association,  could  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  much  better  than  I 
who  am  not  so  expert  in  military  matters. 

' '  I  still  think  you  have  been  good  enough  not  to  credit  me  with  any 
shortcomings,  and  to  credit  me  with  a  power  and  ability  which  I  do  not 
possess.  There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  camouflage  in  the  remarks  made 
concerning  me.  When  our  eloquent  friend  from  Kingston,  Dr.  T.  G. 
Evans,  gets  going,  he  goes  everlastingly.  However,  I  will  do  my  very 
best.  I  can  only  say  once  again,  I  will  think  first,  last  and  always  of 
the  interests  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  in  Canada,  and  I  hope  you 
will  not  find  me  lacking,  so  far  as  endeavor  and  sincerity  are  concerned. ' ' 

Following  the  President's  speech,  the  Comrades  rose  and  sang,  "For 
He's  a  Jolly  Good  Fellow." 
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HONOR  FOR  LIEUT.-COL.  CARRUTHERS 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  "I  move  that  all  rules  of  this  Associa- 
tion be  suspended  and  that  a  new  office,  that  of  Honorary  President,  be 
added  to  the  list  of  officers;  also  that  Lieut.-Col.  G.  F.  Carruthers  be 
chosen  £s  the  first  holder  of  this  office/' 

COMRADE  ROTHWELL,  Ottawa:  ''I  have  very  much  pleasure  in 
seconding. ' ' 

The  motion  was  adopted  with  applause. 

DR.  EVANS  MADE  VICE-PRESIDENT 

COMRADE  GORDON,  Montreal :  "I  move  that  Dr.  Evans,  Kingston,  be 
our  first  Vice-President." 

COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg :  "I  have  great  privilege  in  second- 
ing." 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria :    "I  move  nominations  close. ' ' 
COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa  :    ' '  Second. ' ' 

There  were  no  further  nominations,  and  amid  applause,  Comrade 
Evans  was  declared  elected.  In  reply,  he  said :  "All  I  can  do  is  to  thank 
you  for  this  honor,  which  is  far  more  preferable  than  the  gold  of  Gol- 
conda  to  any  man  who  appreciates  a  good  thing  when  it  comes  his  way. 
1  will  gladly  do  my  share  to  support  the  excellent  President  you  have 
elected  to-day. ' '

Wheeler,  of  Winnipeg,  and  elected. 

SASKATCHEWAN — Comrade  A.  C.  Stewart,  of  Yorkton,  was  nomin- 
ated by  Comrade  McLeay,  of  Yorkton.  Comrade  Beck,  of  Regina,  by 
Comrade  Jenkins.  Comrade  Stewart  declined,  and  Comrade  Beck  was 
declared  elected  by  acclamation. 

MANITOBA — Comrade  W.  A.  Shepard,  of  Winnipeg,  was  nominated 
by  Comrade  J.  Hay,  D.C.M.,  and  elected. 

ONTARIO — Comrade  Smithson,  Ottawa,  nominated  Comrade  Major 
Roth  well,  who  was  elected. 

QUEBEC — Comrade  Macnamara,  of  Winnipeg,  nominated  Comrade 
Capt.  Gordon,  of  Montreal,  who  was  elected. 

P.  E.  I. — Comrade  Low,  of  Winnipeg,  nominated  Comrade  Major  J. 
W.  Stanley,  of  Charlottetown,  who  was  elected. 
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SECRETARY 

Comrade  Beck,  Retina,  nominated  Comrade  Irving,  Winnipeg. 
Comrade  Wheeler,  Winnipeg,  seconded. 

Comrade  Young,  Victoria,  nominated  Comrade  Smithson,  Ottawa. 
Comrade  Roth  well,  Ottawa,  seconded. 

Comrade  Hubbell,  Winnipeg,  nominated  Comrade  Low.  Winnipeg. 

COMRADE  Low  explained  that  if  the  Secretary  would  have  to  give 
the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  work  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to 
retain  the  position.  He  would  be  reluctant  to  give  up  the  position  after 
being  so  closely  identified  in  the  local  unit  and  watching  its  progress 
through  all  the  years  of  hardship,  but  he  must  consider  his  duty  to 
himself  and  his  family  first. 

Comrade  Hay,  Winnipeg,  asked  what  salary  arrangements  had  been 
made. 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :   "That  will  have  to  be  left  to  the  Executive." 

COMRADE  HUBBELL,  Winnipeg:  "Why  can't  the  present  Secretary 
handle  the  job  temporarily,  or  until  the  next  Convention?" 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg,  explained  that  his  assistant,  Comrade  W. 
H.  Rooke,  would  be  willing  to  give  him  all  necessary  assistance  if  he  were 
elected,  Comrade  Rooke  to  receive  $25  a  month  from  the  Winnipeg  Asso- 
ciation and  $25  from  the  Dominion  body,  and  give  his  whole  time  to 
Association  work. 

It  now  being  6.45,  adjournment  was  moved  by  Comrade  Wheeler, 
Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade  Young,  Victoria,  and  carried. 

FOURTH  DAY— WEDNESDAY,  MAY  15th 
WEDNESDAY  MORNING'S  PROCEEDINGS 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  9.45  by  President  Tupper. 
The  roll-call  showed  about  45  delegates  present. 

Replying  to  Comrade  Smithson,  Ottawa,  the  Secretary  stated  that 
the  two  resolutions  involving  wires  to  Ottawa  had  been  attended  to. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Holman,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade 
Young,  Victoria:  "That  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  before  electing 
a  Secretary  for  the  Association,  the  headquarters  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans  in  Canada  be  decided."  This  was  adopted. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    Any  discussion?" 

COMRADE  YOUNG,  Victoria:  "I  think  it  is  a  pretty  good  move  to 
decide  the  location  of  the  headquarters  before  the  position  of  Secretary 
is  filled. 

COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary :  "It  seems  to  me  absolutely  necessary.  If 
you  are  going  to  have  a  Secretary  in  Vancouver  and  headquarters  in 
Ottawa— 
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COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "That  has  nothing  to  do  with  it. 
This  is  headquarters,  not  where  we  are  going  to  meet." 

COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver :  ' '  Being  from  the  far  West,  I  move 
that  the  headquarters  be  made  Ottawa.  Ottawa  being  the  seat  of  all 
operations  with  which  we  will  be  most  deeply  concerned.  Ottawa  is  the 
vital  spot  in  the  Dominion's  military  organization." 

Amid  three  cries  of  "Second,"  that  of  Comrade  Young,  Victoria, 
was  accepted. 

COMRADE  BECK,  Regina:  "I  propose  that  Winnipeg  be  the  seat  of 
headquarters.  I  believe  it  is  very  essential  for  this  year,  because  during 
initial  operations  the  headquarters  should  be  where  the  President  can 
get  in  touch  easily." 

COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg:  "In  seconding  Comrade  Beck's 
motion,  I  heartily  endorse  what  he  says.  I  believe  it  will  be  absolutely 
necessarj'  to  have  the  President  and  the  headquarters  in  the  same  city. 
We  have  also  been  told  that  Winnipeg  is  to  be  the  headquarters  of  this 
new  battalion,  or  overseas  unit,  that  is  going  to  be  mobilized  here.  If 
this  is  true  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  President  and  Secretary, 
too,  be  here  to  handle  that.  As  the  President  said  at  the  start  of  this 
Convention,  we  wanted  to  give  the  outside  delegates  a  fair  show.  But 
as  the  parent  body  was  born  here  so  let  the  child  grow  at  least  for  the 
first  year,  with  the  parent." 

COMRADE  ROTHWELL,  Ottawa :  ' '  Being  from  Ottawa,  I  dislike  very 
much  interfering  with  the  words  of  the  mover  and  seconder.  My  own 
opinion  about  the  child  idea  is  that  this  Association  is  a  mighty  strong 
child.  I  know  as  well  as  any  man  in  this  room  that  having  the  head- 
quarters as  near  as  possible  to  the  men  we  will  have  to  approach  it  in 
the  interests  of  this  body." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "I  would  like  to  point  out  that  75  per 
cent,  of  the  membership  is  west  of  Port  Arthur.  But  I  am  in  hopes  that 
it  will  not  be  long  before  that  percentage  is  east  of  Winnipeg. 

COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver :  "  If  it  goes  to  Ottawa  we  shall  be 
able  to  get  our  respective  members  of  Parliament  to  act  for  us  at  once 
on  anything  we  want  to  take  up  with  them.  Our  member,  H.  H.  Stevens, 
is  in  hearty  accord  with  our  Association.  The  better  balanced  men 
among  the  veterans  are  among  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans." 

COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary:  "As  another  Western  man,  one  from 
Sunny  Alberta,  I  might  say  three  parts  of  our  members  are  west  of  Port 
Arthur,  but  the  Great  War  Veterans  have  their  headquarters  right  here." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg :  ' '  No,  in  Ottawa. ' ' 

COMRADE  STAGG,  Calgary:  "Well,  then,  why  not  have  our 
headquarters  here,  when  we  do  not  wish  to  conflict  in  any  way  with  the 
G.W.V.  As  a  delegate  from  the  West — and  a  strong  delegate  for  the 
West — I  wish  to  remain  in  the  West  all  my  days ;  what  I  am  here  for  is 
to  vote  for  my  constituents  to  have  their  baby  as  near  their  mother  and 
their  mother  near  her  children.  Next  year  I  shall  not  be  here,  as  our 
delegates  will  probably  say,  'You  were  a  -  -  old  fool— 
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COMRADE  AKERLEY,  Kingston:  "We  are  not  talking  about  next 
year.  The  President  should  tell  you  that." 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg:  "I  think  it  would  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Association  that  the  headquarters  for  this  year  should  be 
in  Winnipeg.  Seventy-eight  per  cent,  of  the  agricultural  land  in  Canada 
lays  west  of  Winnipeg.  We  have  been  told  here  that  this  is  the  centre 
of  the  greatest  wheat  market  in  the  world  and  that  the  returned  soldiers, 
or  all  of  them  who  can.  are  going  in  for  agriculture  and  will  be  located 
in  the  West.  Then  there  is  the  matter  of  transportation.  We  should  take 
this  into  consideration,  and  the  financial  end  of  it.  The  headquarters 
may  be  moved  from  time  to  time  as  we  deem  it  best  in  the  interests  of  the 
Association.  As  with  the  office  of  President  and  Secretary,  it  is  not 
always  necessary  to  have  it  in  one  place." 

COMRADE  SMITHSON,  Ottawa:  "Wherever  they  are  the  headquar- 
ters should  be  there  permanently.  There  seems  to  be  a  very  vague  idea 
in  some  of  the  Comrades'  minds  as  to  what  we  are  talking  about.  This 
is  headquarters  or  where  best  the  business  of  the  Association  could  be 
conducted.  The  only  reason  I  would  have  the  headquarters  near  the 
seat  of  Government  is  because  we  can  have  anything  taken  up  by  head- 
quarters with  members  of  the  Government  the  same  afternoon.  The 
Secretary  should  be  there  and  should  be  a  well-informed  man  and  should 
be  able  at  any  time  to  get  a  personal  interview  with  any  of  the  Members 
of  Parliament.  If  you  have  to  wait  to  take  matters  up  by  correspond- 
ence it  means  delay  and  often  the  waste  paper  basket." 

COMRADE  MURDOCH,  Winnipeg:  "What  has  Ottawa  done  for  this 
Army  and  Navy  Veterans'  Association? — nothing,  practically  nothing. 
I  want  the  headquarters  in  the  city  of  Winnipeg  because  while  we  have 
not  got  the  seat  of  Government  here  we  have  got  the  vote,  and  the  weight 
of  the  men  outside.  Any  time  we  have  got  anything  it  has  not  been 
through  Ottawa,  but  through  these  men,  these  friends  of  ours  outside 
Ottawa.  Our  charter  went  through  without  the  aid  of  Ottawa;  it  was 
got  up  and  got  through  by  the  Western  representatives  of  this  country. 
I  think,  not  because  I  am  a  Winnipeg  man,  that  the  headquarters  should 
be  here,  and  I  think  the  delegates  would  make  a  mistake  to  take  the 
headquarters  away  from  here.  We  know  Ottawa;  remember,  too,  we 
are  a  composite  body  and  with  no  politics.  Let  us  keep  clear  of  that.  I 
think  I  know  something  of  the  hard  work  some  of  the  old  Winnipeg 
members  have  done  up  to  the  present,  and  I  tell  you  we  received  very 
little  help  from  Ottawa  or  any  other  Ontario  point,  except  that  good 
old  "Limestone"  City  of  Kingston.  We  have  been  broad  and  big 
enough  to  make  the  Dominion  Government  yield  to  us  in  the 
matter  of  the  welfare  of  Returned  Soldiers.  Remember  that  Winni- 
peg was  the  first  city  in  Canada  to  take  up  the  question  of  the 
Returned  Soldiers.  On  the  22nd  of  May,  1915,  we  had  three  men 
back  and  we  formed  the  R.  S.  A.  on  June  22nd,  when  we  then  got  a 
citizens'  organization  composed  of  three  members  of  the  A.  and  N.  V.  and 
three  citi/ens  at  large,  to  take  up  this  question.  On  Christmas  Day,  1915, 
the  eititzens  of  Winnipeg  raised,  or  caused  to  be  raised,  30  tons  of  gifts 
to  go  round  among  the  soldiers'  wives,  wives  of  men  at  the  front.  Win- 
nipeg up  to  the  present  time  has  certainly  been  the  only  moving  spirit 
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iii  the  Dominion  so  far  as  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  are  concerned. 
I  think,  after  we  review  the  facts,  it  would  be  a  great  injustice  to  have 
the  headquarters  removed  from- Winnipeg  at  the  present  juncture." 

COMRADE  SMITHSON,  Ottawa:  "I  do  not  think  that  recognition  of  a 
city  should  enter  into  it.  If  that  basis  were  adopted  then  by  all  means 
Winnipeg  should  be  the  headquarters.  I  was  simply  speaking  on  the 
thought  that  Ottawa  would  be  better  for  the  Association.  It  is  not  the 
city  that  deserves  it,  because  our  Association  in  Ottawa  is  yet  very,  very 
young. ' ' 

COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver :  "As  the  mover,  I  want  to  speak  again. 
Our  idea  is  simply  that  Ottawa  would  be  the  best  place,  the  same  as  at 
Vancouver  we  are  able  to  deal  with  the  offices  of  M.  D.  11  because  we 
simply  have  to  go  upstairs." 

COMRADE  HOLMAN,  Winnipeg:  "We  have  heard  the  advantages  of 
having  the  headquarters  at  Ottawa,  but  some  of  these  are  not  altogether 
advantages.  This  has  been  proven  by  the  headquarters  of  the  G.  W,  V. 
being  at  Ottawa.  It  is  only  a  short  time  ago  I  saw  in  the  paper  that 
instead  of  being  an  advantage  to  them  it  was  a  detriment.  In  Ottawa 
we  are  sure  of  our  friends  there,  and  they  will  work  with  outside  poli- 
ticians to  see  that  they  vote  for  you." 

COMRADE  IRVIXG,  Winnipeg:  "It  was  not  my  intention  to  address 
this  Convention.  First  of  all,  it  is  a  great  pity,  both  in  the  interests  of 
Comrade  Smithson  and  myself  as  being  nominees  as  Secretary,  that  the 
question  of  headquarters  was  not  settled  first.  It  would  have  relieved  us 
of  a  duel  to  the  death  and  it  would  have  relieved  this  Convention  of 
having  to  elect  a  Secretary.  I  met  Comrade  Smithson  for  the  first  time 
to-day  and  I  was  impressed  with  his  geniality,  also  his  ability  which  the 
few  remarks  that  he  has  made  proved  that  he  has.  It  is  not  a  question  to 
my  mind  this  year,  the  first  year,  as  to  whether  Comrade  Smithson  or 
myself  has  the  greater  ability ;  it  is  a  question  as  to  where  your  interests 
will  be  best  served.  If  you  decided  on  Ottawa  then  I  think  Comrade 
Tupper  should  pack  up  and  go  there.  I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that 
the  President  and  Secretary  should  be  hand  in  hand,  working  together 
and  in  close  touch.  I  do  not  want  to  say  that  as  a  campaign  speech, 
because  I  want  to  say  frankly  and  honestly  that  my  interests  are  alto- 
gether negligible  when  compared  with  the  interests  of  this  Association. 
1  am  perfectly  honest  when  I  say  that  it  matters  not  to  me  as  to  the 
election  of  Secretary.  I  am  almost  appalled  at  the  amount  of  work  I 
shall  have  to  do  if  you  elect  me.  There  will  be  the  correspondence 
between  the  various  Units,  the  preparation  for  the  collection  of  the  per 
capita  tax,  and  one  million  things  to  do  which  will  keep  a  man  fully 
occupied  for  many,  many  months.  You  have  worked  hard  to  bring  about 
this  Dominion  Association;  do  not  think  of  me;  get  the  best  man  you 
can  because  you  will  need  him.  We  should  have  an  expression  of 
opinion  because  it  will  be  upon  his  shoulders  the  mantle  of  the  work 
Avillfall." 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston :  "I  am  delighted  with  the  suggestion  of 
my  good  friend,  Comrade  Irving.  He  suggested  that  we  should  make 
Comrade  Tupper  move  down  to  Ottawa.  If  we  had  him  at  Ottawa  we 
should  not  only  have  him  President  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans, 
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but  we  should  make  him  Premier.  The  remarks  made  by  our  good  Com- 
rade Murdock  are  unfortunate  in  the  extreme.  We  have  been  trying  to 
eliminate  the  line  of  demarkation.  He  was  strong  for  the  erasure  of 
provincialism,  yet  he  has  the  inclination  to  build  a  fence  around  Winni- 
peg and  confine  this  organization  to  this  city  exclusively.  Also  about 
the  remarks  on  the  charter,  I  am  willing  to  concede  everything  to  Winni- 
peg for  the  long  and  faithful  years  of  service  by  its  members  through 
these  long  years  of  drudgery.  But  perhaps  it  would  be  better  to  leave  the 
question  of  procedure  under  the  charter  in  the  background.  It  is  true 
Winnipeg  did  take  the  charter  to  Ottawa,  but  had  it  not  been  for 
the  East  the  charter  would  have  died  a  natural  death  in  committee.  I 
am  not  prepared  to  concede  that  all  the  work  belongs  to  Winnipeg.  The 
remarks  Avere  also  unfortunate  for  Winnipeg,  because  the  Winnipeg 
delegates  do  not  want  to  be  in  the  position  of  being  set  up  on  a  platform 
and  have  the  rest  of  us  bow  down  in  adoration.  What  they  have  done 
they  have  done  unselfishly,  not  for  themselves  but  for  the  whole.  I  do 
not  think  he  intended  to  place  them  in  that  position,  but  there  is  the 
box.  As  for  Ottawa,  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  great  deal  of  affinity 
between  Kingston  and  Ottawa.  I  can  never  understand  why  the  A.  and 
N.  V.  did  not  have  a  branch  in  Ottawa  many  years  ago.  I  understand 
that  if  they  had  brought  a  correct  certificate  of  membership  it  would 
have  shown  800  members  rather  than  400.  I  think  there  is  a  decided 
advantage  of  having  the  headquarters  at  the  nation's  capital.  It  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  have  direct  dealings  with  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  Government.  We  do  not  write  very  much  at  Kingston;  if 
we  have  anything  we  get  on  the  train  and  go  to  Ottawa.  We  have  made 
it  possible  to  have  easy  access  to  the  Premier  and  the  Minister  of  Militia. 
Not  long  ago  the  Minister  said  to  us,  'You  can  find  me  in  my  office  at 
any  time,  but  do  not  come  with  a  Member  of  Parliament,  because  no 
Member  of  Parliament  can  cut  any  figure.  Come  to  me  alone,  and  if 
you  have  a  case  it  wrill  be  dealt  with  on  its  merits.'  I  have  taken  him  at 
his  word  and  have  secured  many  things  advantageous  to  our  Associa- 
tion. I  think  the  advantage  we  would  get  from  direct  contact  with  such 
bodies  as  the  Pensions  Board  and  the  Deferred  Pay  Department  should 
make  us  choose  Ottawa.  We  are  not  all  farmers  and  cannot  all 
deal  in  wheat,  arid  who  will  say,  however  meritorious  a  cause  may 
be,  it  is  not  necessary  to  do  some  lobbying.  We  can  keep  a 
watchful  eye  on  Parliament,  a  thing  we  have  not  been  able  to 
do  in  the  past,  and  which  has  hampered  us.  The  more  we  know 
of  Parliamentarians  the  more  we  know  they  need  watching.  I 
am  free  to  tell  you  we  hold  the  whip  hand  in  our  city  of  22,000  because 
we  made  the  politicians  came  to  us  and  could  turn  a  vote  upside  down .... 
Don 't  let  us  play  poodle  dog  any  longer ;  let  us  tell  them  if  they  want  to 
control  the  affairs  of  the  country  they  have  to  consider  the  interests  of 

the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  of  Canada Let  us  not  place  Winnipeg 

in  the  position  that  it  wants  everything  for  itself.  The  G.  W.  V.  found 
it  to  its  advantage  to  have  its  headquarters  in  Ottawa  because  when  any 
question  arises  the  members  go  to  the  G.  W.  V.  headquarters.  They  did 
this  when  they  appointed  the  recent  commission.  If  we  go  there  the  Gov- 
ernment will  be  compelled  to  turn  to  one  as  much  as  the  other.  I  think 
if  we  do  not  go  there  it  will  be  a  fatal  mistake  and  none  will  suffer  more 
than  Winnipeg." 
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CO.MUAMK  I,I:I:CH,  Winnipeg:  "Speaking  on  the  spur  nt'  the  moment, 
\ve  must  approach  this  subject  in  a  spirit  of  unselfishness.  We  must  mea- 
sure the  advantages  of  Ottawa  with  those  of  Winnipeg.  I  am  not  in 
favor  of  lobbying;  if  these  men  in  Parliament  do  not  deal  with  the  pure 
force  and  logic  of  our  demands  we  can  bring  to  bear  the  whole  force  of 
our  organisation.  We  must  do  our  business  in  the  open.  True,  we  must 
have  watching  done,  but  our  friends  at  Ottawa  can  do  that,  and  keep  us 
well  informed  on  what  is  going  on  down  there.  Ottawa  is  bound  to  play 
an  important  part  anyway.  I»nt  there  is  the  advantage  for  Winnipeg 
of  all  being  able  to  get  together  in  the  West  to  decide  any  important 
matter  that  might  come  up  before  the  Executive." 

At  this  stage  it  was  decided  to  limit  speeches  to  three  minutes' 
duration. 

COMRADE  POOLKY,  Vancouver:  "We  intend  to  go  still  further  east 
and  Ottawa  may  soon  be  the  centre  of  our  operations." 

On  motion,  Comrades  W.  II.  Welch,  of  Toronto,  and  W.  K.  Rooke, 
of  Winnipeg,  were  appointed  tellers.

On  the  vote  being  announced,  Comrade  Evans,  Kingston,  moved 
that  the  choice  of  Winnipeg  be  made  unanimous.  "We  have  given  you 
a  race  just  to  tune  you  up  a  little  and  you  have  only  beaten  us  by  three 
short  strides.  Judging  by  the  treatment  you  have  given  us  at  this  < 'in- 
vention, I  am  sure  we  shall  look  in  a  different  light  upon  Winnipeg.  We 
shall  certainly  not  be  strangers." 

COMRADE  ROTIIWELL.  Ottawa:    "I  will  gladly  second  that."    , 
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The  motion  was  carried  with  applause.  "Three  cheers  for  the  city 
of  Winnipeg,"  shouted  Comrade  Evans.  These  and  a  rousing  "tiger" 
were  given.  In  return  the  Winnipeg  delegates  cheered  for  the  outsiders. 

COMRADE  LEECH,  Winnipeg :  "I  am  sure  the  graceful  way  in  which 
the  men  of  the  East  have  given  way  after  such  a  close  vote,  will  be  one 
which  the  men  of  the  West  will  long  remember,  and  long  appreciate." 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg,  here  presented  the  outside  delegates 
with  a  badge  from  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  assuring  the  recipients  that 
the  people  of  the  prairie  metropolis  were  always  ready  to  welcome  men 
interested  in  looking  after  the  welfare  of  the  heroes  of  the  present  war, 
and  other  wars  of  the  British  Empire. 

COMRADE  SMITHSON,  Ottawa,  next  withdrew  as  a  nominee  for  the 
post  of  Secretary  in  favor  of  Comrade  Irving,  Winnipeg.  He  moved  that 
Comrade  Irving  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston,  seconded. 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "I  withdraw  with  the  greatest  reluct- 
ance simply  on  account  of  my  love  for  the  Association.  I  am  indeed  sorry 
to  do  so.  In  Comrade  Irving,  however,  I  am  sure  you  could  not  have 
chosen  a  better  man  for  the  job.  There  is  no  better  accountant  in  the 
city  of  Winnipeg ;  he  is  a  shorthand  writer  and  a  very  capable  man. 

Comrade  Irving 's  election  was  then  made  unanimous  and  the  dele- 
gates called,  "What's  the  matter  with  Irving — he's  alright." 

Comrade  Irving  briefly  returned  thanks,  stating  that  if  he  found 
the  work  too  difficult  he  would  not  be  too  proud  to  give  way  to  a  better 
man.  He  was  glad  to  have  the  assistance  of  such  a  worthy  President, 
who  was  "one  of  the  whitest  men  on  earth." 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :    "I  am  afraid  I  must  call  you  to  order. ' ' 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  "In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  are  located  here,  I  move  that  Comrade  Low,  Winni- 
peg, be  made  the  unanimous  choice  for  Treasurer." 

COMRADE  Low,  Winnipeg:  "No,  Winnipeg  feels  too  hoggish  al- 
ready. ' ' 

COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver:  "We  could  not  have  chosen  a  better 
man.  I  will  second  the  nomination." 

The  motion  was  carried  by  standing  vote  and  with  cheers. 

COMRADE  Low  made  brief  reply,  referring  to  his  long  connection 
with  the  A.  and  N.  V.,  and  assuring  the  delegates  that  he  would  still 
hold  the  interests  of  the  Comrades  very  dear  to  himself. 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  "I  think  a  gentleman  of  the  cloth 
should  be  left  behind  too,  to  take  care  of  the  men  we  have  elected  to  fill 
offices,  and  I  move  the  election  of  Comrade  Rev.  J.  B.  Silcox,  D.D.,  as 
our  Chaplain. 

COMRADE  POOLEY,  Vancouver,  seconded,  and  the  election  was  made 
unanimous. 

The  session  adjourned  at  12.20,  to  2  p.m. 
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THE  CLOSING  SESSION— WEDNESDAY,  MAY  15th 

The  delegates  reassembled  at  2.30,  with  President  Tupper  in  the 
Chair. 

Nominations  for  membership  to  the  Dominion  Executive  were  first 
ealled. 

Comrade  Young,  Victoria,  nominated  E.  A.  Pooley,  Vancouver,  for 
British  Columbia. 

Comrade  Willis,  Winnipeg,  nominated  Comrade  .].  II.  Holman,  for 
Manitoba. 

Comrade  Stagg,  Calgary,  nominated  Comrade  J.  M.  Tees,  for 
Alberta. 

Comrade  Midwinter,  Winnipeg,  nominated  Comrade  Sergt.-Major 
Wheeler,  for  Manitoba. 

Comrade  Beck,  Regina,  nominated  Comrade  Major  J.  B.  Jenkins, 
Weyburn,  for  Saskatchewan. 

Comrade  Evans,  Kingston,  nominated  Comrade  Sergt.-Major  Smith- 
son,  Ottawa,  for  Ontario. 

Comrade  Pooley,  Vancouver,  nominated  Comrade  Sergt.-Major 
Cross,  Montreal,  for  Quebec. 

Comrade  Murdoch.  Winnipeg,  nominated  Comrade  Col.  F.  B.  McRae 
for  Prince  Edward  Island. 

COMRADE  IlrHHELL,  Winnipeg:  "I  would  point  out  that  we  have  17 
scats  and  a  wise  distribution  so  far  as  returned  men  are  concerned  should 
be  made." 

It  was  decided  that  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  representation 
be  left  with  the  Executive. 

COMRADE  CURTIS,  Winnipeg:  "I  understand  Sergt.-Major  Wheeler 
is  anxious  to  go  overseas  again.  1  think  we  should  elect  someone  for 
Manitoba  who  will  be  certain  to  be  here  to  look  after  the  wives  and 
children.  I  am  willing  to  go  back  again  if  they  will  take  me." 

Moved  by  Comrade  Evans,  Kingston,  seconded  by  Comrade  Hubbell, 
Winnipeg:  "That  the  election  of  the  members  nominated  be  carried  by 
acclamation,  except  in  the  case  where  two  nominees  are  named."  Carried. 

COMRADE  WHEELER,  Winnipeg:   "I  will  willingly  withdraw." 

COMRADE  RILEY,  Regina :  "No.  that  is  not  right.  We  have  only  five 
returned  men  on  the  Executive." 

COMRADE  MILLS,  Ottawa:  "I  think  it  would  be  wise,  too,  to  have 
a  little  more  representation  of  returned  men.  I  have  every  admiration 
for  Comrade  Holman,  however." 

COMRADE  HOLMAN,  Winnipeg:  "After  the  remarks  of  the  last  two 
speakers,  and  with  the  consent  of  my  nominator,  Comrade  Willis,  I  will 
resign." 
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Moved  by  Comrade  Akeiiey,  Kingston,  seconded  by  Comrade  Mid- 
winter, Winnipeg:  "That  the  whole  of  the  elections  be  now  made 
unanimous."  Carried. 

Replying  to  Comrade  Akerley,  Kingston,  the  Chairman  said  any 
member  of  the  Executive  was  eligible  to  hold  office  in  a  local  Unit. 

COMRADE  MIDWINTER,  Winnipeg,  moved  that  the  question  of  Audi- 
tors be  left  to  the  Executive. 

THE  CHAIRMAN  :   ' '  That  is  covered  in  the  Constitution. ' ' 

Moved  by  Comrade  Cross,  Montreal,  seconded  by  Comrade  Gordon, 
Montreal :  ' '  That  the  next  Convention  of  the  A.  and  N.  V.  in  Canada  be 
held  by  special  invitation  in  Montreal." 

COMRADE  EVANS,  Kingston:  "As  representing  the  East  we  have 
rendered  unto  Caesar  all  the  things  that  are  Caesar's,  and  I  think  we  will 
all  be  agreed  to  hold  the  next  Convention  in  the  East.  I  would  suggest 
April  1  in  Montreal.  We  in  Kingston  only  ask  the  privilege  of  having 
the  delegates  meet  at  Kingston  the  day  before  the  Convention  and  we 
will  charter  a  special  steamer  to  give  you  all  one  of  the  grandest  rides 
you  have  ever  heard  of.  We  will  take  you  through  the  gateway  of  the 
St.  Lawrence,  through  the  charming  Thousand  Islands,  past  Lachine 
Rapids  and  land  you  at  Montreal." 

The  resolution  was  carried.  The  date  of  the  Convention  was  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  Executive,  on  the  motion  of  Comrade  Low,  Winnipeg, 
seconded  by  Comrade  Evans,  Kingston. 

COMRADE  CROSS,  Montreal,  stated  that  they  were  working  in  har- 
mony with  the  Montreal  branch  of  the  G.  W.  V.  A.,  and  he  assured  the 
delegates  that  the  Montreal  Comrades  would  make  their  stay  as  pleasant 
as  possible. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Riley,  Regina,  seconded  by  Comrade  Young, 
Victoria :  ' '  That  we  decide  now  the  date  of  the  next  Convention. ' '  Lost.

Moved  by  Comrade  Riley,  Regina,  seconded  by  Comrade  Gilbert, 
Yorkton :  ' '  Whereas  in  view  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Dominion 
by  the  R.N.W.M.P.  and  that  as  their  term  of  enlistment  is  only  3  years, 
be  it  resolved  that  the  proviso  under  Clause  5  be  added  to  so  that  members 
of  this  Corps  on  completion  of  their  period  of  service  ivill  be  qualified 
for  active  membership." 

The  motion  was,  by  unanimous  vote,  referred  to  the  Executive  for 
action.

1914,  the  R.N.W.M.P.  offered  to  go  to  the  front  as  a  unit  and  since  that 
time  they  have  made  several  offers  to  go."

Moved  by  Comrade  Wheeler,  Winnipeg,  seconded  by  Comrade  Hay, 
D.C.M.,  Winnipeg:  "That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to 
Senator  W.  H.  Sharpe  and  all  who  assisted  him  in  the  matter  of  securing 
a  concession  through  the  Dominion  Railway  War  Board,  of  Convention 
rates  to  delegates  to  this  Convention,  and  that  a  telegram  be  sent  to 
Senator  Sharpe  to  that  effect."  Carried. 

Moved  by  Comrade  Riley,  Regina,  seconded  by  Comrade  Young,

Moved  by  Comrade  Riley,  Regina,  seconded  by  Comrade  Purvis, 
Yorkton:  "That  the  draft  of  the  Constitution  submitted  by  Comrade 
Leech  be  sent  to  the  Vice-Presidents  of  each  Province  of  the  Dominion 
Associate  and  that  this  draft  be  brought  up  for  consideration  at  the 
next  Convention,  Comrade  Riley  offering  to  furnish  sufficient  copies." 
Carried.

The  next  Convention  is  to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Montreal,  Que.,  on 
a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the  Executive.
